try in which they were taken Captives, and 


of the wild and extravagant Meaſures which 


are occaſionally purſued by the Emperor of 
the Place, whoſe Will alone 1s his Law, and 
whoſe Orders, however irrational, inhuman, 
or unaccountable they may be, muſt, on no 
Pretext whatever, be conteſted or diſobeyed.

unheard-of Cruelties, will of themſelves be

And this 
Deponent ſaith, that he has given to ROBERT 
WALKER, Printer, in the Little Old-Bai- 
ley, a juſt and true Account of all the 
Hardſhips and grievous Sufferings, which, 
he, this Deponent, and the reſt of the Chri- 
tian Slaves, underwent during the whole 
Time of their Slavery. And hkewiſe an 
Account of the Inhabitants, and a Deſcrip- 
tion of the Country, and the Method they 
make Uſe of in puniſhing the Chriſtian Slaves. 
And laſtly, this Deponent upon his Oath, 
faith, that he has not given this Account, or 
any Thing relating thereto, to any Perſon or 
Perſons, fave and except the ſaid RoBERT

E ſalled out of the Downes on 
the 24th. of Ofober, 1745, 
on a Cruiſe, and having met 
with pretty good Succeſs, by 

taking two Prizes, purſued our Courſe as 

far as the Strerphts of Gibraltar, into which 
we entered about the iſt of Januar, in

the Year following, and the next Day in a 
very briſk Gale, ſhe ſprang a Leak; and 
notwithſtanding our utmoſt Endeavours, 
by plying our Pumps Night and Day, it 
was with the greateſt Difficulty imagi- 
nable, that we kept her till the 4th above 
Water; at which Time all our Efforts 
tailing us, and finding that ſhe would ine- 
vitably fink in a very ſhort Time, we ran 
her a Ground in 7. angier Bay, where we 
were in ſome Hopes under our preſent 
Calamity, that we ſhould find a favour- 
1 able Reception, and immediate Relief 
from the Moors, as the Emperor of Mo- 1 
rocco was at that Time under a Treaty of 7 
. Peace with the Britiſb Court; but alas! 
to our no ſmall Mortification, we found 
h all our Hopes entirely fruſtrated, and in- 4A 
* ſtead of finding Friends in our Diſtreſs, 8

A ſmall Number of us, indeed, got into 
the Town before Night, which is a Sea- 
port of Africa, ſituate at the Entrance of 
the Strezgots of Gibraltar, in the Empire 
of Morocco, and Kingdom of Fez ; others 
lay without the Walls ail Night; and as 
the Seaſon was then very ſharp and iacle- 
ment, they were half periſhed with Cold 
and Hunger, abſtracted from the barbarous 
Treatment that they otherwiſe met with. 
Twelve of our unhappy Crew continu- 
ed on the Wreck all Night, where they 
ſpent their melancholy Hours in doleful 
Outcries, expecting every Moment to be 
ſwallowed up by the roaring Waves, which 
ſwell'd like Mountains, and broke almoſt 
every Minute over their Heads. 5 
Providence, however, thought proper 


to preſerve them from the impending 


Danger; for in the Morning they were 

brought aſhore by a Boat, which the 

Moors ſent out, in order to take them in. 
Happy to be ſure they thought them- 


ſelves at firſt, to ſee the leaſt Proſpect of 


Relief before their Eyes; but no ſooner 


were the poor half periſh'd Wretches got 


ſafe into the Moors Boat, but their unmer- 
ciful Preſervers not only began to {trip 
them, and take every Thing from them 
that was of the leaſt Value, but brow-beat 
them to the laſt Degree, calling them 

B:-2- Chriſtian 
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Chriftian Dogs, Inſidels, and Unbelievers, 
Fellows that deler ved no Mercy or Com- 


paſſion at their Hands; tho' at the ſame 
Time they had a ſufficient Gratification 


for their Trouble. 

Out of the whole Crew, which amount- 
ed to 183 before this moſt melancholy 
Wreck happened, 96 periſhed in the 
Waves, or were kill'd in endeavouring to 
get on Shore, and ſo were delivered by 
Providence at once, from thoſe miſer- 
able Hardſhips, which we the Survivors 


afterwards underwent. 


Eighty- ſeven of us, who were the Re- 
mainder of our unhappy Crew, got on 
ſhore alive, and that was all; and procured 
at laſt, tho with great Difficulty and ma- 
ny pathetic Entreaties, Per miſſion to go to 
the Britiſi Con ſul's Houſe in a Body, in 
order to communicate our unhappy Caſe, 
and get ſome Subſiſtence for our Sup- 
port. The Conſul vas at Gibraltar, 10 
we apply d to the Deputy Conſul. 

There we continued ſix Days ſucceſſive- 
Iv in a very deplorable Condition ; - ſome 
of us almoſt naked, and others deſperately 
wounded by the Infults and inhuman 
Blows we had reccived from the Moors, 
whom we had defircd for Self-Preſerva- 
tion Sake oply not to uſe us ſo cruelly. 
All the Comfort we met with there was,

Having now compleated the Liſt, we 
ſhall proceed to the ſubject Matter. 

Mr. Petticrew, the Conſul, being at 
Gibraltar when our unfortunate Wreck 
happened, came over in the Phenix Man 
of War, a few Days afterwards, and went 
to the Alcaide, in order to perſuade him to 
let us go over to Gibraltar; but his Reply 


was, he could not, till he had received Or- 


ders from the Emperor. Upon which Mr. 
Petticrew ſent us Word, that he would 
ſend us Ropes to ſcale the Walls of the 
Town in the Night, and carry us off in 
a vettce, that ſhould be ready for our Re- 
ception. 

His Britannic ' Majeſty's Ship the 
Phenix being arrived in Tangier Bay, as 
we have juſt mention'd, the Captain and

Confounded and ſurpriſed at this un- 
expected, melancholy Piece of News, our 
Officers, who had private Intimation of it 
before the reſt, formed a Project to make 
their Eſcape ; and, with the Aſſiſtance, as 
well as the Conſent of the Captain of the 
Phenix Man of War, their Attempt was 
crown'd with Succeſs ; he having ſent his 
Barge privately on Shore, well manned 
and armed, who carried them fafe on 
Board the Phenix. 
Our Captain, with his Officers and the 
Conſul, imagining, that if we all were to 
attempt 
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attempt our Eſcapes together, there being 
ſuch a Number of us, it might prevent 
their own Eſcape; ſo they ſent us Word to 
lay ſtill, and the Conſul would come the 
next Day, and carry us all off ich flying Co- 
lours ; but inſtead of that, they made their 
own Eſcape, as is juſt before mentioned, 


I bere eſcaped this Night our Captain, 


his three Lieutenants of the Ship, and the 

Lieutenant of the Marines; and after they 
had got on Board, the Capt. of the Phenx 
ſent a Boat off in the Night Time, which 
kept plying along Shore, in order to carry 
off as many of the Crew as they could find; 
but we being all put into Goal, except 
Philip Obrian and James Clarke, who 
had luckily hid themſelves under a Rock, 
and were left without the Town Walls ; 
they two were taken on Board the Boat, 
and happy for them, were preſerved from 

the Hardſhips we afterwards ſuffered. 

No ſooner had their Barge got with our 
Officers on Board, about a. Muſquet Shot 
from Shore, but the whole Town of Tan- 
gier was alarmed ; and finding Part of their 
Booty irrecoverably loſt, a whole Legion 
of Barbarians ſwarm'd about us, (poor 
deplorable Creatures! who were left be- 
hind, and not entruſted with that impor- 
tant Secret) and breathed Revenge for their 
Diſappointment, No Puniſhment they 

C-4 thought 
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thought ſevere enough for us, and we were 
drove accordingly down to the Tow n-Goal 
forthwith, with all the publick Marks of 
Infamy and Contempt by the Moors, and 
were uied worſe than a Pack of Dogs, 

'Tis morally impoſſible for us to give 
the Reader any adequate Idea of the Goal 
into which we were hurried, The Cells 
at Newgate, deſtin'd for the Reception of 
. the worſt of Criminals, could not ſtand in 
110 Competition with this loathſome Place. b 
10. As the Conſul had abandoned us, 5 

knew not where, or from whom to 12 4 
the lcaſt Manner of Redreſs. In ſhort, B 
the poor Pittance that had been allowed us 
at firſt, was actually ſtopt, and we had 
nothing but Famine and Death betore our 
Eyes. For near three Days ſucceſſively we 
received no Manner of Suſtenance; nor 
was there any great Proſpect of better 
Treatment. For the Alcaide, or Gover- 
nor of the Town, was ſo cruel and hard- 
hearted, that when our deplorable Stateand 
Condition was laid before him, he only 
anſwered with a Smile, If the unbelieving 
Dogs are hungry, let them eat the Stones. 

One, however, who had ſome Share of 
Humanity in him, and was not fo much a 
Baroarian as the Alcaide, pleaded in our 
Favour, and procured a Licenſe for us to 
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beg in the Day-Time, with a Guard to 
follow us, abont the Town. 

Though this, doubtleſs, was an Act of 
Indalgence, yet were the Inhabitants en- 
dowed with ſo little Charity or Compaſ- 
ſion, that our Subſiſtence was ſo ſmall, and 
ſo indifferent, that at length where one of 
us accidentally ſucceeded, the others wefe 
ready to tear him to Pieces for Part of it, 
and grudged him the delicious Morſel. 
What will not Hunger prompt a Man to? 
And Sezlf-Preſervation, all know, is the 
firſt Principle of Nature. When a Man is 
ſinking, he will catch at a Straw, and 
when he is on the Brink of Starving, he'd 
cut the Throat even of his neareſt Relation 
to gratify his craving Appetite ! Such Ani- 
moſities amongſt Fellow-Sufferers ſavours 
ſomewhat indeed of that very Inhumanity 
we are inveighing againſt; but Neceſſity 
has no Law, and abſolute Hunger muſt 
plead in our Excuſe. Every Night, how- 
ever, we were obliged to return, though 
with Reluctance, ro our dark and diſmal 
Dungeons. 

In this deplorable State and Condition, 
we continued for above two Months, beg- 
ging all Day, and laying cloſe confin'd, 
on the hard Stones all Night; *till at 
length, we were drove almoſt to the Brink 
of Deſpair, by being told we ſhould ſhort- 
ly 
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ly be conducted to the Emperor, whoſe 
Preſence we dreaded, being conſcious of 
his arbitrary and deſpotic Power, we una— 
nimouſly agreed amongſt ourſelves, if it 
were poſſible, to break out, and make our 
Eſcape, before any Commands ſhould be 
iſſued out for our Journey up the Country, 
in order to our being reviewed by the Em- 
peror. 1 
Accordingly we made the Attempt but 
being unhappily diſcovered, we fail'd f 
carrying our Project into Execution. 

After ſuch an Act of Rebellion, (as they 
termed it) and ſuch a Miſcarriage, we 
could not reaſonably expect any future Acts 
of Indulgence ; nor indeed were any ſhewn 
us; for we were immediately clapt into 
Irons, that is to ſay, large Iron Chains 
were lock'd round our Necks, and twenty 
of us were link'd together in one Chain. 4 

Befcre this additional Misfortune ha- 
pened, we imagined our Miſeries too heavy | 
for any mortal Man to bear; but no Man, 
who is on this Side the Grave, can form 
any adequate Idea of what Afflictions he 
can ſuſtain, and bear up under, till he, 1s 
actually put to the Trial. 

How deplorable ſoever our Caſe was be- 
fore, it was now become much worſe, and 
we were drove to the very Brink of De- 
ſpair. We were now deprived of any Sub- 

ſiſtence, 
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ſiſtence, and were locked up in a Dungeon 
where very little Day-Light enter'd, We 
were now reduced to that Pitch of Diſtreſs, 
that we began to entertain the melancholy 
Thoughts of killing one in the Company, 
(by Lot) for the Support and Maintenance 
of Fo Reſt, till ſome Succour interven'd. 
It is not in the Power of Words to expreſs 
the Shock which ſuch a horrid, deteſtable 
Scheme gave to our very Naturess We 
all ſhuddered at the ſhedding of an inno- 
cent Fellow-Sufferer's Blood; and yet with- 
out ſome Sort of Suſtenance, all of us muſt 
inevitably have periſhed. This Plan, how- 
ever, thanks to Providence, was never car- 
ried into Execution, and we all of us hap- 
pily ſurvived our Confinement, though ſo 
hunger-pinch'd, that each of us was ready 
to eat the Fleſh off of his own Bones; for, 
on our complaining to the Goaler, that we 
moſt of us were periſhing with Hunger, 
he made Remonſtrances to the Town's Peo- 
ple, who ſent 8 ſmall Sheep, amongſt us 
all, and 2 ſmall Cakes for each Man; two 
of which Sheep were inſtantly devoured 
by us without dreſſing; having, at that 
Time, been four Days and Nights with- 
out any Victuals. 


Mr. Petticrew, the Conſul: being now 
at Gibraltar, the Alcaide or Gen ſent 


up to the Emperor, Muley Abdallal, to 
yi know 
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know what he muſt do with us, who ſent 
Orders back, for him, and the late Ba- 
ſhaw's Sons, and other Principals of the 
Town, together with a proper Guard to 
come with us to Bufcoran, which was 
about 200 Engliſh Miles, where he would 
receive us in his Camp; but on the 16th 49 
of May, after we had been four Months at 
Tangier, Mr. Petticrew returned thither 
from Gibraltar, and entreated with the Go- 
vernor that we might not be carried up to 
the Emperor, till his Excellency William 
Latton, Eſq; the Ambaſſador from his Bei- 
zannich Majeſty to the Emperor, arrived, 
Who was daily expected. The Alcaide or 
Governor refuſed.this Requeſt, unleſs Mr. 
 Petticrew would go along with him to the 
Emperor, and fatisfy him that an Ambaſ- 
ſador was ſo ſhortly expected to arrive; 
but Mr, Petticrew refuſed to comply with 
the ſame, ſaying that he had no Orders 
ſo to do, or Preſent to carry with him to 
the Emperor. 

On the 18th of May, two Days after, 
about Nine in the Morning we were all 
drove out of the Priſon, unchained, and 
put without-fide the Town- Walls, a ſtrong 
Guard being ſet over us, where we con- 
tinued till the Governor and the late Ba- 
ſha w's Sons, Ec. came to * which being 
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about 11 o'Clock, we proceeded on our 


t Revit 

i Journey to Bufcoran. I 
L his Day we march'd about ten Miles, 
4 and the Guard which eſcotted us, being 
* about three hundred, encamp'd that Night, 
1 and we all lay on the Ground, as a Flock 
4 of Sheep, in the Middle of them, and 
it nothing to cover us. | 
& The next Day we proceeded, and tra- 
'f vel'd about thirty-five Miles, and came to 
4 a Town called Arzelah, a ſmall wall'd 


3 Town on the Sea-Coaſt, where we quar- 
4 ter'd in Few Houſes, and lay on the bare 
I Boards without any Covering ; but this 
woas ſomething better than our preceding 
Night's Lodging, in the open Camp. 

As ſoon as Day-light appeared we were 
again rouſed, tho' very ſore footed and 
lame, and proceeded along the Coaſt, to 
a Sea-Port wall'd Town, called Larach, 
about twenty-five Miles, where we con- 

tinued cloſe confined far twelve Days, in 
the Town Priſon. 

During our March the three Days now 
ſpoken of, our Allowance was nothing but 
Bread and Water, and the third Day in 
our March from Arzelah to Larach, we 
were in very great Diſtreſs for Water. 

Ihe Reaſon of our Stay fo long at La- 
rach was, that a Meſſenger was ſent to 
Bufcoran, to the Emperor, to inform him, 
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that the Engliſh Captives were then 
| Larach, and to know if it was his PI 
ſure that the Governor of Larach ſhould 
accompany the Governor of Tangier, and 
rhe reſt, up the Country to him; and 
according to an Order from the Emper ror, 
the Calieph, or Town Major, and Part of 
the Guard of Laracb, were ordered to ac- 
company us. 

On the ſecond of June, early in the 
Morning, we proceeded forwards for Buf- 
coran, and encamp'd every Night, and lay 
on the Ground without Covering ; and the 
fourth Night came to a fmall Town called 
Cedee Caſtle, where we lay in a Meadow, 
by the Side of a River ; and on the Ninth 
of May we arrived at the Emperor's Camp 
at Bufcoran. 

\ At our Arrival within half a Mile of 
the Emperor's Tent, and ten Miles Di- 
ſtance from Maquenez, we ſtaid about half 
an Hour, waiting the Emperor's Com- 
mands for us to be drawn up before him. 
During the Time we were waiting, we 
could obſerve, by the Countenances of the 
Alcaide and others, that there was ſome- 
thing very dreadful to be expected from 
the Emperor; each of their Faces being 
filled with Horror and Confuſion, 

It being the Cuſtom of the Country, not- 
withſtanding they are ſome conſiderable 
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Diſtance from the Emperor, not to talk to 


each other, but lay their Heads cloſe to- 


eee and whiſper, which plainly ind 


cated to us the great Dread and Fear they 


have when near him, 

Juſt before the Meſſenger came from the 
Emperor, the Alcaide, and all the Princi- 
pals of our Guard that accompanied him, 
formed themſelves in a Line; anc, ac- 
cording to their Method of Devotion, 
pray'd in the devouteſt Manner. Their 
Countenances might, each Moment, be 

erceived to alter, and look more dreadful. 
The Alcaide weeped much, as did ſeveral 
others ; which occaſioned us, (whoſe way- 
ward Fortune had dragged us thus far on 
our Journey, where we could not expect 
to find the leaſt Humanity) to imagine, 
that the Miſeries we had before conjectu red 
we were to undergo, were not half ſo ter- 
rible as they now appeared. 

Soon after they had arofe from Prayers, 
the Meſſenger return'd from the Emperor, 
and in great Haſte commanded them be- 
fore the Tent that the Emperor was in: 
Then they immediately got themſelves in 
proper order to appear before his Majeſty, 
and as they went along, they wept, pray'd, 


and trembled, and counted their Beads. 
They being drawn up in a Line by 
themſelves, and we poor miſerable Cap- 
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tives in the fame Order by ourſelves, h 
Moors bare-footed, and we Cbriſtians bare- 
headed and bare- footed, the Ground being 
full of Weeds, ſuch as Thiſtles, and thoſe 
of the prickly Kind, occaſioned us in par- 
ticular, that had not been uſed to go with- 
out Shoes, to ſuffer an inexpreſſible Pain, 
and were all lame for a conſiderable Time 
afterwards. 

When we came before the Emperor's 
Tent, we ſtopped at about ſixty Paces 
Diſtance, when the Guards immediately 
ſurrounded us, and in about a Quarter of 
an Hour his Majeſty came out of his 
Tent, and mounted his Horſe ; his Um- 
brella was in an Inſtant ſpread over him, 
the Sun being exceſſive hot. He then ſent 
a Meſſenger for the Alcaide and his Atten- 
dance to advance nearer him, When they 
all anſwer'd Nama Sede, which fignifies 
Yes, Maſter; and all ran to him in ſuch 
Haſte, that it might be thought they were 
going to ſieze him; which is the Cuſtom 
of this Country ſo to do, as likewiſe when 
before him, to ſtare eagerly in his Face; 
but the greateſt Man in his Dominions dare 
not walk in his Preſence, 

When they were near enough to hear 
him ſpeak, they fell upon their Knees, and 
bow'd their Bodies forward, with their 
Faces to the Ground till he ſpoke Ag” > 

en 
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then they held up their Heads, and in- 
formed him of a Preſent they had brought 
him, conſiſting of Money, Powder, Cloth, 
and other Things, (no one approaching 


him without a Prefent) and likewiſe of us 


poor miſerable Captives. The Preſent be- 
ing view'd by him, he accepted of it, and 
then aſked the Alcaide, where was the 
Captain of the Chriſtian Captives; the Al- 
caide anſwered that he had made his Eſcape, 


He then aſked for dur Lieutenants, which 


was anſwered as before. Then the Empe- 
ror let them underſtand that he thought 
them a Set of diſaffected Villains, that 
were not worthy to bear Life any longer. 
As to theſe Captives that are poor, whom 
you have brought me, I hardly thank 
you; by his Speeches we imagined he 
judged that the Alcaide had received a 
Sum of Money for their being {ſet at Li- 
_. 8 

Immediately after this, the Emperor 
ſent for four Engliſhmen that had been in 


the Spaniſh Service, and had deſerted from 


Cadiz to Tangier, who had been wich him 
near twelve Months, and knew the Cu- 
ſtoms of the Moors better than we did, to 
conduct us to a Caſtle a little Diſtance from 
his Camp, till further Orders. 
Having got to the Caſtle, the fir Thing 


we deſired of our Countrymen was, to get 
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us ſome Water, for we had not an Op- 
portunity to get any all that Day; for, 
what with ſtanding in the Heat of the 
Sun, and running over the Thiſtles, when 
we appeared before the Emperor, made us 
ſo en thirſty and lame, that we 
could hardly ſtand or ſpeak ; which, ac- 
cording to our Deſire, they brought us, to 
our great Refreſhment. 

Soon after this, he ordered the Alcaide, 
and all his Guard, to be drove to the ſame 
Caſtle as we were in; and there to be put 
in Irons, in the Hime Manner they had 
ſerved us, during our Confinement in 
Tangier. Now we imagined, that the 
Alcaide might remember telling us, That 
Wwe might eat the Stones to ſatisfy our crav- 
ing Appetites : Yet, notwithſtanding that 
inhuman Speech, ſeveral of our People 
were ſo charitable, as to give him and ſe- 
veral others of them Bread, though we 
had no more than Two Pence a Day to 


ſubſiſt on, 
Two Days after this, the Emperor ſent 
for us, and ordered us to ſtand in a Line 
before his Tent; and when we had placed 
, ourſelves, he choſe fix of the youngeſt of 
us, and ſent them to the Caſtle to aſſiſt 
the Moors that had the Care of his Arms; 
and the Remainder he ordered each a Cut- 
tau, or Pickax, and ſent us to a Caſtle, 
Ee 5 about 
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(37) 
about a Mile Diſtance, called Bufcoran 
Caſtle, to begin that Slavery, ſo much 
dreaded by Britons, who could always 
boaſt of their Country's Freedom. When 
we were going to the Caſtle, we knew not 
how to condole or aſſiſt one another with 
the leaſt Thought of Comfort. > 

No ſooner were we got to the Caſtle, 


but we were ſet to pulling down a lar 


Houſe, that was within the Caſtle : The 
Walls were as thick and ſtrong as any Struc- 
ture to be found in England, The Man- 
ner of getting the Walls down was to un- 
dermine them, which all of us being intirely 
Strangers to that Way of Working, toge- 
ther with the Dread we were in on Account 
of the Severity of our Overſeers, and the 
Want of Neceffaries for that Purpoſe, we 
were in the greateſt Danger of being buried 
under the Rubbiſh, ; 

The Emperor often came to give Orders . 
concerning how and where he would have 
the Rubbiſh moved to, and would often 
ſtay within the Caſtle five or ſix Hours to- 


_ gether, and ſometimes the whole Day; in 


which Time we were not allow'd a Mo- 
ment's Reſt, not even to ſtand upright to 
eaſe our Backs, or to go to get a Drop'of 
Water, though the Sun was ſo hot, that 
our Heads, and moſt of our Backs were of 
an intire Bliſter, | 5 
6

In theſe our deplorable Circumſtances, 
many of our Peopie were for renouncing 
their Faith, and embracing the Law of 
Mabomet, in order, at that dear Price, to be 
eaſed of their Slavery ; accordingly in leſs 
than a Month, Twenty-eight “ though 
with great Reluctance, refign'dto the Laws 
of that.falſe Prophet. 
The Method uſed when a Chriſtian turns 
Mabometan is, that he firſt goes within 
Sight of the Emperor, and makes a low 
Bow, and holds up the Fore-finger of his 
Right Hand, and cries out aloud, that the 
Emperor may hear him, Moro Feeno, Li ba 
Cama Seede ; which is to ſay, I am a Con- 
vert, Long Life to you, my Maſter. Then 
theEmperor orders him nearer; and it 1s ve- 
ry likely he will call him Brother at the firſt 
Word; helikewiſe kiſſes his Head, asa Com- 
pliment on the Occaſion, Then the Em- 
peror fays to him (which he muſt _ 
after him) Li elau Li enelau Seede Ma- 
hamet a Ruſulau; that is, God is a great 
God, and Mahomet is bis Prophet in Hea- 
ven. When this is done, tis likely he will 
make him eat with him, and out of the 
fame Diſh ; and then ſends him to Mague- 
nez or Fez to be circumciſed. . 
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Twenty of our People, and Eight who were in 
| the Country before, as mentioned in the Lift, 
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As ſoen as the Patient is perfectly re- 
cover'd from the Uneaſineſs and Inconve- 
niencies that naturally ariſe from the In- 
ciſion he had underwent, he is once more 
conducted into the Emperor's Preſence, 
Wo, upon the new Convert's repeated 
Renunciation of the Chriſtian Faith, gives 
Orders for his being cloathed forthwith in 
a Mooriſh Habit; and, tis cuſtomary for 
him, out of his own Bounty towards a 
Proſelyte of Mohomet, to order him a Ducat, 
which is 65. 8 d. Sterling, or ſome ſuch 
Trifle, (litde more or leſs) according as his 
natural Inclination directs him. 

From thence forwards, he ſees the Em- 
peror no mute on that Occaſion, but is o- 
bliged to take up Arms in Defence of the 
Country, as Occaſion offers, and to get his 
Livelihood in the beſt Manner that he is 
able. The Moors, however, who are con- 
ſcious to themſelves, that his Converſion 
to their Faith, and mean- ſpirited Renun- 
ciation of his 9wn, 1s rather the Retult of 
a Love for Eaſe, and a Releaſe trom hard 
Labour, than any parcicular Regard for 
their Prophet Mabomet, or his Alkeran, 
will ſcarce have any Converſation or Dea- 
lings with him, and look on bim as a jutt 
Object of their Hatred and Comempt. 

After this ſhort Digreſſion, we ſhall re- 
ſume the I bread of our loimer Diicourſe,

and here inform the Reader how, and in 
what Manner, the Emperor diſpoſed of the 
Alcaide, and the reſt of the numerous 
Guards that attended him, in order to his 
forming a more juſt and adequate Idea of 
his arbitrary and deſpotic Power. 

About 7 in the Morning his Majeſty re- 
paired to Bufcoran Caſtle, where we had 
been for ſome Time hard at Labour, and 
employ'd himſelf in ſurveying of our 

Works, and giving the neceſſary Inſtruc- 
tions for the Method of our proceeding in 
it till near Ten o'Clock; at which. Time 
he went from thence to the other Caſtle, 
where the Alcaide, and his now miſerable 
Companions had lain faſt bound in Iron 
Chains, on the bare Ground for five Days 
ſucceſſively, without the Allowance of any 
Proviſions whatſoever; and, if they were 
ſupplied by Chance with a little Water to 
quench their Thicſt, it was convey'd to 
them as ſecretly as poſſible, by ſome of 
their compaſſionate Friends, who ran the 
Hazard of their own Lives, in Caſe their 
Aſſiſtance in that, or any other particular 
Circumſtance whatſoever, ſhould have un- 
fortunately been diſcovered. 

After ke had reviewed theſe poor miſe- 
rable Wretches; he withdrew to about 
threeſcore Paces Diſtance from the Caſtle, 
nearer his Camp; and then, turning himſelf 


- about, 
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about, gave Orders for their being brought 
in a regular Manner before him; and, as 
ſoon as they were ranged in ſuch Form as 
he required, the Alcade, with the three Sons 
of the late Baſhaw, and one other Principal 
of Tangier, (by his ſpecial Command) were 
unchain'd, and ſet apart from the reſt : 
After this, without the leaſt Alteration in 
his Countenance, to teſtify any Sort of Re- 
ſentment whatever, and with all the Se- 
renity and Calmneſs imaginable, he ſpoke 
to his Sword-Bearer, and, in the mildeſt 
Terms imaginable, ordered his Cymeter to 
be brought to him ; which being inſtantly 
delivered to him, he drew it out of the 
Scabbard with a peculiar Air; and with all 
the ſeeming Serenity of Mind that could 
be, as a Prince might do, that had no 
evil Intention in his Heart, he gave Orders 
for one of the Delinquents to be taken out 
of his Chain, and brought before him. 
The poor unhappy Wreich, conſcious 


of his approaching Fate, fell proſtrate on 


the Ground, and, with Tears, implor'd 
his Pardon; but all his Prayers and En- 
treaties, however, proved fruitleſs and in- 
effectual, and the Emperor, without giv- 
ing him any farther Opportunity of par- 
lying with him, ſtretched out his Arm; 
and, having fuſt cry'd out, with an auda- 
ble Voice, E, Melah, that is to fay, In the 

E- 2 Name | 
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Name of God, at one Blow ſtruck off his 
Head. 

Having thus commenc'd the intended 
Maſſacre, he delivered his Cymeter into 
the Hands of his Sword-Bearen, to whom, 
ond others, who were appointed his pro- 
per Aſſiſtants, he gave expreſs Orders, for 
their following the Example which he had 
ſet them ; and then, retiring to ſome ſmall 
Piſtance, he turned ſhort, and ſtood ſtill 
to ſee his Commands punctually obey'd. 

At this Juncture there were no lefs than 
335 poor miſerable Wretches that loſt their 
Lives in this tyrannical Manner, including 
40 Bravoes that had been faſt bound in 
Chains for ſeveral Days before our Arrival 
at the Emperor's Camp. 

One of theſe 40, indeed, eſcaped from 
falling by the Sword; for he died a natu- 
ral Death, whilſt link'd in a Chain with 
the reſt of his unhappy Comrades. 

Notwithſtanding he had thus expired in 
a very deplorable Condition, no one durft 
be ſo preſumptuors as to unlooſe him, and 
remove him from the reſt of his Compa- 
nions, Without expreſs Orders from his 
Mujeſty, notwithitanding his Carcaſs was 
putrified, and grown ſo nauſeous, that the 
Smell was almoſt inſupportable even to 
thoſe who ſtood at a Diſtance from him. 
How ſhocking a Sight then, and how: of- 
Mn fenſiva 


. 
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fenſive a Smell it muſt be to the poor liv- 
ing Wretches, who were link'd in the 
fame fatal Chain with him, we ſhall leave 
to the Reader's Imagination. 

Though the Reader, or indeed any Per- 
ſon, endowed with the leaſt Spark of Hu- 
manity, might imagine, that the Decapi- 
tion of ſuch a Number of 'unhappy Souls, 
might have appeaſed the Vengeance of the 
moſt ſavage Monarch, without any farther 
Marks of his Rage or Reſentment; yet 
the Emperor would have thought this Pu- 
niſhment due to their Demerits, but very 


incomplete, had he carried his Reſent- 


ment to no higher a Pitch. In order 
therefore to ſtrike a farther Terror on the 
Minds of his ſurviving Subjects, and let 


N them ſee the direful Effects of entring into 


any Cabals or Conſpiracies againſt one who 
had their Lives and Liberties entirely at his 


Diſpoſal, he ordered all the Heads, that 
had thus, in one Day been cut off, to be 


collected in ſeparate Hampers, and be ſent 
forthwith to the Alcaide, or Governor ot 
Mequineꝝ, there to be nailed up upon the 


Walls of the City, and expoſed to public 
View. But as to their Carcaſſes, they 


were only dragged about a Mile Diſtance 


from the Place of their Execution, and 


Y were there ſcattered and diſperſed, like 


Manure in a Field, to be exvoſcd till they 
Wert 
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were devoured by Birds or Beaſts of Prey, 
or mouldred into Duſt by Length of 
Time. 

Theſe poor miſerable Wretches, howe- 
ver, meet ſometimes even after their 
Death, with an odd, but very remarka- 
ble Act of Indulgence from their tyranni- 
cal Sovereign. For as no Friend durſt ever 
preſume, either by Night or Day, to con- 
ceal one of theſe Carcaſſes, by covering it 
in the Duſt, without his abſolute and ex- 
preſs Orders, fince immediate Death would 
be the fatal Conſequence of ſuch a Diſ- 
covery, and ſuch a flagrant Act of Diſ— 
obedience to his poſitive Commands, that 
Barbarian Monarch will now and then re- 
lent, and be graczouſly reconciled to ſome 
of his unhappy Subjects, who have fallen 
Victims to his Rage and Reſentment ; and 
the Reſult of ſuch a Lenity is, an Order ff 
for the Interment of their mangled and [if 
noiſome Carcaſſes: The Ceremony whereof |; 
is another Circumſtance well worthy of the 
Reader's Notice. 

As a Teſtimony then of this haughty | 
Sovereign's Reconciliation with any of his 
Subjects, thus inhumanly butcher'd as a- 
forefaid, or any other Way, a ſpecial Meſ- 
{enger, or one of his Guards, approaches 
the dead Body, or Bodies, "that are ſo 
happy as to be thus graczoyly op 
an 
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and addreſſes them ſingly in the following 
formal Manner; „O thou imprudent, pre- 
« ſumptuous, and diſloyal Wretch! Not- 
« withſtanding thou didſt, in thy Life 
« Time commit ſo many, and ſuch enor- 
** mous Crimes againſt God and thy King, 
« I do now, in his Name, and by his 
« expreſs Orders, to ſhew his Love and 
% Affection for you, tho' altogether un- 
« worthy of the leaſt of his Royal Fa- 
& yours, freely forgive you all your paſt 
Tranſgreffions ; and in Conſequence 
thereof, as the ſame are from this Time 
to be buried in Oblivion, I am come to 
give thy Remains a decent Interment.” 

We mult here remind the Reader, that 
before the Maſſacre above related was 
commenced, five particular Perſons were 
releaſed from their Fetters, and reſerv'd 
to be Spectators of the bloody Scene that 
was to enſue, 

Theſe five were the Alcaide, three of 
the Sons of the late Baſhaw Hamer, and 
another Perſon, as are before mention- 
ed: And as we have not Words ſuffi- 
cient to expreſs the Horror they were in 
ar the Sight of that inhuman Slaughter, 
we ſhall ſubmit the Agonies of Mind, 
which they then felt, to the Imagination 
of the Reader ; ſince they were entirely 
ignorant of w hat Puniſhment they them- 
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ſelves were to undergo, and of the cruel 
Tortures, for which they imagin'd them- 
ſelves only reſerv'd. 

Atlength, however, the Emperor went 
ap to them, and, without any extraordi- 
niry Emotion, ſpoke to them in the fol- 
lowing Terms. © Behold! your ſlaugh- 
«© ter'd Friends there! I think, I have ſhewn 
* you ſome inconteſtable Proofs of my 
** Reſentment for your rebellious Proceed- 
*. ings, and have in ſome Meaſure ballanc'd 
*© Accounts with you. I ſhall carry my 
juſt Vegeance to no greater Length at 
de prefent, I here frankly aſſure you, on 
my Royal Word, not to behead you, as 
you ſee J have your Companions ; but 


« as a Teſtimony of your ſincere Sorrow | 
and Contrition for having thus mutini- 
« ed, without Cauſe, againſt me, and the 
« Adminiſtrators of my Affairs, I ex- 


5 pect that you ſend forthwith to Tan- 
ge, and take care I may receive the 


« Remainder of my Dues : This, I fay, I | 
e expect from you, and upon your Com- 


e pliance with my juſt Demands, I ſhall 
de freely acquit you, in Hopes, that this 
© my Lenity towards you, may work out 
& a Reformation in you, and teach you 
« to become more loyal Subjects for the 
e future.“ 
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Now theſe unhappy Wretches, who 


were ſo inhumanely maſſacred as above. 


related, (the forty Bravoes, whom the Em- 

ror had clapt in Irons before we came, 
and about fifteen of the leadang Men in 
Tangier excepted) were all poor, labouring, 
innocent, and undeſigning Men, Perſons 
who had never wilfully been guilty of the 
leaſt Act whereby to give the Emperor 
the leaſt Diſguſt; and what they did, was 
through Compulſion, or at leaſt the Inſti- 
ation of the late Baſhaw Hamet, who was 
then Governor of Tangier. 

Tho' the Inſtance abovementioned is ſuf- 
ficient Teſtimony of the Emperor's Tyranny 
and Opprettion, even of his own Subjects, 
yet we mult beg Leave to add freſh In- 
ſtances, and ſhew our Readers how ſtudi- 
ous he is of diſtreſſing them at all Times, 
by levying ſuch heavy Taxes upon them, 
as they are not capable of raiſing ; and 
what fatal Conſequences attend the Non- 
compliance with his Demands upon them. 

Whenever this is the Caſe, he ſends 
down his Black Army upon them, who 
create a general Terror wherever they 
march, as having an unlimitted Commil- 
ſion to ſeize, burn, and deſtroy whatever 
lies in their Way; and ſuch is the Inhu- 
manity of thoſe blood-thirſty Savages, that 
they'll murder the very innocent Infants of 
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thoſe who cannot pay the Contribution 
Money as they have Orders to raiſe. 

Tho' the Emperor told the Alcaide, and 
thoſe whom he had reſerved as Objects of 
his Mercy, that he had no Thoughts of 
cutting their Heads off, as he had thoſe 
of the other Rebels, yet (as we have above 
obſerv'd) it was w ith one Reſerve, that 
they ſhould forthwith take care that his 
Demands ſhould be -pancneyy anſwer'd 
by their Friends at 5 ſangier; and the Em- 
peror propoſing by that At of Clemency, 
to ſqueeze a good round Sum out of each 
of. them, and finding himſelf diſappointed 
in his Expectations, he took care that the 
Alcaide, and the reſt of his Accomplices, 


 thonld not be beheaded (being very re- 
ligiouſly, obſervant, of his Word and 


Promiſe) but contrary to their Expec- 
tations, and to their no ſmall Surprize, 
they found, notwithſtanding the ſeeming 
Order which they receiv'd, "they were to 
undergo a more lingering Death, tho” not 
the fame as the other Malc-contents had 
2 before them. 

For the Emperor, ſummoning them 


once more to make their Appearance in 


his Preſence, gave immediate Orders for 
their Execution in a new Manner, but 
2 told them, ** that as he deteſt- 
8 ed the Guilt of a Lye, they ſhould not

# Whereupon he pitched upon two of the 
weakeſt Men in all his Guards, and gave 
them Orders to faſten, a Cord about each 
Mes their Necks, and to ſtrangle them -one 
after another, but to take a moderate Time 
in the Execution of their Office, which 
f they accordingly performed with all the 
Deliberation imaginable, in order to ag- 
?pravate their Pains, and gratify the inhu- 


"ow Paſſion of their VE and deſpotic 


g& Maſter. . — 1721-8 
In the Diſcharge of this their bloody 
and barbarous Office, not withſtanding 
the Number of their Victims was ſo ſmall}; 
they ſpent little leſs than two Hours, the 
| Emperor himſelf ſtanding by them all the 
Time, taking Delight, as it were, in their 
| Agonies, and triumphing over them as. 
28 Traitors to him and his Country. 227 
This barbarous Scene being concluded, , 
and the Parties having given their laſt 
7 Gaſp, the Emperor, actording to his ſavage 
3 Cuſtom, gave Orders for their Carcaſes to 
be remov'd,' and dragg'd by their Heels, 
at ſome conſiderable Diſtance from the 

1 Place 
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Place of their Execution, and there to lie 
above Ground for the two ſucceedin 
Days. On the third Day, indeed, he took 
Compaſſion on their Misfortunes, (accord- 
ing to his Idea of Clemency and Mercy) 
and gave Orders for their Interment. 


How ſhocking ſuch repeated Acts of 


Barbarity muſt of Neceſſity be to us poor 
deplorable Captives, who had ſo tran- 
tient a Knowledge of our barbarous and 
inhuman Lord and Maſter, and had ſuch 
fatal Teſtimonies of his arbitrary Proceed- 
ings within the narrow Compaſs of four- 


teen Days, we ſhall leave to ſuch Readers, 


as, by a Sort of Sympathy, partake of the 
Miſeries and Afflictions of their Fellow- 
Creatures. We appeal to ſuch likewiſe, 
if from ſuch flagrant Inſtances of Barba- 
rity as we had ocular Demonſtration of, 
were not Grounds ſufficient to terrify us, 
his unhappy Slaves, to the laſt Degree, as 
having no Shadow, or Gleam of Hope leſt 
to meet with the leaft Favour or Commit- 
{eration from ſuch a ſavage Tyrant to his 
own Subjects; for we were conſcious to 
ourſelves, that he had made mention of 
the Natives of Great-Britain in general, 
and of his Majeſty King George in parti- 
cular, in the moſt diſreſpectful Terms, as 
having very juſt Demands upon him for a 

large Sum, which, he faid, had lain long 
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new too well we were unfortunately de- 
Itain'd; and for the Non-payment whereof 
e were very ſevere Sufferers by the al- 
moſt inſupportable Hardſhips and Fatigues 

avhich we daily laboured under, through 
The ill Treatment we met with from our

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On the 29th of June we received Ad- 
vice of Mr. Petticrew's Arrival at Maqui- 
nes; whereupon we ſent him directly ſe- 
veral Letters, wherein we laid before him 
a faithful Repreſentation of the unhappy 
State and Condition which all of. us 
were 1n, and begged of him, in the moſt 
preſſing Terms we could poſſibly deviſe, 
to uſe his Intereſt on our Behalf, not 
doubting but it would be in his Power, 
when he ſhould be admitted into the Em- 
peror's Preſence, to be of ſingular Service 
to us, and eaſe ns from the ſevere Treat- 
ment of our cruel and inhuman Taſk- 
Maſters. 

This Day the Emperor ordered every 
one of us to attend, and make our Ap- 
pearance before him, whoſe Injunctions 
we accordingly obeyed. After he had 
taken a wiſhful Survey of us, he ſelected 
Sixteen of the youngeſt of our Company, 
and asked them, if they would turn 
Moors, (which they refuſed) and then he 
diſpatched them, under a proper Guard, 
directly to Fez, in order to aid and aſſiſt 
ſuch of the Moors there, who were Gun- 
Smiths by Profeſſion, in ſuch Branches of 
their Buſineſs as they found his Captives 
moſt capable of execpting to their Satis- 
faction. As to the Remainder of us, we 
were remanded back to the Caſtle, with 
riet 
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ſtrict Orders to be kept as cloſe as poſſible 
to our uſual Day-Labour.

On the 3oth of June, Mr. Petticrew had 
Admittance into the Emperor's Preſence 
and, at the ſame Time, delivered him a 
very handſome Preſent from his Majeſty _ 
King George, principally conſiſting of 
Powder and Ball, Muſquets, fine Cloth, 
ſome common Tea, and a pretty large 
Quantity of ſuper fine Tea, and ſome of the

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with ſome Teſtimonies of his Pleaſure and 
Approbation. | 

After that Ceremony was over, Mr. Pet- 
ticrew, inform'd him that his Excellency, 
William Latton, Eſq; his Britannick Ma- 
jeſty's Plenipotentiary and Conſul-General, 
was expected at Gibraltar almoſt every Day, 
where he propoſed to wait for his Majeſty's 
Directions, in regard to his landing at 
Tetuan, and taking with him ſuch 
Tokens of Friendſhip as he had brought, 
purſuant to the Commiſſion with which he 
was entruſted by his Maſter, the King of 
Great-Britain; and, after the Delivery 
thereof, to ſettle and adjuſt, if he thought 
proper, a Treaty of Peace between the 
two Crowns, on a ſolid and laſting Baſis, 

To this Remonſtrance, the Emperor 
immediately replied, I have long lived in 
Expectation of the Arrival of an Ambaſ- 
ſador from the Court of Great-Britain, but 
have not had the Pleaſure of ſeeing any 
Perſon inveſted with that CharaQer as yet; 
for which Reaſon, I would have you re- 
turn, with all the Expedition imaginable, 
and take care that ſuch Ambaſſader be con- 
ducted hither without the leaſt Delay. 

Mr. Petticrew thereupon took his Leave 
of the Emperor, without taking the leaſt 
Notice to him one Way or other of us,

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The People that were ſent by the Em- 
peror to Fez, as appears above, and lay in 
the Houſe with Mr. Pett:icrew, aſſured us, 
that the Conſul, notwithſtanding he knew 
of their being there, it was againſt his 
Inclination that he ſaw them at all, con- 
ſidering the deplorable Figure that each 
of them made; however, to teſtify. his 
unaffected Concern for their Diſtreſs, he 
admitted them into the Apartment where 
he lay; though he could give them no 
ether particular Comfort or Conſolation, 
than the Aſſurance that he expected to ſec 
the Ambaſſador at Gibraltar very thortly. 
They aſſured us likewiſe, that they could 
perceive he had ſhed ſome ſympathetic 
Tears for them, end were fully perſuaded, 
that their ragged and forlorn Condition, 
and his ſincere Sorrow for their Sufferings, 
which it was not in his Power to alleviate, 
extracted thoſe friendly Drops from him. 

The next Day, the Conſul, with his 
wretched. and tattered Retinue, ſet out 
for Fez; but as they were all of them 
bare-footed when they came to him, and 
had little leſs than forty Miles to march 
the next Day, he was ſo compaſtionate 
and tender-hearted, that he ordered each 
of them a Pair of Shoes, before they en- 


tered on their long and tedious Journey : 


And to this Act of Indulgence, he added

two Loaves, as a little Refreſhment for 
them upon the Road, and a Mule for each 
two Men to ride on, 

During Mr. Petticrew's Abſence and his 
Return to Tetuan, we poor, diſconſolate 
Wretches were ſtill kept cloſe to our Day- 
Labour, without any Tenderneſs or Indul- 
gence from our hard-hearted and ſavage 
Task-Maſters, and without any better Re- 
flection to cheer us up under that Load 
of Oppreſſion which we laboured under, 
than the pleaſing Hopes thatAdvices would 
ſoon reach us of the Ambaſſador's Arrival, 
For this we put up our moſt fervent | 
Prayers to Heaven every Moment, though 
in Silence; and, 'till he arrived, each ten- 
dious Moment moved heavily along, and 
ſeemed a Day to us, who were thus deſ- 
titute and forlorn. 

Though the Hardſhips we underwent 
were almoſt inſupportable to thoſe few of 
us who were, at that Time, in a perfect 
State of Health; yet the Sorrows of the 
much greater Part of us hourly encreaſed; 
for, to our great Mortification, we were 
molt grievouſly tormented with the Bloody 
Flux; which, gradually growing upon us, 
impaired our Strength to that Degree, 
that we could ſcarce crawl! upon the 
Ground.

Sickneſs, however, is no Plea at all for 
a Captive to be relieved from his Labour 


one ſingle Hour of the Day; for our Over- 
ſeers, had they the Inclination to pity our 


) weak Condition, durſt not, for fear of being

to connive at the leaſt Remiſſneſs in the 
Performance of our reſpective Tasks, unleſs 
'tis by the expreſs Orders of the Emperor 


: himſelf; who, though he cannot be ſen- 


ſible of the Torture we are in, very ſel- 
dom diſplays the leaſt Beam of Mercy or 
Compaſſion upon us, and no one dares to 
ſue for any Favour from his Hands. 

At length, Mr. Kilbs, our Maſter of 


the Ship, who had ſtood to his Work 'till 


Nature being worn out, and his Spirits 


quite exhauſted, dropp'd down upon 


the Ground, in the Emperor's Preſence, 


and lay for ſome conſiderable Time, like 
one abſolutely dead, or in a Trance. Not 


one of us, however, durſt ſtir from his 
Work, in order to aſſiſt him, though upon 
the Point of expiring, for fear we ſhould 


. incur the Emperor's Diſpleaſure, though 
2 our Hearts bled within us to ſee him in ſuch 
2 Agonies, without any Ability to lend him 


our Chriſtian Aid and Aſſiſtance.“ 

The Emperor, however, ſoon taking No- 
tice of his lying extended on the Ground, 
without the leaſt Signs of Motion, de- 
| manded 
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manded of one of he Overſeers the Rea- 
fon of that Captive's lying in ſo indolent and 
hzy a Poſture, and why be was not ſpurr d 
up to his Work; when he was informed of 
the Misfortune that attended him, and that 
he bad no Power to ſtand. Upon that 
Intimation, he ordered Mr, K:/bs to be 
brought before him, in order for him to 
form a right Judgment of the Caſe. Three 
Meprs thereupon inſtanly took him up, 
and carried him to the Emperor, who per- 
ceiving that there was no Impoſition in 
the Matter, and that his Captive was gaſp- 
ing for Br cath, and in the. Agonies of 
Death, gave Orders for his being conducted 
to the outer Part of the Caſtle, being the 
Place appointed for our Lodgings, after 
our uſual Hours of Labour, where we did 
all that was within our Power to con- 


tribute towards his Recovery. But as he

was let alone all the Day, (as none of us 
could procure Leave to attend him in our | 


working Hours, notwithſtanding his Life 
was in ſuch apparent Danger) he 2 
four Days ſucceſſively in the Agonies of

proper Refreſhuent and Attendance. 


The Emperor, when he heard that hie f 
was dead, indulged us ſo far, as to per- 


mit ſome of us to Lattend him to his Grave; 
and, accordingly, that very Night, be 
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was inter d with as much Deceney, as can 
reaſonably be imagin'd, by us, in our pre- 
ſent Situation. „„ 

We muſt here beg Leave of the Readet 
to indulge us ſo far, as to accept of the 
following Particulars in this Place, tho' we 
are conſcious to ourſelves, they ſhould 
have been introduced in Page 12 of the 
former Number, where we Teadily ac- 
knowledge they would have appeared with 
much greater Propriety, yet we imagine 


they ate too material to be entirely omit- 


ted. 3 
Early in the Morning, on the «th of 
January, 1745-6, as we were going to 
the Beach to take a Survey. of the fatal 
Effects of our unfortunate Wreck, we 
found the dead Body of Mr. R#ſe), our 
Surgeoh, being extended at his. full 
Length, but with his Face downwards, 
at ſome ſmall Diſtance from the Town 
Walls. That unhappy Gentleman ſwam 
a Shore, and had, reached as far as the 
Town Walls; but the Gates thereof be- 
ing ſhut, he could not poſſibly get Ad- 
mittance, nor any Thing for his Subſiſt- 
ance all that Night, and being a Man ne- 
ver uſed to any ſuch kind of Hardſhips as 
he met with in theſe Diſtreſſes, he abſo- 
lutely ſunk under the Weight of his Mif 
kortunes. * 85 


Hach 
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Fach being willing to ſee his Friend, 
we made all the ſtricteſt Search we were 
able, to find out thoſe that were miſſing of 
the whole Number, amounting to ninety- 
ſix, as before mentioned, to be drowned, 
or otherwiſe inhumanly murdred by the 
Moors. We buried, them, as well as we 
could, but not being allowed any proper 
Tools to dig a Pit deep enough for their 
fafe Interment, (notwithſtanding our ut- 
moſt Endeavours to ſecure them from any 
further Diſaſters) they were all of them 
ſoon after grubbed up out of their Graves 
by the wild Hogs that came down in the 
Night-Time, and the Dogs of the Town 
in the 'Day. Shock'd at this deplorable 

ight, and deeply concerned to ſee their 
dead Carcaſſes thus mangled and disfigured, 
we ſhewed them the laſt Teſtimony of 
our Regard for them, by collecting, with 
all the Care we poſſibly could, the Bones 
of the Deceaſed, and giving them a ſecond 
Interment. 

We ſhall now proceed to the im- 
portant Conſequences that very naturally 
attended the Maſſacre before related. 
The News of it the Reader may eaſily 
imagine, ſoon reached the Ears of the moſt 
remote Inhabitants of the Country ; and 
it is very natural to conjecture, that ſuch 
arbitrary and deſpotic Proceedings muſt 

neceſ- 
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neceſſarily create Murmuts and Diſeon- 
tents, even amongſt a Pack of Savages, who 
for the Generality are Vaſſals to their So- 
vereign's Will. 

Accordingly, Muley Muſs; Brother 
of the preſent Emperor Muley Abdallah; 
readily and chearfully embraced this fa- 
vourable Opportunity of their univerſal 

' Diſguſt and Reſentment, to ſet himſelf up 
as.a Uſyrper, and to diſpoſſeſs, if poſlible, 
his Brother of the Throne of Morocco. 
PFluſhed with this Proſp pect of Succeſs, 
he uſed his. utmoſt Anne to inſpire the 
People with an 'Abhorrence and Deteſta- 
tion of his Brother's cruel Conduct, and ti to 
animate them to a general Revolt. 

According to his Withes; the 3 Boie 
City of Tangier , commenced Malecon- 
tents, and openly eſpouſed his Intereſt, 
The Rebellion moved on more ſucceſsfully 
than he could reafonably expect; for the 

City of Laracb, having loſt ſeveral of 
their moſt ſubſtäntial Town -People, who 
2 accompanied the Alcaide of Tangier to the 
—_—_ Emperor, by ſuch an almoſt.unprecedent- 
ed Act of Tyranny, with Pieaſure join'd 
the Mutineers of Tangier ; and it was una- 
nimouſly agreed on, at all Adventures, to 
eſtabliſh Muley Muftudy on his Brother's 

Throne. The Inhabitants likewiſe of Ar- 

#elab, a conſiderable Sea- Port Town; that 

Fes ru. III. FF lies 
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lies between Tangier and Larach, gave 
readily into their Meaſures, and join'd the 
Malecontents; and after them, the Inha- 
bitants of Saffaah, another Sea-Port Town 
that lies Southward of Larach. The Re- 
bellion thus ſpreading apace, and every 
Member highly reſenting the Murder of 
fuch a Number of their innocent Coun- 
trymen in cool Blood, only to gratify the 
capricious Humour of a ſavage Tyrant, 
the Intereſt of Muley Abdallah daily de- 
creaſed; and Numbers, on the other Hand, 
flocked in to Muley Muſtudy, and gave him 
the moſt ſanguine Aſſurances of meeting 
with Succeſs. | 
In order therefore to accompliſh ſo im- 
portant a Scheme, and carry it into actual 
Execution, they applied themſelves, with 
all the Zeal and Warmth that Muley Muj- 
tudy could poſſibly defire to old Fez, and 
implored his Aid and Aſſiſtance in their 
Endeavours to dethrone ſuch a blood-thirſty 
Emperor, as Muley Abdallah had demon- 
ſtrated himſelf to be, and to ſubſtitute one 
in his Room, whom they had unanimouſly 
pitched upon for their future Sovereign, as 
being ſenſible he would never rule over 
them with ſuch a Rod of Iron ; but One, 
under whoſe Government they bad all the 
Juſt Grounds in the World to imagine, that 
they ſhould enjoy their Lives and Liberties, 
| without

without the leaſt Apprehenfions of any fu- 
ture Maſſacres, or any other unjuſtifiable 
Ways and Meaſures of Tyranny and Op- 
preſſion. 

Whereupon old Fez, taking their warm 
Remonſtrances into his ſerious Conſidera- 
tion, and reflecting with Reſentment, as 
well as Diſdain, on the arbitrary and ty- 


rannical Proceedings of the faid Muley Ab- 


dallab, whereby he had fo juſtly for feited 
the Love and Affection of his Subjects, 
ſent a ſufficient Number of Deputies to the 
Beneceens, or Farmers, in order to lay be- 
fore them the true State of the Rebellion, 
which was now commenced againſt Muley 
Abdallah, and ſound their Inclinations, in 
Regard to an Affair of ſuch high Impor- 
tance; and to deſire of them to communi- 
cate their Thoughts freely, whether they 
were under the leaſt Uneaſineſs, through 
any immoderate Taxes, or Impoſitions of 
any other Nature whatſoever, unjuſtly and 
unmercifully laid upon them by their pre- 
{ent Sovereign, whom they now ſerved ; 
and if they were, whether they were in- 
clinable to ſeek for a Remedy and Redreſs 
of the Grievances and Hardſhips that they 
Iabour'd under; and to communicate to 
them, if they found their Pulſes beat to- 
wards an Inſurrection, that their Maſter, 
old Fez, would aid and aſſiſt them, as far

as he was able, in their joint Endeavourg 
to eſtabliſh Muley Muftudy on the Throne, 
and pull down the Tyrant Abdallah. 
Theſe Propoſals were approved of by the 
Beneceens, and they joined them at once 
without the leaſt Heſitation; and what was 
more than could reaſonably be expected, 
they were 16 ripe for a Rebellion, that they 
uſed their utmoſt Tntereſt and Endeavours 
to bring oyer the Inhabitants;of Maquinez 
to eſpouſe the Cauſe of Mulcy Muſtudy ; 
but they were too ſtrongly 0 d to the 
Government of Muley Abdallab, for any 
Arguments or Perſuaſions, how plauſible 
ſoever, to have the leaſt Influence or Effect 
upon them. They were too loyal to be 
biafs'd, tho they acknowledged the Maſ- 
facre, which we s urged againſt him, to be 
too raſh an Action, and ſuch a Diſplay of 
his Power as in Reality they could not ap- 

OV Ok. 

Tho' this abſolute Refuſal proved, in 
ſome Meaſure, a Mortification to them, yet 
it did not al together deter them from any 
iarther Proſecution of their! important Un- 
HertaKing ; for they made their Applica- 
tions di. ectly, upon this Miſcarriage, to 
the Natives of Hiuniab, another popu- 
!ous Part of the Country, who, though 
ihey were Wavering, and fon newhat in 
(linable 10 e :ip0utc their Capſc, had not 

. | Cop 
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Courage and Reſolution enough to em- 
bark in their Plot, or favour the intended 
Uſurpation, as they dreaded the Conſe- 
quences, in Caſe of Failure, and gs they 
were conſcious to themſelves of the ſevere 
Hardſhips which they had ſuffer'd ſome 
Years before on a like intended Revolution, 
Not diſhearten'd even at this ſecond Re- 
pulſe, they made another yigorous Puſh, 
and ſounded the Tempers and Conſtitutions 
of the Inhabitants of Sallee, Here, how- 
ever, they met with all the Succeſs they 
could reaſonably wiſh for. Theſe join'd 
the Beneceens with the utmoſt Chearfulneſs 
and Alacrity, openly exclaim'd againſt Deſ- 
potiſm and arbitrary Power, and promiſed 
to maintain and ſupport the Intereſt of 
Muley Muſtudy with their Lives. 
Fluſh'd jyith ſuch unexpected Succeſs, 
and being conſcious that they were able of 
themſelves, excluſive of theſe new auxili- 
ary Forces, to raiſe: 18 or 20,000 Men, 
they unanimouſly determined to try the 
Event, and give Battle to Mulcy dedallab, 
The Emperor, as the Reader may caſily 
imagine, had ſoon' Notice from the Recu- 
ſants, that js.ta ſay, the loyal Part of his 
Subjects, of their intended March, and Re- 
on it poſſible to dethrone him. Where- 
upon he inſtantly removed from 7 3 
Caſtle, and gave Ordets for bringing Us 
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is Captives to the other Caſtle, that lay 
near to the Place where he was encamp'd. 
There one Part of us were employ'd in aſ- 
fiſting their Maſons; and others, in levellin 
ſuch Rock-ſtones as raiſed their Heads high 
above the Ground, and obſtructed his free 
Paftage from the Caſtle to his Mehullo, that 
is to fay, his Camp. 

As he fat ſeveral Houts every Day for 
ſome Continuance, to be an Eye-witneſs 
of the Progreſs of our Work, 'tis impoſſible 
for the Reader to entertain any adequate 
Idea of the Toils and Fatigues we were 
obliged to undergo ; nor is it in the Power 
of Words to expreſs our Hardſhips ; for 
after ſuch Rocks were thus levell'd to his 
Satisfaction, all the Pieces, that were hewn 
aſunder, were ordered to be conveyed to 
one Corner of the Caſtle, As Work like 
this was much fitter for Horſes than hu- 
man Creatures, tis very eaſy to ſuppoſe, 
that the few Rags we had to cover us were 
foon torn off from our Backs; fo that, in 
ſhort, we were obliged to work in Buff, as 
low as our Waiſts. 

This Revolt of the Emperor's Subjects 
being in the latter End of Fuly, the very 
hotteſt Time in all the Year, and the State 
of his Affairs being in ſuch a precarious 
Situation, we were forced to do double 
Duty, by which Means our Skins were fo 
bliſter'd 
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bliſter'd, Day after Day, by the exceſſive 
Heat of the Sun, that in Proceſs of Time; 
we became ſo much inur'd to it, that our 
Hides were all perfectly tann'd ; and had 
it been poſſible for our moſt intimate Ac- 
quaintance to have ſeen us, they would 
never have known us, but took us rather fox 
Negroe Slaves than European Captives, 

The Malecontents, having, by about 
the Middle of Auguſt, aſſembled together 
a numerous, and very powerful Army, 
commenced their March towards Byfco- 
ran, and on the 2oth of the ſame Month, 
pitched their Tents within two Miles of 
the Emperor's Camp, and on the Zoth 
began to block up the Road between Ma- 
quinez and the faid Camp, Whereupon 
Muley Abdallah was indiſpenſably obliged 
to order his Black Army, which was likes 
wiſe equally numerous, to march up to 
them, and give them Battle at all Ad- 
ventures. 

Accordingly, on the 2d of September fol- 


lowing, an Engagement was entered into, 


and the Battle, which was purſu'd with 
Vigour on both Sides, continued very pre- 
carious for three Days ſucceſſively; but at 
length Muley Muſtudy's Party obliged the 
Blacks to retreat in the utmoſt Conſuſion 
and Diſorder, to the Caſtle, netwithſtand- 
ing the Emperor Abdallab bad ufd his 
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drxen, with his Baggage, and all his Chri-

utmoſt Endeavours to inſpirè them with 
Courage, by his perſonal Preſence, and 
intrepid Example. 

On the 4th in the Dead of Night, they 
ſet Fire to the Emperor's Camp, and de- 
ſtroyed every Thing they were poſſeſſed of 
there, that could any Ways enable them 
to make any future Oppoſition; for they 
ſecured their whole Magazine of Powder, ] 
which they had treaſured up together in 
one particular Tent. | 
All Night we were obliged to keep cloſe 
within the Caſtle, Early in the W | 
of the next Day, after all the Forces we | 
had were muſtered up together, the Em- | 
peror marched out of the Caſtle, and 
planted one Part of his Black Army on the 
Right, another on the Left, and his Body- 
Gaards in the Center. Thebs Fortes, thus 
regularly ranged, the Women and Chil-

tian Slaves and Converts, were ordeted in 


we mov'd forwards for Maquinez ; but as 
the Rebels had planted themſelves on each 
Side the Road to obſtruct our Paſſage, we 
had Encounters upon Encounters all the 
Way, and great Numbers were, ſlain and 
wounded on both Sides. 

Having reached at laſt within a Mile of 
Maguines, we eſpied about two — 
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of the Inhabitants of that Place coming 

towards us, juſt -as we were crofling a 
River, whom at a Diſtance we took for a 

Party of Rebels; but, upon their nearer 
Approach, we found, chat the Butt-Ends 
of Fark Muskets were extended towards 
us, in order to intimate to us, that they 
were Friends, and were come out to our 


Aid and Aſſiſtance. 


At the Sight of theſe iy n 
who were all freſh Men, and no Ways fa- 
tigu'd, our Army gave a general Shout 
for Joy. Theſe harraſs'd the Rebels to 
that Degree, that about Eight o Clock at 
Night, the Emperor Abdallah artived: ſafe 
in Maqguineæ, as likewiſe his Baggage, Wo- 
men, Children, and Chriſtian Attendants. 

All the Army were ordered to tarry 
without the Town Walls, the Body<Guards 
only excepted. 

Notwithſtanding we were ſufficiently . 
fatigued, through our long. and tedious 
March, we were not indulg'd in one Mo- 
ment's Time to reſt or refreſh ourſelves, 
bat were employ'd either in unloading the 
Emperor's Baggage, or in removing vaſt - 
Loads of Iron from one Place to another, 

till Twelve o Clock at Night. ? 

As to the Black Army, they had theic 

arters within the Walls of the Town x: 


but the Rebels, or Malecontents, kept at a 
I ſmall 
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ſmall Diſtance from them, plundering and 
deſtroying all that fell in their Way, till 
ſuch Time as the Blacks had an Oppor- 
tunity of recovering themſelves, and muſ- 
tering their Body of Men in Battle- 
Array. 5 
As ſoon as they i imagin d they bad Force 
ſufficient, they marched out in the heſt 
Form they were able, with a full Reſolu- 
tion to chaſtiſe, if poſſible, the Inſolence 
of the Rebels, and to engage them either 
in a Body, or in Parties, wherever they.: 
ſhould meet them. Fe 
In Conſequence of this their Act of Ley- 
alty to their Sovereign Muley Abdallab, 
they had daily Skirmiſhes with one De- 
tachment or another of the Malecontents, 
for near a Month ſucceſſively; and, in 
which Time there were great Numbers 
cut off on both Sides. Theſe caſual En- 
gagements, however, were always entered 
into at ſo ſmall a Diſtance from the Town, 
that we, who were all along kept within 
the Walls, could hear the Report of their 
Muſquets: Which was an artful Scheme 
or Contrivance enough of the Blacks, as 
baving always Shelter and Protection at 
Hand to fly to, in Caſe they found the. 
Enemy an Over-match for them. They 
maintained, however, the Field all the 
Day. - Time z but made the Town the 
*. ; Place 
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Place of their Rendezvous in the Evening 3 
and it was caſtomary for ſeveral Detach- 
ments of them to march in, before it was 
datk,. like our City Militia or Trained- 
bands here at London, after their reſpective 
Companies have been exerciſing in the 
Artillery-Ground, and making their Teveral 
Military Evolutions there; each one firing 


bis Piece, as his Fancy led him during 


their Froceſſion; ; and, at the fame' Time, 


ſwaggering and boaſting, in an imperious 


Manner, of the petty Conqueſts they had 


made over 'the Enemy wherever they at- 


tacked them, and exulting likewiſe, like 
our Party Mobs, in London, with loud 
Vociferations, Long live Muley Abdallah! 
May our Prophet Mahomet enable us to cut 
off tbe Heads of all ſuch as dare to eſpouſe the 


Intereſt of that Ujurper Muley Moſtudy ! 
with - ſeveral other Acclamations to the 


like Effect, as publick Demonſtrations of 
their intrepid Courage, and inviolable At- 
tachment to their Sovereign: Muley Abdal- 
lah. 

Though they ins Home, "almoſt 
every Night, in this triumphant Manner; 
and, 'tis poſſible, they might ſometimes 
prove an Over- match for the Rebel-Parties, 
who had no Places of Sanctuary to fly to 


occafionally as the Blacks had; yet the 


F dient of Muley MY A were no. aysdif- 
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 heartened, but recollecting what ſignal Suc- 


ceſs they had met with at Bufcoran, rallied 
their Forces, and called a Council of War; 
where, upon mature Deliberation, they una- 
nimouſly agreed to make a fecond At- 
tempt to draw the Blacks to a much greater 
Diſtance from the Town, that by ſuch a 
Stratagem they might be able to — Bo 
them, and prevent their flying for Refuge 
to their uſpal Sanctuary. I they could 
but accompliſh ſo defirable an Bd, they 
imagined the Blacks.would be intimidated, 

and that the Scale of Victory would turn 
to their own Side. 

Whereupon, in orger to carry- this well- 
concerted Scheme into Execution, they 
removed their Camp one Night to ſuch a 
remote Diſtance, that the Blacks, thou gh 
they were out upon the Scent all the next 
Day, could diſcover none of their-Game. 
Early in the enſuing Moraing, however, 
News was brought the Blacks, that the 
Rebels had met, in their March, with a

and agreed, that, in Caſe the Emperor 
Abdallah ſhould approve of ſuch their Re- 
ſolution, they would march after them, 
and prevent them from committing the 
like Ads of Hoſtility for the future. 
Audallab, tranſported at this publick 
Manifeſtation of the Intrepidity and invio- 
lable Attachment of his Blacks, not only 


gave them his Aſſent to proſecute their 


Reſolutions, but in order to encourage 
them in the Attempt, and to animate 
them to 2 vigorous Engagement, in Caſe 
they could poſſibly overtake them, he de- 
livered one of his own riding - Horſes to 
each of the Alcaides, or principal Officers: 
Which was. fuch a public Teſtimony of 
bis Bounty and Benevolence, - that they 
had never been made Partakers of befare, 


and of which, by Conſequence, they were 
not a little proud; and, to this Mark 


of his Indulgence, he added, moreover, 
to each of them, a Veſtment, taken out 
of his deceaſed Father's Wardrobe, which 
was a greater Honour, and Mark of Di- 
ſtinction conferfed upon them, than he 
had ever beſtowed on any of his moſt pe- 
culiar Favourites ſince his Acceſſion to the 
Throne. For every Veſtment belonging 
to his Father, the Reader muſt know, 
was looked upon as a facred Relick, and 
the old Emperor himſelf, though as a o-

The Alcaides wing thus furniſh! d with 
the Emperor's own Horſes, in order to ruſh 
into the Field of Battle, which are all 
look d upon as “ ſacred Beaſts ; and being 
cloath'd in the Veſtments of a deceaſed 
Saint, that is to ſay, of their Emperor's late 


Father, no one will wonder at their being 


greatly elated. on their receiving ſuch un- 
uſual Favours, and promiſing, with all the 
Ardency and Zeal imaginable, to uſe their 
utmoſt Endeavours to anſwer their Sultan's; 
warmeſt Expectations; neither can we. 
think that the common Soldiers were leſs 
animated, and leſs zealous in the common 
Cauſe, upon the Aſſurances made them as 
befarementioned ; ſince Money and Cloaths 
were Commodities to which all, or the 
oreateſt Part of them at leaſt, were entire _ 
Strangres. 

Fluſh'd with theſe great Nomi. on 
the fourth Day they marched .gut. of the

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to any Horſe that the Emperor has ever thought TY 
per to ride on, that if any Criminal, be his ault 
what it will, can be ſo fortunate as to faſten on the 
Main or Tail of ſuch Horſe, he is ſure of receiving 
his Pard on, before he quit his Hold.

that they would make minced Meat of 
every one, who RY to appear in 
Arnis againſt their Sallan.

Blain, they halted ; and ing ranged in 


the beſt Order their Alcaides could ſet” 


them, the Emperor himfelf went forth to 
review them; where he tarried amongſt 
them for the Space of thirty or forty Mi- 
nutes; and when he thought proper to re- 
turn, upon his Departure, they gave a ge- 
neral Shout, Long live Muley Abdallah, 
down with the Rebels, &c. And as they 
march'd forwards, they fir'd their Muſkets, 
play'd a thouſand merry Pranks, and were 
allin as high Spirits, as if they had actually 
been in the Fic of Battle, and had gain d 
a complete Victory over the Enemies of 
Muley Abdallah. 

When the Emperor was return'd to his 
Palace at Mayuinez, we poor Captives were 
drawn up Rank and File, in order to our 
being the more properly ſituated to pay dor 
Homage to him as he paſſed by us. 

Upon his near Approach, he ſtopt ſhort, 
and took a Survey of us. In a few Minute 
after, he aſked our Overſeer, what Place 
was ſet apart for our Lodging; who, point 
ing to à Wall at ſome mal Diſtance, told 
him that was the Spot which had been 
pitcidᷣd 
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pitch'd upon for that Purpoſe. The Empe- 
ror, however, caſting his Eyes all over his 
Garden, eſpy'd a large Arch belonging to 
one of the Walls of his Palace, and directed 
that we ſhould be quarter'd there, as being 
a Place by far more commodious than the 
other, | 

We thought ourſelves highly obliged to 
him for taking us at all into his Confidera- 
tion, and indulging us with ſo convenient 


an Apartment; for there we lay under 


Cover, and were not expoſed, as we were 
before, to the cold Dews that nightly de- 
ſcended upon us. 

We muſt here allow, that this caſual In- 
ſurrection of the Emperor's Subjects againſt 
him was of ſingular Service to us; for we 
had thereupon the Pleaſure of a few Days 
Reſt from the Toils and Fatigues which 
we had all along underwent at Bufcoran ; 
and had not we happily been drove from 
thoſe Quarters, we had all of us inevitably 
periſh'd under the inſupportable Taſks that 
were daily impoſed on us during our En- 
campment at that Place. 3 

Being thus poſſeſſed of an Arch that was 


o commodious, we began to congratilate 


each other on the ſudden Amendment of 
our way ward. Fortune, and thought our- 
ſelves more happily ſituated than we had 
ever been before ſince we had the leaſt 
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Knowledge of the Country ; for notwith- 
ſtanding the Front of the Arch, indeed, 
was open, yet we lay perfectly dry, and no 
Rains or Dew's, as we obſerved before, could 
poſſibly moleſt us. 

Our Pleaſure, however, began too ſoon to 
be interrupted ; for the Moors, grudging us 
ſo comfortable an Apartment, were ſo cruel 
and inhuman, as to inſult us in the Night- 
Time, by throwing Stones, or Clods of 
Earth into our Lodging, when we could 
not ſee from whom the Injury was received. 


Tho' this was Paſtime to them, yet it pro- 


ved an inſufferable Grievance to us; for we 
ſtood in manifeſt Danger of having our 
Brains beat out by thoſe ſecret Abuſes. How- 
ever, as we knew not whom to apply to for 
Redreſs, we were obliged to take the beſt 
Meaſures we could to ſcreen ourſelves from 
the Spleen and Malice of thoſe implacable 
Savages. As therefore there grew, luckily 
for us, ſeyeral Hedges of Cane within the 
Walls of the Palace, which were uſed there 
as Aquaducts, we gatner'd a large Quan- 


tity of them, and therewith made ourſelves 


fuch a Fence to our Front, that at laſt we 
fat at Eaſe, being tolerably well ſecured 
from being any Ways hurt by ſuch mali- 
cious and il|-natur'd Attempts. | 
In the happy Situation which we were 
now in, and having no Tafk impoſed upon 
us 
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us for ſome conſiderable Time, ſome of us, 
that were in Health, embraced the Oppor- 
tunity of mending what few Rags we had 
to cover our Nakedneſs; and others of us, 
that were fick and weak, had the Oppor- 
tunity of recovering their Strength that had 
been impaired by exceſſive Labour; eſpe- 
cially, fince our Allowance here was 
larger than it was at the Camp before 
Bufcoran, being now Two-pence per Day 
each Man, We were permitted here to 
go into the Town, whenever we pleaſed in 
the Day-Time, and lay what little we had 
out to the beſt Advantage ; and notwith- 
ſtanding, it is true, that the Inhabitants 
and Natives of the Town are too apt to 
impoſe upon Strangers ; yet as we began to 
be acquainted with their mercenary Mea- 
{ures of Proceeding, and alſo to have 
ſuch a Smattering of their Language a- 
mongſt us, that one or the other of us for 
the Generality could comprehend the Drift 
of their Diſcourſe, they could not very 
eaſily impoſe on us, or take us at any Diſ- 
advantage; fo that it may be ſaid, we liv'd 
more like Chriſtians in this our Situation 
at Maquinex, than we had done before 
ſince our unhappy Arrival in the City of 
Tanger.

As to the Heads, they were immedi- 
ately nailed up by the Ears, in various 
Parts of the Town, and expoſed to public 
View. 

At laſt their whole Body was drawn up 
in a Line, at a ſmall Diſtance from the 
Palace, where each of them charged his 
Muſket; and, when they were all duly 
prepared, they fired one after the other, 
(according to the Cuſtom of the Coun- 
try) beginning from the Right, and ſo 
proceeding on till they had all diſcharged; 
and this Method was obſerved three Times 
ſucceſſively, without Intermiſſion. 

This Ceremony, before the Palace-Walls, 
took up the Space of near an Hour and an 
Half; after which they diſperſed gradually, 
ſome to one Part of the Town, and ſome 
to the other; each of them firing his Gun 
at the Place where he was to quarter, con- 
cluding with an Huzzah, and repeating 
the following Words in a triumphant Man- 
ner, Down with the Rebels: Long live our 
Great Sovereign Muley Abdallah! 

We ſhall now return to the Account of 
ourſelves,— E 

As the Emperor had thought proper t6 
let us live for ſuch a conſiderable Time 
in a State of Inactivity, we naturally ima- 
Simca, 
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ined, that ſomething very extraordinary 
muſt have occurred, that we ſhould meet 
with ſuch an unexpected Share of Indul- 
ence. We imagined, in ſhort, that pri- 
vate Intelligence had been given to the 
Emperor of his Britaunic Majeſty's Am- 
baſſador's Arrival at Gibraltar; and we 
fattered ourſelves with the Hopes that our 

| Toils and Fatigues were all over, that he 
% had no more Work for us to do, and that 

our happy Deliverance from Slavery was 
near at Hand. 

Though theſe Reflections put us into 
high Spirits; yet we found it was all a 
deluſive Dream, nothing but the Effects 
of our own warm Imaginations without 
the leaſt Grounds to ſupport fo pleaſing a 
Proſpect. 

In the Midſt of this Reveric, we were 
all ſent for in haſte to appear before the 
Emperor, who, upon our immediate At- 
tendance on his Summons, ordered us to 
remove a large Pile of Wood that ſtood 
in his Way, to a more commodious Place, 
at about a Quarter of a Mile's Diſtance. 
In this Operation we were employed for 
two Days ; but notwithſtanding our ut- 
moſt Endcavours to clear it in that Time, 
it was impoſſible to be done, without the 
Help of more Hands.

When the Emperor found that a great 
Part of the Wood was ſtill remaining on 
the Spot, where it firſt ſtood, he ſeemed 
highly diſguſted, and ordered near a hun- 
dred of his own Foot-Guards to aid and 
aſſiſt us. And here he began to ſhew his 
arbitrary and deſpotic Power over his own 
Subjects once more. 

When he was e to have his 
Work done, he would not truſt to Over- 
ſeers, but would ſtand for ſeveral Hours 
together, to ſee what Progreſs was made. 

Amongſt the reſt of our Aſſiſtants, 
there were two poor, old, worn-out 
Wretches, that were ſcarce able to crawl 
along, and who, after two or three Turns, 
determined to deſiſt from their Labours, 
and truſt to the Emperor's Clemency and 
Good-nature to take their Infirmities into 
his Conſideration, 

Accordingly they declined their Wark, 
and the Emperor took Notice of it, with 
ſome ſeeming Reſentment : Whereupon 
they, trembling and ſhnddering, told him, 
that they were not only old, but too in- 
firm to go through ſo laborious a Task; ; 
and that they would have been as ready as 
the reſt to ſerve him, but they found their 
Strength tail'd them; and they humbly 
hop d, that as they had faithiully ſerved

eighteen Vears ſucceſſively, and himſelf, to 
the utmoſt of their Power, ever ſince * 
great Predeceſſor's Deceaſe, he would gra- 
ciouſly be pleaſed to take Pity of their Pe- 
cay of Nature, and to provide for them, in 
ſuch Manner as he thought proper, for the 
ſhort Remainder of their Days, in Conſi- 
deration that their Lives had been entirely 
devoted to the Intereſt of his good Father 
and himſelf. 

Upon this Remonſtrance of his two old 
Servants, aud loyal Subjects, he made An- 
fwer, that he plainly perceived that they 
were paſt their Labour; and that as ſuch, 


he thought it his Duty to provide for them 
for the future, and that he ſhould never 
expect any farther Services from them; 
whereupon (like a very pitiful and com- 


paſſionate Monarch) he immediately gave 


Orders to two of his Guards to caſe them 
from all their Cares at once, by ſhooting '! 


them through the Head. 

His Orders were inſtantly obey'd accord- 
ingly. Now, ſaid he, like an indulgent 
Parent of his Subjects, I bave taken ſuffici- 
ent Care, in Return of your paſt Services, that 


you ſhould not linger out your Days in . iſery; J 


your Sorrows in this Life are now at an End. 


And then, as a farther Teſtimony of his 


Royal Bounty and Benevolence towards 
them, he gave Orders to one of his Officers 
be 
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Officers, to ſee that they were buried with 


Decency and Reſpect. 
In 4 ſhort Lime after this ſignal Act of 


Clemency, we, by the Help of our new 


Partners, compleated the toilſome Job 
we were ſet about; and, after that, were 
remanded back to our uſual Place of A- 
bode, where we had Time to refreth our- 
ſelves once more; and, it muſt be ac- 
knowledged, that we never underwent 
any Degree of Hardſhip afterwards, du- 
ring our Stay at Maquinez, which was in 
the whole about fix Weeks. It is true, 
we were not kept wholly in a State of In- 
dolence and Eaſe; every Day there was 
ſome Tritle or another that was requiſite 
to be done, which fix or feven of us were 
able to accompith ; ſo that as the Work 
that was to be done, was equally divided 


between us, ſome one Day, and ſome ano- 


ther, we had no Room to murmur or 


complain. 


During this Time of cur Reſt and Re- 
pole, it happened, that the Emperor had 
employed fome of his Meers to remove a 
great Quantity of large Oil-Jars from the 
Place where they then ſtood to a Store- 
Houſe at foine Diſtance, which was en- 
tirely ſet apart for that particular Com- 
modity : But having been remiſs in their 
Obedience to that Command, and fearing 
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leſt the Emperor ſhould appear Abroad a- 
gain before the Work he had appointed 
mould be compleated, in order to have 
it diſpatched with the greater Expedition, 
and in Hopes to conceal their Neglect, 
they applied to our Overleer tor ſome of 
our Hands to aſſiſt them. Though this 
Requeſt was complied with, and fix of 
us were employ'd in removing the Jars 
aforeſaid, as fait as poſlible, yet the Empe- 
ror came out of his Apartment, mounted 
his Horſe, and rode towards us before our 
Work was finiſhed. 

pon his Approach, we all, according 
to Cuitom, cry'd out, with an audible 
Voice, Long live Muley Abdallah, our good 
Maſter, and then fell proſtrate before him, 
and kiſs'd the Ground. After that, we 
ranged ourſelves, all in a Row, before 
him, to receive from him an Order for 
our Departure, 

The Emperor, perceiving that ſome of 
his Captives had been atitting his Moors 
in the Removal ol his. Oil-Jars, ſent a 
Meſſenger immediately for our Overſeer, 


who inſtantly attending, he aſked him, 


with a Frown, the Reaton why the Chri- 
ſtiaus were tet upon that Work, and who 
gave him Orders for that Purpoſe ? Our 
Overſcer, conicious of his Error, and trem— 


bling 
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bling at being thus unexpecediv diico- 
ured, fell öroltrate in a Moment at the 
Emperor's Feet; and, in the moſt ſubmu- 
five Terms imaginable, implored his Par- 
don, The Emperor, however, regardlets 
of all his Excuſes, and to convince him, 
that no one ſhould preſume to ſet a Chri- 


ftian to Work, without his ſpecial Com- 


mands, gave Orders for a Pair of Iron Fet- 
ters to be ſent for; and, in the mean 
Time, directed four of his Guards, to ex- 
tend him at his full Length, and baſti- 
nado him till they were brought : Where- 
upon the poor Fellow was be-!aboured 
worſe than a Stock-Fiſh; and, had not 
the Fetters been ſoon produc' d, we ima- 
gined that it was morally impottible for 
him to ſurvive ſo Gas a Puniſhment. 
Upon their being laid at the Emperor's 
Feet, the Execntioners ceaſed from their 
Labour, and were ordered directly to faſten 


the heavy Chains about the Delinquent's 


Legs. No ſooner was this additional Pu- 
niſhment inflicted, but another inſtantly 
enſued; for the Emperor ordered one of 
his Anendema to furniſh him with an Im- 
plement, much like that which our Gar- 
deners here make Uſe of to hoe up their 
Weeds, and then ſent him, fettered as he 
was, to making of Mortar. 
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This Work, to which he had never 
before been accuſtomed, he was obliged 
to follow cloſe for fourteen Days ſucceſ- 
five.y without Intermiſſion, to teach him 
for the future never to ſet a Chriſtian to 
work inſtead of a Moor, till he had firſt re- 
ceived abſolute Commiſſion from his Lord 
and Maſter, 

This Puniſhment, ſevere as it was, the 
poor Devil was forced to comply with, 
and think himſelf happy, that he eſcaped 
with his Life, after a Tranſgreſſion of ſo 
heinous a Nature ; and, to confeſs the 


Truth, we were pleaſed in our Minds, 


though we durſt not own it, that our 
Taſk- Maſter himſelf felt the Effects of ar- 
bitrary Power, as well as we had done 
from him.

trembled at the Conſequences of our com-

Saint than his Horſe, and therefore would not ſufler. tht 
Captain to eſcape his Tyranny, 


contrary darted his Lance thro' his Body 
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ner of Mercy or Compaſſion ; but on the 


no leſs than thirteen Times ſucceſſively, 
with the utmoſt Scorn and Indignation. 

When he had thus ſacrificed his Subject 
for ſo enormous a Crime, as he called it, 

he order'd his dead Body to be dragged pub- 
lickly to the Market-place, there to be ex- 
poſed to publick View for four Days toge- 
ther, as an odious Example of Cowardice, 
and Diſloyalty to his Maſter ; and after that 
Term was expired, to be dragg'd in the ſame 
contemptible Manner without the Town- 
walls, where he was order'd to lie unburied, 
till the Birds of the Air, or the Beaſts of 
the Field, ſhould have torn every Morſel 
of the F leſh from off his Bones. 

The Captain had a Jacket on his Back, 
when he thus fell a Victim to the Tyrant's 
Rage and Reſentment, which a Spaniſi 
Captive purchaſed afterwards; and as it 
had thirteen ſeveral Holes through the Bo- 
dy of it, he would never ſuffer them to be 
mended, as a Memorandum of the inhu- 
man Action, 

On the 24th of October, about Sun-ſet. 
oar Overſecr informed us, that we muſt 
make the proper Preparations for a Marci 
to Fez the next Morning ; for the Emperor 
had iſſued out Orders for the Alcaides, or 
Governors of the Blacks, to be ready be- 


times 
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times in the Morning, with their Atten- 
dants, without the Palace-Walls. 

There was no great Difficulty (God 
knows) in our making the neceſſary Pre- 
parations for the intended March ; for in 
Regard to our Apparel, we had no other 
Cloaths to pack up than thoſe on our 
Backs; and as) to what little Subſiſtence 
we had to ſupport us on the Road, it was 
nothing more than a ſmall Loaf, which | 
we looked upon as no Manner of Bur- 
den. 7 

Early in the Morning on the 25th we | 
were removed in a Hurry from our Arch, 
the laſt and moſt commodious Habitation Þ 
we were ever poſſeſſed of, and where we 
lived, as it were, in a State of Indolence and Þ 
Eaſe z from whence we had not marched Þ 
above Half a Mile, but we were ordered 
to halt, till the Emperor ſhould think pro- 

er to overtake us. 

About Eight o'Clock he ſet out, a Train 
of his Ladies belonging to the Seraglio, the ll 
Eunuchs their Attendants, and his Baggage dio 


moving forwards in the Van. the 
As theſe Ladies paſt by us and the Blacks Hall 
at a ſmall Diſtance, each of us wheel'd a- F 7 


bout with our Faces another Way, till they ¶ ſuc] 
were gone; for tis not allowable for any) 
Per ſon whatſoever to look at a Lady be- 


'onging to the Emperor's Retinue, After the 
Ladies 


1 

Ladies and Eunuchs, which only are their 
Attendants, had proceeded about Half a 
Mile, the Baggage began to move next; 
after them we, the Chriſtian Captives on 
Foot, advanced forwards, and one Part of 
the Emperor's Army, conſiſting of about 
2000 Men, all mounted on Mules, follow'd 
us ; next to them went the Emperor him- 
ſelf on one of his beſt Horſes, with his 
proper Attendants, at a ſmall Diſtance 
from him. Atter them marched the Re- 
mainder of the Black Army; and after 
them about 2000 of the Natives and In- 
habitants of Maguzinez, in order to ſhew 


their Loyalty and Veneration for the Em-. 


peror, and to cloſe the Proceſſion. 

About Eleven o' Clock it began to rain 
very hard, whereupon the Emperor gave 
Orders for his Van-guard, that is to ſay, his 
Ladies and Eunuchs, to mend their Pace, 
ſo that the whole Body might move faſter. 

This new Order proved very incommo- 
dious for us, who were obliged to walk all 
the Way ; eſpecially as the Rain continued 
all the Day long without ceaſing, 

The Reader may eaſily imagine, that as 
ſuch a Number of Horſemen went before 
us, and ſuch a large Quantity of Rain ha 
tell during our March, that the Road muſt 
inevitably, by that Means, be exceedingly 
bad for us to travel ; bat we were forced to 
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trot through it, at all Adventures, tho' the 
Way was fo Slippery that we could ſcarce 
drag one Foot after another; for the Bam- 
bouches, or Shoes of this Country, when they 
are once wet through, will twiſt round a- 
bout one's Feet; ſo that it was very little bet- 
ter than walkng without any Shoes at ali. 
As this March from Maguinez to In, 
which we thus ſet out upon, was very little 
leſs than five and thirty Miles, and as the | 
Weather was fo prodigious wet, that the 
very Males themſelves were perfectly jaded, 
and their Riders had enough to do to drive 
J them forwards, how deplorable muſt be 
I. our Caſe! What Toils and Fatigues muſt 
we poor Captives undergo in general! But | 
we will Icare the Reader to judge of the 
:nore melancholy Caſe of five of our poor 
Comrades in particular, who were, at this 
—— juncture, very ſick and weak, 
and by Conſequence ſcarce able. to crawl 
along ; and what was {till more unhappy 
for them, we durſt not, were we inclin'd, | 
out of Pity and Compatiion to our Bre- 
thren in Affliction, to lay behind, in order | 
to aid and afliſt them: : As it was, even we | 
that had our Health and Strength could 
Farce bear up under the Burden of the great 
Fatigue of the March. 
About Sun-fet we had reach'd. within 
even Mics of Fez, at which Time the 
— Empere” 
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Emperor paſs'd by us, in order to react: 
the Town, if it was pollible, before it 
was quite, dark, As he moved forwards, 
he took Notice of the Hardihips we la- 
bour'd under; and inſtead of ordering us 
to be hurried by our Overſeers, he ſeemed 
to pity our hard Caſe, and was pleaſed to 
call us good Men, and to comfort us, point- 
ing forwards, thereby intimating that the 
Town was before us, and that it would not 
be long before our Fatigue would be over. 
And as a farther Teſtimony of his Concern 
{or us, he gave Orders to a Detachment of 
his Army to take Care of us, and conduc: 
us ſaſe to the Town as ſoon as we could, 
with Canvenience, be able to reach it. 

No ſooner, however, was the Emperor 
got perfectly out of Sight, but the Party 
who were ordcr'd to conduct us, deſerted 
us, being almoſt as much tired and fa- 
tigued as ourſclves. 

As we made no great Matter of Diſ- 
patch, our March being now but very 
flow, thoſe who had lagg'd behind, had an 
Opportunity to overtake us. 

Dark as it was, and fatigued as we were, 
we kept however moving forward ; ea 
of us blundering along, and groaning as he 
went under ſo fatiguing a March. 

At length, with much ado, we reach'd 
fo acar our Journey's End, that we could .

ſee ſeveral Lights at a Diſtance, which were 
the Fires that the Blacks had kindled in the 
Out- parts of the Town, in order to dry 
and refreſn themſelves, after the Fatigues 
of ſo dirty, and ſo diſagreeable a March. 
The nearer we approach'd the Town, 
the more Stony was the Road, which 
proved no ſmall additional Mortification to 
every one of us; for every now and then 
we kick'd them in the Dark with our 


Toes, which went to the very Hearts of 


us, as they were bliſter'd before, and fore 
as Boils. 

Not only thoſe of us that were Sick, as 
beforemention'd, but ſeveral of us that 
were well likewiſe, were unable to reach 
the Town till the next Day. 

Thoſe that were jaded and incapable of 
getting forwards, laid themſelves down, 
tho' with ſome Reluctance, on the cold 
wet Ground, where they were half ſmo- 
ther'd in the Filth and Dirt; and even 
thoſe of us who reach'd the Town that 
Night, were as wet, as if we had been 
dragg'd through a River; and having no 
Change of Rayment, were obliged to re- 
poſe ourſelves, in that dreadful Condition, 
on the bare Ground, tho' not altogether ſo 
dirty as the Road had proved to our poor 
Fellow-Sufterers. 
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At Day- break the next Morning we a- 
roſe, and by walking about, or creeping 
into the firſt — Nook or Corner 
we could find, we ſhelter'd ourſelves from 
the Inclemency of the Weatner, 1n the beſt 
Manner we werc able. 
All the Comfort and Satisfaction we then 
found was to ſee our Fellow-Sufferers drop 
in one after another, tho' moſt miſerabl 
fatigu'd; and ſome of them fo far ſpent as 
not to be able to ſpeak or communicate 
their Grizvances, any otherwiſe than by 
their T'cars, which the Reader may eaſily 
imagine was no ſmall Aggravation to the 
Sorrows of ſome of us who had had Sirength 
nd Spirits to ſupport us under the Diſtreſſes 
of the preceding Day. 
Somg of our Comrades were ſo lame, 
fter this deplorable March, that they were 
vholly incapable ot ſtirring about without 
rutches for near a Fortnight after; and two 
pf our Company in particular, namely, Joln 
Neale and William Richards, actually funk 
inder the Weight of their Afflictions; for 
ho' they did not expire inſtantly, they 
rew worſe and worſe daily, and at the 
xpiration of three Weeks died in ſuch a 
eplorable Condition, being over-run with 
'ermin, that no one, upon any Account 
hatever, except a few that were in the 
ke deplorable State, Would venture to go 


ear 
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near to commiſerate their Diſtreſs, or hear 
their laſt dying Complaints. 

Here it was, that we met likewiſe with 
our young Companion 3, who had been fi 
ſelected, as we have before hinted, by | 
the Emperor to aid and ailift his Gun- 7 
ſmiths; and whom we never had an Op- 
portunity to converſe with belore, ſince 
that caſual Separation. C 

Theſe young Fellows, however, though 
they had ſurvived their Fatigues, were in | 
but very little better Condition than our- if 
ſelves; for, as they had no other Sobfiſt. 
ence but what the Mors, under Whom] 
they were Slaves, allowed them, they] 
were hunger pinclrd to the laſt Degree, 
ſince their Matters themſelves were molt 
miſerably poor. 

The Town of aO/d Fes having cebelledſf } 
againft the Emperor, as before mentioned, ll / 
proved greatly difadvantageous to the ſix- 
teen of our poor young Fellow-Sufferers, 
that work'd in the Armory, on Account,

New Fez, Oct. 26, 1746, N. 8. 
Honoured 8 I R, 


IK E have made bold to trouble you with 
theje few Lines, to acquaint you. of our 
U/age here in Fez. Sir, we have not had ſo 
much as one * Fluſe Allowance ſiuce we have 
been here; as for our Maſters, they give us 
ſometimes a Leaf of Bread, and ſix Fluſes, and 
ſometimes nothing; ſo that if it was not for 
the ſmall Subfiftance we have from the Spa- 
niards and Portugueſe, we muſt certainly 

have periſbed. Sir, awe therefore beg, that 

your Goodneſs, ill take it into Conſideration, 
and ſend us a ſmall Matter of Relief, with- 

out which we muſt certainly ffarve to Death, 

for Want of Subſiſtance, or turn Moors, 
which they are daily at us to do. Sir, it is 

a moſt terrible Thing for any Chriſtian 70 

think on, that a Man miijt be forced to turn

At this City of Old Fez, it is the Cu- 
ſtom to allov/ the Chr; ifian Captives only 
Halt a Blangucen a Day, which the Rea- 
der muſt imagine was no fmali Aggrava- 
tion to our Sorrows ; and ſtill to render 


our Caſe more deplorable, Proviſions were 


here much dearer than in any other Part 
of the Country where we had hitherto 
been; and the Reaſon was very obvious, 
for ſuch a numerous Army came in upon 
the Town, that they had ſcarce Proviſions 
for their Subſiſtence. 

As the Town had never been viſited be- 
fore by ſuch a Multitude of unwelcome 
Gueſt, Proviſions muſt of Courſe be ex- 
ceſſively dear; and we, who had but lit- 
tle to lay out, found it ſo to our Colt; 
for now the ſame Quantity of Bread that 
might have been purchaſed for leſs than 
the Value of a Hali-penny Engliſh Money 
at another Time, was valued at about 
five Farthings; and, as every one was 
ambitious of bei eing ſerved firſt, and the 
Officers of the Army expecting the Prefe- 
rence from the Bakers, they could not 
ſupply even their beſt Cuſtomers faſt e- 
nough; inſomuch, that we had no Pro- 
ſpect of being furniſhed with that Com- 

modity 
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modity at all, were we inclined, or had 
we Money enough to beſtow ſuch an ad- 
vanced Price. 

As this was the true State of the Caſe, 
we were obliged to take up with a cheaper 
Sort of a Commodity. We purchaſed a Par- 
cel of Horſe-beans, and laid them in Wa- 
ter to ſoak; and during that Interval, in 
order to improve our Time to the beſt Ad- 
vantage we could, we faunter'd up and 
down the Town, and pick'd up what 
Sticks, and other Materials we could find 
proper to make a Fire with, and boil'd 
them as ſoon as they were ſufficiently ſoak'd. 
This Expedient furniſh'd us with one hear- 
ty Meal a Day; and conſidering our poor 
pitiful Allowance, it was well we could 

urchaſe that, 

Tho' ſuch Diet was poor and mean, yet 
it kept us from ſtarving ; and Hunger, as 
the old Proverb has it, is the beſt Sauce: 
Yet the Hopes of a better Bill of Fare 
hereafter kept us up in Spirits. We were 
very ſenſible, that after a Storm a Calm 
would often ſucceed ; that after a heavy 
Rain in the Night, the Sun would ſome- 
times ſhine bright the next Day ; and for 
that Reaſon, we flatter'd ourſelves, that af- 
ter a long Series of Afflictions in a State of 
Captivity, we might poſſibly ſee the long- 
wiſh'd-for Day of Redemption; and ac-

cordingly on the 12th of November, 1746, 8 
we received the agreeable News that out es 
Ambaſſador was arrived at Gzbra/tar, and U 


would certainly. exert himſelf in our Cauſe, 
by endeavouring to expedite our Liberty 
wi h all the Speed imaginable, This, with- 3 
out doubt, was a Satisfaction to us, and we 
did moſt certainly entertain the Thoughts 
of being let at Liberty in a very ſhort Time; 
but we were prodigiouſly deceived, for we 
had the hard Fortune to remain in Slavery 


upwards of four Years after his Excel- 1 : 
lency's Arrival at Gibraltar. * 
The Emperor now began to put us to H t 
Labour, in clearing Rubbiſh out of an Hr 
Apartment that led to the Rooms where N 
he reſided. While we were employ'd in Ml F 
removing that Rubbiſh, we were kept very 1 1 
cloſe to it, beginning in the Morning as Kt 
ſoon as Day light appear'd, and fo on till | 
it was ſo dark that we could not poſſibly C 
ſee what we were about ; then with hun- l 
gry-craving Appetites we returned to our ( 
Pi iſon, where there was no other Comfort \ 
for us, but to lay our Bodies on the cold ! 
Earth, having nothing to eat, our Allow- Wl t 
ance not being half ſufficient for one Meal, 
which we eagerly had deſtroy'd before we 


began our Day-labour, 
On the 22d of November we received a 
Letter from his Excellency, who, with all 
| the 


( 

the Concern that could poſſibly be ima» 
gined, lamented the melancholy Situation 
we were in; and therein he informed us, 
that by the paternal Care of our gracious 
Sovereign, he hoped ſoon to effect our be- 
ing ſet at L'berty; and likewiſe encou- 
raged us to bare up under our Misfortunes, 
and not to ſuffer our Faith to ſtagger, ſo 
as to lead towards the Mahometan Religion; 
and other Particulars he added that demon- 
ſtrated how ſincerely ſenſible he was of our 
preſent deplorable Condition: Likewiſe we 
received ſeveral Letters from our Friends, 
which were undoubtedly of ſecret Pleaſnie 
to us. This Evening was ſpent in once 
more flattering ourtelves how ſoon we 
were to be ſo fortunate as to Taſte the 
Freedom we had once enjoy'd ; and with 
ſach ſpirited Imayinations, we defy'd all 
that could be impoſed on us, except Death, 

After the Rubbiſh was all removed ac- 
cording to the Emperor's Order, he gave 
us the Remainder of that Day to wurſclves, 
(we having finiſhed the laſt Day by Noon) 
which was very acceptable to us. The 
Employment we found ourſelves was, ſome 


to waſh what Linnen they had, others to 


tack together their tatter'd Rags, and othes 
went upon the Forage for Wood to cook 
with; for we had not had the Pleaſure of 
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( 108 ) 
one comfortable Meal during the Time we 
had been at New Fes till this Day. 

We ſhall now inform our Readers of the 
Manner we dreſſed our Food, which was 
as follows, viz. After our Horſe-beans had 
been in ſoak for a conſiderable Time, we 
got the Hulls off them, then put them in- 
to a Pot, where, after they had boil'd for 
upwards of two Hours, they diſſolved like 
our ſplit Peas; and when boil'd ſufficiently, 
to make our Meal ſtill the more agreeable, 
we added a ſmall Quantity of Oil, with 
which, and a little Salt, it became deli- 
cious Food, and we were proud when we 
could any ways find wherewithal to pleaſe 
our Appetites in this Manner. 

Our Holiday was ſoon over; for very 
early the next Morning, our Black Over- 
ſeer diſturbed us as uſual, and ſhew'd us to 
a Place where we found a great Number of 
Cutteaus, or Pickaxes, which Tools we were 
no Strangers to, and order'd each of us to 
take one, and follow him, which we ac- 
cordingly did, till we came to a Caſtle 
about two Miles diftance from the Town. 
The Name of this Caſtle is Doer Dabibal, 
which the Emperor was going to rebuild ; 
but we little imagined that we ſhould be 
ſo unfortunate as to have that fatiguing 
Jobb for our hard Lot,

The Emperor was in a Himer, or Tent; 


at a ſmall Diſtance from the Caſtle, where 
our Overſeer went, and inform'd him that 
we were come to the Caſtle according to 
his Order ; upon which he order'd us to pull 
down a Wall that was about two hundred 
Yards from the Caſtle, and of no Uſe to 
him: This Wall was indeed a very fa- 
tiguing Jobb to us, for we worked at it 
near a Quarter- of a Year, from Break 
of Day, till the Cloſe of the Evening, Sur- 
days and all Days alike ; and as I obſerved 
before, our Allowance being but one Penny 
per Day, it brought us. to a very low and 
deplorable Condition ; for tho' it rain'd 
ever ſo hard we were not allow'd to leave 
off Work to ſhelter ourſelves, but were 
kept continually working on. 

When we had pulPd down this Wall, 
and dug up the Foundation, the Emperor 
was acquainted with it, and by his Order we 
were ſet to work on another. This ſecond, 
about which we were imploy'd, was, I may 
venture to ſay, as ſtrong and durable as any 


StoneWall in the Univerſe : It vas eighteen 


Feet thick, and tho' not very high, yet it 
coſt us abundance of very hard Labour. Our 
Manner of pulling it down was thus, to cut 
Trenches with our Cutteaus, about three 
Feet deep, and raiſe Pieces of aTon Weight 

at 
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had for that Purpoſe. 


Proviſions ſtill continuing very dear, 


we propoſed to apply to the Emperor for 
our {mall Allowance to be enlarg'd ; but 
knowing how dangerovs it was to at- 


tempt any Thing of that Kind, it put us 


off from our Intent, till we had con- 


ſulted the other * Captives, who had been 
much longer in Captivity than we had. 
The Reaſon we conſulted them was, 
that we imagined the Effect of our Pre- 


ſumption might affect the whole Number 
of Chriſtian Captives ; fo that if the Em- 
peror ſhould reſent it, others, as well as 
we, mult certainly have lived with greater 
Uneaſineſs than ever they had yet done. 

At our opening our Deſign to them, they 
ſeemed ſtartled at the very Thought of it, 
ſaying, that all their Lives were in Danger 
by our making ſuch an Attempt, and 
prevail'd upon us to decline our ſaid In- 
tentions. 

However, in a ſhort Time after, finding 
ourſelves continually decaying in our 
Strength, we purpoſed to put in Execu- 
tion our late Intent at all Events, knowing

at a Time, with Pieces of Wood that we

that none at preſent were under ſo great 
Neceſſity as ourſelves, and that our Con- 
dition was more deſperate than preſent 
Death itſelf, on account of our miſerable 
lipgering State. 

The Emperor one Day approaching 


near us, one ſingled himfelt from the reſt, 


and ran near him, and fell proſtarate on 
the Ground, at a very ſmall Diſtance from 
him, who taking Notice of him, ſent 
to know his Grievance, which the Meſ- 
ſenger was immediately inform'd of in the 
following Manner: 

That at Bufcoran and Maquineg, Pro- 
viſions were much cheaper than here at 
Fez, and that it was the Emperor's Plea- 
ſare to allow us (at both thoſe Places) a 
Blanqueen per Day, and at preſent, nor 


half a Blanqueen per Day had been allow'd 
us, on which we were not able to ſub- 
fiſt, and boped that he would be fo con- 
fiderate as to a:low us the ſame, or ſome- 
thing more, that we might be able to per- 
form our Work with more Vigour. 
The Meſſenger having inform'd the Empe- 
ror what our Brother had ſaid, reply'd 
Bono, Bono, that is, Good, Good, and like- 
wiſe faid we ſhould have a Blanqueen a 
Day; on which we all kiſs'd the Ground, 
and cry'd aloud, Liba cama Seede, which

ner, it miſcarried, | 

There was, amongſt the Chriſtian Cap- 
tives who were here before us, a Perſon 
who always had a great Eſteem for the 
Engliſh, namely Jean Baptiſta, a Neapolitan 
by Birth, and likewiſe a Man of conſidera- 
ble Worth, tho' fo unfortunate as to be 2 
Captive amongſt ſo barbarous a Set of 
People. 

He, with a great deal of Compaſſion, 
took Notice of our miſerable low Condi- 
tion, and plainly perceiving that the Place 
where we lay, when it rain'd, afforded us 
little or no Shelter, he, to teſtify his pecu- 
liar Eſteem for the Engliſb, built Apart- 
ments for us, which would have been 
of the greateſt Service imaginable in keep- 
ing us in the Night-time trom the Rains; 
but juſt when the Houſe was almoſt fi- 
niſhed, our Proſpect of this Happineſs was 
greatly obſcur'd, or rather abſolutely loſt ; 
for in their Building here, it is cuſtomary 
for their Roofs to be flat, and on the 
Top of the Timbers belonging to the Roof, 
firit to have Dirt laid upon them, and in 
the next Place, in order to finiſh their 
Work, it is laid with a loomy Earth, 
mix'd wich Lime; but loading the ſame 

P with 
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with too great a Quantity, the Weight of 
four of our People who were upon the 
Roof, broke down the main Beam; and 
the whole Roof by conſequence fell in 
with a great Deal of the Walls on each 
Side, Our Friend, Signior Fean Baptiſta, 
being in the lower Room, was unfortu— 
nately ſmother'd under the Rubbiſh, as 
was likewiſe Francis Strong, one of our un- 
happy People, and ſeveral others were ſo 
bruiſed that their Lives were deſpar'd of; 
by which unforeſeen Diſaſter we loſt our 
Habitation and our Friend in an Inſtant, 
and it proved a very great Hardſhip to thoſe 
who were only bruiſed by the Roof's fal- 
ling in upon them as before-mention'd, 
When we came home from our Work 
every Night, we clear'd away the Rub- 
biſh, and built the Houſe ourſelves after 
the beſt Manner we were able, though we 
were a- tedious Time about it, 

We.-having compleatly pull'd the Wall 
down, which we laſt were ſet to Work 
upon, the Emperor was inform'd that it 
was done, whereupon he order'd us to go 
Home for that Day, which we look'd 
upon as a great Favour. ; but little did we 
imagine at that Time, that the next Morn- 
ing we ſhould enter upon a Piece of Work 
that would keep us employ'd two Years.

February 20th, 1946-7, we were a- 
gain brought to the Caſtle, at which 
Time the Emperor ordered that we ſhould 
dig a Trench for the Foundation of a new 
Caſtle, which was much larger than the 
old Caſtle, for the Foundation was 12 
Yards without the Walls of the old one. 
In about a Fortnight's Time, we dug the 
Foundation, and then were ſet to build the 
Walls, The Manner in which thoſe 
Walls are built, is thus: 'Tis a Kind of 
a Caſe well ſecured from projecting, either 
out or in, into which they put their Ma- 
terials prepar'd, (which is a Kind of fine 
loomy Earth, well temper'd with Lime and 
Water; beſides the old Walls which we 
had pul'd down, were beat ſmall, and 
mix'd with it) and fill'd about 18 Inches 
of it at a Time, which Materials were by us 
fo belabour'd, that at length they became as 
fine as a Paſte; when this was done, another 
Layer was put in,and belabour'd in the ſame 
Manner, Sc. till ſuch Time as the Caſe 
was fill'd. When the Caſe is taken down, 
there will appear a fine ſmonth Wall, 
ſomewhat reſembling Stone, and the Heat 
of the Weather ſoon hardens it to ſuch a 
Degtee, that it is certainly ſtronger than 
Stone; the whole Wall being of one entire 


Piece when finithed. | 
2 I will 
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* T will here take the Liberty to inform 
the Reader of the Cruelty of the Mn, 
whom T may term our Goal-keeper, he 
having the Inſpection over us in the Night- 
time; an old ſpiteful, revengful, covetous 
Villain, who would be continually invent- 
ing ſomething that might prove very diſ- 
pleaſing to us; and when he could per- 
ceive that we ſeem'd any Ways diſcontent- 
ed with his Impoſitions, he would beat us 


to ſuch a Degree, that we were ſure to 


carry the Marks of his Refentment for 
three Weeks together, and ſometimes 
longer. 

However, one Time in particular he 
carried the Extent of his Cruelty to too 
great a Pitch; for by his ill Treatment 
three of our People deſerted, and ran to 
Old Fez, which is not above half a Mile 
Diſtance from New Fez : This News was 
ſoon carried to the Emperor. The Names 
of the Three that ran away were as fol- 
lows, vig. Simon Mackinſey, John Butler, 
and John Draycoat, who turn'd Mahome- 
tans in Old Fes. 

The Report of their being gone, occa- 
ſion'd the Emperor to give a very ſtrict 
Charge over us, which gave our Goal- 
keeper an Opportunity of proceeding in 
his Cruelty ; and 'tis true, he let Yip no 
Opportunity that he could poſſibly find for 
that

that Purpoſe; and for a new invented 
1 would pull an Handful of 
Hair at a Time from eff our Beards. | 

We now began to murmur at him pro- 
digiouſly ; telling him, if he treated us 
in ſo inhuman a Manner again, we would 
run the Hazard of our Lives in acpuaint- 
jag the Emperor with our ill Uſage ; but 
he did not imagine that we ſhould offer to 
make any ſuch Complaint againſt him; 
and to ſhew us that he was well aflured 
that we duirſt not make our Hardſhips 
known to the Emperor, he told us, that 
he was our Emperor, and that he might 
uſe his Authority over us to as great an 
Extent, as though he had punctually been 
commiſſioned ſo to do. 

This Night we bore his cruel Inſults 
with as much Patience as poſſibly we 
could, being reſolved the next Day, as ſoon 
as a favourable Opportunity offer'd, to ac- 
quaint the Emperor with our hard Uſage ; 
for 'twas better to be out of our Miſery 
at once, than to die by Inches. 

Accordingly the next Day, as the Em- 
peror came out of his Tent and rode by 
us, Mr, Nelſon, one of our Midſhipmen, 
jumped out of the Caſe in which they were 
at Work; and with an undaunted Reſo— 
lution (ſuch as became a Perſon that had 
the Concern of all our Sufferings at Heart) 
fell 
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feli proſtrate on the Ground very near the 


Horſe's Feet on which the Emperor was 


mounted. 


ly at him, and ſent one of his Attendants 
to know what it was that made the Chri- 
ſtian appear before him with ſo much ſeem- 
ing Concern; to which Mr. Nelſon an- 
werd, that he did not know how to ex- 
preſs his Greivance to the Emperor well 
perfectly underſtood, but 
that * Man could relate his Caſe to the 
Emperor in a more proper Manner, 

The Emperor, willing to come at the 
Bottom of this Affair, i * 
Requeſt of Mr. Nelſon, ſent for Mans, 
who came with all the Expedition imagi- 
nable, who had before been well inform'd 
of the Neteſſity there was for his Aid and 
Aſſiſtance in an Office wherein he was very 
glad to ſerve us as tar as lay in his Power;

The Emperor percciving an 
unafſected Concern in his Countenance, 
and that he fix'd his Eyes upon him very 
wiſhaally, was very ſenſible that ſomething 
of bad Conſequence had befallen us, for 
which we wanted a Redreſs. 

The Emperor thereupon look'd ſtedfaſt-

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Man was a Dur Chriſtian, who had been a Cap: 
tive to Maley #bdalian for upwards of 15 Years, and was 
a Favourite of his, and nad the Care of a great Part of hi- 
Stores, = nad often great Sums of Money of the Empe:

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he himſelf having formerly felt the Weight 
of that Villain's Hands, and been thraſh'd 
by him very ſeverely. 

Manjs paying his Obedience to the Em- 
peror, he ordered him to go to his Brother 
Chriſtian, meaning Mr. Nel/on, to — 
what it was that touch'd him ſo near] 
which he accordingly did, and then Mr. 
Nelſon deſired him to inform the Emperor, 
that the Man who was appointed to be our 
Goal-keeper in the Night-time, uſed us in 
ſo cruel a Manner, that it was impoſſible 
for us to live much longer under him, and 
that the three People who were gone to 
Old Fez, were treated by him in to bar- 
barous a Manner, that they fled for Fear of 
being made Cripples, at leaſt, if not mur- 
der'd by him; and though we had ac- 
quainted him with our Intention to let 
his Majeſty know of our ill Treatment, 
he laugh'd at our Menaces as a Matter of 
no Moment, and told us he himſelf was 
Emperor over us. 

The Emperor, upon hearing this, (and 
as the Loſs of three Chriſtian Slaves affec- 
ted him greatly) ſaid, Hawhkeda, which is 
as much as to ſay, That's fine ; and bein 
likewiſe informed that laſt Night he had 
uſed four of us in particular very bat ba- 
rouſly, ordered them from their Work, 
that he might ſee them; and when he ſaw 


how 
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how they had been abuſed, he ordered 
that the Goal-Keeper ſhould be brought 
| before him the next Morning. 
i This Day paſſed in Conjectures only on 
i! what would be the Event of our Complaint, 
At Night, however, when we return'd 
Home, our Goal - keeper imagined he 
ſhould have the Advantage over us, when 
we ſhould make our Appearance before the 
Emperor; and ſhew'd us his Stick, and 
ſaid, he ſhould have a great deal of Plea- 
ſure in uſing it To-morrow, by the Com- 
mand of Muley Abdallah his Maſter. This 
Night, however, paſſed away without any 
Diſturbance from him; for we imagined 
his Thoughts were ſufficiently taken up, 
with ſtudying what he ſhould fay in his 
own Vindication, and what he ſhould lay 
to our Charge; we were ſomewhat diſturb'd 
about it, fearing a Lye from him before 
the Emperor againſt us, might give a new 
Turn to our Diſadvantage ; however, we 
were well aſſured, that the next Morning 
would certainly turn the Scale either on 
our Side or his, 

In the Morning, when we were called 
to work by the proper Officer, our Goal- | 
keeper appeared cleaner and better dreſs'd 
than uſual; but fine Cloaths cannot put 
a Gloſs to any Man's Character before 


Muley Abdallah : He likewiſe carried his 
Dy Stick 
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Stick with him, which was at leaſt four 
Inches in Circumference. 

Now comes the dreaded Trial to a Pe- 
riod; the: Emperor appears, and the Pri- 
ſoner is arraign'd, and the following Eng- 
liſh Captives were ſent for, viz. Thomas 
Nelſon, William Lucas, Thomas James, and 
* Felix Canucy: Both Parties having been 
heard, the Empe or ſaid to the Priſoner, 
here is a Complaint againſt you, that you 
uſe my C riſtiaus very ill; and fyr what 
pray? Ihe ſtrongeſt Allegations he could 
bring againſt us was, that we ſang and 
were noiſy in the Night Time; then the 
Emperor aſked our Overſeer if we work'd 
well in the Day-time ; to which he reply d, 
yes: That Queſtion we were well ailured 
could not hurt us; for if he had anſwered 
othewiſe, he would have been ſeverely pu- 
niſhed for not making us work better. 
Well, ſaid the Emperor, F they obey my 
Orders in the Day-time, the Night is their 
wn; 1 never gave you Orders to deny them 
any Pleaſure, when they could find Opportu- 
nity, or Occaſicn to divert themſelves. There 
are three Chriſtian Captives gone already to 
Old Fez through your ill Uſage of them, and 
preſently I ſhall not have any left me. Felix 


Felix Conrwnoy had been a Captive for upwards of fix- 
teen Years, and could talk Arabic very well, which was of 


great Service in this Affair. 
2 Conwny 
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Conmay, by the Inſtructions of Mr. Neljor, 
told the Einperor, that the unmercitul 
Stick in his Hand was what he beat the 
Chriſtians with; at which the Emperor 
ordered four Sticks to be fetched, and ſaid, 
Let them be very good ones. Now the poor 
Devil trembled, and was no more an Em- 
peror ; for ſo the Emperor told him, and 
he well underſtood him, for he cried out, 
Larbe, Seede, Larbe, which is Pardon, 
Maſter, Pardon; but to all his Entreaties 
the Emperor turned a deaf Ear; and the 
four Sticks being brought, the Priſoner was 
order'd to be extended on the Ground ; 
then each of the four above-mention'd were 
ordered to have a Stick to drub him with- 
all; and the Emperor ſaid, moreover, that 
he that did not break his Stick over his 
Bones, ſhould have it broke over his own; 
and while they were beating him the 
Emperor ſaid ſeveral Times, Drubel Ros, 
which is, Beat him over bis Head; and as 
faſt as they broke their Sticks, he ordered 
more, and they continued drubbing him 
for near a Quarter of an Hour, till he 
was almoſt beat to a Mummey ; and when 
the Emperor imagined he was dead, he 
ſaid, a clofs, that is to ſay, enough; and 
order'd the four to their Work again; at 
which Time they all cried, Liba Coma 
Seeae ; that is, Long Life to cur Maſter ;

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then the Emperor order'd that he ſhould 
be taken by the Heels, and dragg'd to his 
own Apartment ;, and likewiſe he ſent a 
Guard, to fee that they dragg'd him all the 
Way. At Night, when we came Home, 
we were told that he died in an Hour 
after he was brought to his Houſe, upon 
which all the CEr/tians rejoiced, and ſaid, 
that now they were rid of the worſt Plague 
they had ever met with ſince their Capti- 
vity, and owned they ought to pray for 
the Engliſh as long as ever they lived. 

This particular Inſtance of the Emperor's 
Indulgence towards us, ſoon became the 
principal Diſcourſe of all the Moors in Fez, 
and would doubtleſs have proved the De- 
ſtruction of us all, had not the Terror of 
Muley Abdallah made ſo ſtrong an Impreſ- 
ſion on their Minds; eſpecially on Account 
of his late Favours towards us, that from 
thence forwards they were almoſt afraid to 
atter any Thing that might give us the leaſt 
Diſtaſte ; but rather choſe to  diſſemble, and 
aſſure us, that they wiſh'd us, with all their 
Hearts, a fpeedy Redemption; and if at 
any Time a Stranger ſhould accidentally 
ofter to caſt the leaſt Reflection on us on 
Account of our Religion, others would re- 
late to them the Story of our Goal- keeper, 
lately deceas'd ; and how dangerous it was 
to interfere in any Affair relating to the 


Q 2 Chrijtians, 
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Chriſtians, eſpecially the Eugliſb, who had 
Courage enough to acquaint MAuley Abdal- 
lab with any of their Grievances, and com- 
plain of any one who offer'd to diſturb their 
Quiet, | 

In their Diſcourſe, however, when they 
were relating to each other the Death of 
their Brother, they would inſinuate, that 
the Emperor ought not to have indulged 
the Unbelievers fo far, as to give them an 
Opportunity of killing him with their own 
Hands; but às it was his abſolute Will and 
Fieaſure, none of them durit ſhew the leaſt 
publick Reſentment. 
The Country being ſtill in a great many 
Parts of it diſaffected to Malcy Abdallab, 
eſpecially in thoſe of Oli Fez, Tangier, 
Larach, Arzelab, Saffeah, and the Pro— 
vince of Beneſeens; the Malecontents muſ— 
ter'd once more their Forces together, with 
a full Reſolution to fight, and dethrone, if 
poſſible, their tyrannical Sovereign, Muli 
Abdallab. | | 

After they had muſter'd up all the Forces 
they could poſſibly raiſe, they incamped \ 
within a League of the Caſtle Do?r Dabi- ) 


bab, which we were then erecting; and it v 
then being at a Time when the Corn was fit t 
to reap, they began to cut down, burn, and c 
deſtroy all before them, out of the Reach {

of the Cannon belonging to the Town of 
New Fez. 

The Black Army being enc:mped about 
the ſame Diſtance from the Caſtle, and the 
Rebels being aſſembled on the oppoſite 
Side, the Emperor thought it moſt adviſe- 
able to recal his Forces, and plant them 
nearer to the Caſtle, where they lay en- 
camp'd for ten Days, The Emperor, during 
all that Time, did not in the leaſt moleſt 
the Rebels; even when he came out of his 
Caſtle, he did not ſeem to take any Notice 
of them or be in the leaſt concern'd about 
them, though they would frequently, al- 
moſt every Day, come very near the Caſtle, 
and diſcharge their Muſkets in Defiance 
of him. 

On the 11th Day, the Rebels grew fo 
audacious, that they all march'd in a Body 
within Muſket-ſhot of the Caſtle, diſcharg- 
ing their Pieces, and provoking the Blacks 
to enter into an Engagement with them. 
The Blacks, no leſs eager than the Rebels, 
and willing to teſtify how ſincerely-thiey 
were attached to Muley Abdallah, very 
warmly ſolicited ſome of their Alcaids to 
wait on the Emperor for his expreſs Orders 
to engage them. They made their Appli- 
cations accordingly, and reccivid for An- 
ſer, that when the proper Scaſon ſhould 
olfer 
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offer for an advantageous Battle, he himſelf 
wonld appear at the Head of them. 

About Ten o'Clock the Emperor came 
out of his Tent, mounted his Horſe, and 
went to the Black's Camp, where be gave 
his Orders to their ſeveral Alcaids; and in 
about an Hour after, they were all drawn 

up in Line of Battle, in the Front of the 
Caſtle, facing the Enemy. 

All the Blacks being now in a proper 
Poſture for an Engagement, waited for the 
Emperor's Word of Command with all the 
Impatience imaginable. About 12 o'Clock 
the Word was given accordingly, and at the 
ſame Time the Emperor ſent Orders to our 
Overſcer to bring us with all the Expedition 
he could to the Town, and plant us at the 
great Guns in the ſeveral Caſtles round 
about; he being ſenſible, that in Caſe there 
ſhould be any Occaſion, the Chriſtians knew 


much better how to manage them than the 
Moors. | 


The Blacks, having now received their 


Orders. to engage, according to their Cu- 
ſtom, they fired at once; and then, with 
an inexpreſſible Intrepidity and Reſolution, 
fell on, Sword in Hand. This bloody Scene 


laſted with the greateſt Obſtinacy ima- 


ginable on both Sides for almoſt three 
Hours ; at which Time the Rebels were 
intirely 
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intirely put to the Rout, and a great Num- 
ber of them were ſlain in their Hurry and 
Confuſion, 

This Attac“ ved indeed the Name 
of a Victory, the Number of the Slam 
being three to one. The Blacks now plun- 
der'd their Camp, and brought away with 
them every Thing that might prove, of any 

zrvice to them, and likewiſe brought a 
great Number of Priſoners before the Em- 
peror, whom he ordered to be ſhot with- 
out the leaſt Heſitation. 

Early the next Morning we were again 
ordered to our uſual Employment, when 
the following odd Affair happen'd to a poor 
Shan'/h Captive, not perfectly in his Senſes, 


whis was at work in the Caſtle. As the i 


Emperor was riding by, he ſtood ſtill, 
and would not work any longer ; the Em- 
peror taking Notice of him, demanded the 
Reaſon why he, above all the reſt, took thẽ 
Liberty of being idle. The poor Creature 
ſtood gazing on the Emperor in ſuch a wild 
Manner, as 'tis moſt certain no Perſon, 


who had the leaſt Grain of Senſe, would 


have behaved in ſuch an unbecoming Man- 
ner. The Emperor perceivipg that he con- 
tinned in the ſame indolent Poſture, or- 
dcred him, with his own Mouth, to pur- 
ſne his W. ork as the reſt of his Brethren 
did. To which the poor unhappy Wretch 

anſwer'd, 
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anſwer'd, he would not; for, faid he, you 
are not the Emperor Muley Muttudy z by 
and by te wilt be my Maſter, The Empe- 
ror not underſtanding what he ſaid, order'd 
a Portugueſe (who then ſtood cloſe by him, 
and had the Charge of the Horſe he then 
rode on) to inform him what his Brother 
faid : The Portugueſe, thoughtieſs of what 
the Event of the poor unhappy Spanard's 
Words would prove, told the Emperor the 
whole Truth, without hinting to him the 
poor unhappy Man's Misfortune, who flill 
remained gazing on the Emperor as at farit, 
only now and then indeed he would laugh 
in the Emperor's Face. 

The Emperor being enrag'd, no doubt, 
to hear one of his Slaves preſume to utter 
juch infolent Words, order'd two of his 
Attendants to beat him with their Sticks, 
which they did in a very ſevere Manner; 
and aſter he had received a great Number 
of Blows from them, the Emperor order'd 
them to deſiſt, and once more bid him 
work as the reſt did ; but, notwithſtanding 
the many cruel Blows he had received, he 
ttil} perſiſted in the ſame Tone, and added 
to his Misfortune, by the Repetition of 
the ſame Crime, with a louder Voice ; at 
which the Emperor order'd him to be bat- 
tinadoed once more; but ali to no manner 
of Purpoſe, fer no Menace could induce 
him 
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him to alter his Words, or ſhew the leaſt | 


Inclination to obey the Emperor's Orders 
in Regard to his Work. Then the Em- 
peror ordered he ſhould be baſtinadoed a 
third Time, which proved his laſt; for 
ſoon after, the Blows'being repeated fo faſt, 
and ſo ſeverely, the Emperor imagining 
him to be dead, order'd that he ſhould 
be carried forthwith to our Priſon, where 
a Brother Captive bled him, indeed, but 
to no Purpoſe ; for in about an Hour after 
he was brought home, he expired, 
Soon after the Emperor ſent for our 
Overſeer, and asked him, what Nation 


that Slave belonged to. He informed 
him, that he was a Spaniard, and had 


been for ſome conſiderable Time a Luna- 


tick. The Emperor then ſeverely repri- 


manded him for not acquainting him with 
that unhappy Circumſtance before, which 
plainly intimated, that he would not have 
taken away the Life of ſo unhappy an 
Object, had he known his Misfortune. 
When the Emperor is in any one of 


his Apartments, thoſe who are in Wait. 


ing, generally attend under the Caſtle Walls 
near the Door of the Apartment he is in, 
and liften if they can hear him move 
or ſtir, that they may be in Readineſs to 
pay their. Obedience to him as he comes 
out; and ſometimes others who! have no 
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Buſineſs to be there, will fit with their 
Friends, and talk about their Affairs, 
when perhaps on a ſudden, the Emperor 
will come out, which puts them all into 
a Confuſion ; for thoſe whoſe Duty it is 
to be there, are in a Hurry to range them- 
ſelves in proper Order, and the others to 
haſte to their reſpective Poſts, where their 
proper Buſineſs lies, | 

I ſhall now mention a Perſon who had 
the Care of an Apartment, belonging to 
the Emperor, who was ſitting amongſt 
others at a ſmall Diſtance from another 
Apartment where the Emperor was, who 
coming out without any previous No- 
tice, put them all in a ſudden Surprize. 
This unfortunate Man in his Hurry to 
get to the Apartment whereof he had 
the particular Charge, dropped the Key, 
which the” Emperor perceived, and or- 
dered the Key to be brought to him; 
then mounting his Horſe, he went to 
his grand Tent, and ſent for him that 
loſt the Key, who immediately came to 
him; the Emperor asked for the Key, 
and the Man perceiving that it was loſt 
or miſlaid, knew not what to ſay, but at 
length told the Emperor, he had it not 
about him : The Emperor told him that 
it was ſuch a Fault, he never ſhould com- 
mit the like again, and then ſent for a Fez 
| or 


( 


or Hoe, and ordered his Brains to be beat 


out immediately, A great Number of us 
were Eye-Witneſſes of this barbarous and 
inhuman Execution! 


Two Days before the Feſtival of Me- 


lule, which is one of their greateſt Holi- 
days i in the Year, it was the Emperor's 
Pleaſure to ſend for us all from Work to 
come before his Tent, wherein ſat his Bro- 
thers along with him for the Space of fif- 
teen or twenty Minutes. Tho' we were 
at ſome little Diſtance, we could hear 
him make ſome mention of our Ambaſ- 
ſador, and likewiſe of Admiral Stewart, 
who went there Ambaſſador in the Reign 
of his Father Muley Iſhmael; and made 
himſelf very merry, telling his Brothers 
in how grand a Manner Admiral Stewart 
had made his Appearance, He then or- 
dered us to fit down on the Ground ſome- 


what nearer to his Tent ; after which, he 
ſpoke, as our Interpreter aſſured us to this 


or the like Effect. The Moors ſhall 
% not fight with the Engliſh, becauſe the 
*« Englih never fight with the Mears: 
_ The Ambaſſador will come ſoon, and 
* then you ſhall all go to your own Coun- 


* try: The Engliſb don't take the Moors, 


« neither ſhall the Moors take the Engliſh.” 
To which we cried aloud, Long Life to 


Muley Abdallah. At the fame Time he 
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likewiſe order'd us a ſmall Sum of Money, / 
which was paid to us while we' ſat before r 
him. Then we cried aloud, as before, \ 
Long Life to Muley Abdallah, and kiſs'd l 
the Ground, as an Acknowledgment for the b 
Favours he had ſhewn us; and then by his 
Order we return'd to our. Work as uſual. v 
This additional Encouragement was } 
doubtleſs, a great Pleaſure to us, eſpecially t 
conſidering he had condeſcended fo far as a 
to let us underſtand what we had to depend 1 
on, in Regard to our Releaſement. It a 
likewiſe gave the Moors to underſtand, that t 
we ſtill remain'd highly in his Favour, and t 
made them the more cautious how they ft 
did any Thing that might in the leaſt occa- t 
ſion us to make Complaint againſt them. 1 
Notwithſtanding the late Havock that 2 
was made ainonglt the Rebels by the Black ( 
Army, they once mare aſſembled them- p 
ſelves together, Dec. 20, 1747, at the earneſt A 
Requeſt of the City of O Fez, who then h 
ſupplied them with Money, and all other t 
Materials that were neceſſary to engage the a 
Blacks. As they were now encamped u 
near the Spot where they were before, d 
when they were defeated, and being very fe 
numerous, the Emperor thought proper to 0 
ſend Orders to all Parts of the Country, P 
who were bis Friends, to muſter their 
Forces together, and come to join him. p 


Accordingiy, 
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Accordingly, in a ſhorter Time-than could 
really be expected, the Emperor's Forces 
were augmented to a prodigious Number. 
The Emperor (though he did not ſhew it 
by any outward Appearance) now thought 
himſelf, to be ſure, very happy to ſee fo 
vaſt a Number of his Friends croud to obey 
his Summons, gave Orders to the Blacks 
to encamp as near them as poſſible, with 
all the reſt of his Friends, who had obey'd 
his Orders ſo readily in joining him to fight 
againſt the Rebels. On the third Day after 
they encamp'd, the Emperor ſent Inſtruc- 
tions to the Alcaids of the Black Army to 
form themſelves in Battle Array, in order 
to engage the Rebels, and ſent us to the 
Town, as before, to be quarter'd . at the 
great Guns. Purſuant to the Emperor's 
Order, the Blacks were form d in their pro- 
per Order, when the Emperor paid them 
a Viſit, and appear'd in the Front, with 
his Umbrella ſpread over him, and attack 
the Rebels. This Engagement was began 
about Twelve o'Clock, and laſted, with the 
utmoſt Obſtinacy on both Sides, till it was 
dark; at which Time it was impoſſible to 
form any juſt Judgment of the Conſequence 
of the Battle, or to diſtinguiſſi which of the 
Parties were the greatelt Sufferers. 


The next Mot ning very carly the Em- 


peror appear d amon ol the Blacks, in order 
iG 
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to animate them to be as reſolute as poſ- 
ible that Day againſt the Rebels; and told 
them, That he hoped they never would con- 
fent to give up what they had ſo dearly 
purchaſed, the invaluable Fruits of ſo much 
Labour, Toil, and Bloodſhed; You, ſaid he, 
wWwho-have always had the Honour to ſettle 
a Prince on the Throne of your own Choice, 
all not al this Juncture ſuffer your Ene- 
mies to eftabliſh a Governor over you. 
Remember further, continued he, the 
Honours which were conferred on you by 
ai late Father, who led you jo often to 
Vaclory, and jubdued all who oppoſed him 
0 at his Death was ſo grateful for your 
Services, that he put it intirely into your 
own Power to nominate * what Prince you 
thought proper to be his Succeſſor . 

Now, my Friends, continued he far- 
ther, let us uſe our utmoſt Endeavours to 
filence the tumultuous Clamours of Party, 
and to ſuppreſs that Spirit of Rebellion, 
the Maxims whereof are incompatiable 
with that Liberty which yon now enjoy. 
. Now let us appeoſe the Rage of the Di/- 
affected; let there be no other Emulation 
amongſt you, than who ſhall do moſt for his 
own Freedom ; let ſuch. Malecontents be once 
more ſenfible you will not tamely ſuffer 
yourfelces to be ſubdued by thoſe, wwho f 
often have trembled at the Thoughts of 

Four 
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your ſucceſsful Arms, Your Duty to the 

Prince of your own elefting, the Ties of 
Oaths, Religion, Honour, Conſcience, Re- 

lations, and Friends, call loualy upon you, 

at this Juncture, to be unanimous in de- 
fending, by all the Means that are in your 

Power, your Juſt Rights and Privileges, 

in ſettling a Prince on the late ever memo- 

rable Muley Iſhmael's Throne, my late 

ever honoured Father ; and unleſs you are 

thus amicably united, you muſt fall a Prey 

to the Invaders of your Country ; your Pro- 

perties will become inevitably precarious, 

your Lives will be endanger'd, and the Land 
perhaps dyed with the Blood of " Jour ferueh 

and your beſt reſpected Friends. * 

The Confiderations of what the Empe- 
ror had ſaid to them, without all Doubt, 
awaken'd their Concern ; and not only pur 
them upon their Guard againſt ſuch dan- 
gerous Projects and Combinations, as might 
be enter'd into againſt them by the Enemy, 
but induced them to return the Emperor ' 
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* This Speech of the Emperor to the Buche, we had 


is from the Perſon who was employ'd to keep the Flies from 
him, who was a Mo2r-, and had been a Slave in Zifbox, 
4 and ſtolen away from thence by an Eg Ship ; be was a 
2p Perſon that was of great Service to us, in a:quainting us of 
þ every Thing the Emperor ſaid concerning us, and would 
often, when in his Power, be generous to us, on Account 
f of his being ſet free from his Slavery as above- mention d. 
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their unfeigned Thanks for his falutary 


Admonitions ; and the whole Army in 
one Shout cried Long Life to Muley Ab- 
dallah, our Sultan; and aggravated by the 
Thoughts that they themſelves ſhould be 
the firſt that ſhould fall a Sacrifice to their 
Fury, and become the Objects of their im- 
placable Rage and Reſentment, they jointly 
with one Voice, pronounced immediate 
Deſtruction on the Rebels. | 
About Seven o'Clock, the Emperor, by 
his Directions, had form'd the Army in 
Order to engage, and about Nine the Hopes 
of Revenge grew warmer on both Sides, 
(as it had indeed the Day before) and even 
at Twelve nothing could be perceived in 
Regard to Advantage on either Side ; but 
before One o'Clock the Blacks, Sword in 
Hand, rode in amongſt the foremoſt Ranks 
of the Rebels, and the reſt follow'd in the 
ſame Manner. Tho' the Rebels, it is true, 
made a very vigorous Defence, yet at length 
they were obliged, in the greateſt Hurry 
and Confuſion, to yield to the ſuperior 
Courage of the Emperor's Forces, and take 
to the Mountains for Shelter and Protec- 
tion; and vaſt Numbers became the Vic- 
tims of this Battle, The Emperor's Army 
now made themſelves Maſters of the Ene- 
my's Horſes, and all their other Imple- 
ments of War ; and the next Day appear'd 
in 
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in a triumphant Manner before the Empe- 


ror; and the Alcaids congratulated his 
Majeſty on the compleat Victory which 
he had gained over his Enemies, and then 
return'd to their Camp, where they ſpent 
the whole Day in firing their Pieces, feaſt- 
ing, and other Demonſtrations of. Loyalty 
and publick Joy, 

In a ſhort Time after this Battle; the 
Beneceen's (under the Cover of © one of their 
Saints) came to the Emperor with a Pre- 
ſent, and promiſed him at the ſame Time 
that they would entertain no Thoughts of 
Difloyalty or Diſobedience for the future; 
and that they bop'd the Emperor wouls 
forgive them, for the Teſtimonies. whic 


they had ſhewn of their Diſcontent. The 
Emperor order'd them to return Home, 


and beg of God to forgive them, and en- 
deavour. to live more peaceable and quictly

among themſelves hereafter, and by ſueh 
viſt ble Ma ks of their Contrition, they might 
expect to find the happy Effects of his 
Clemency and Mercy towards them. 
Immediately after this, the City of Old 
Fez likewiſe follicited for Pardon upon 
Terms of Submiſſion; but the Emperor 
re to hearken to their Remonſtran- 
being well aflar'd, that they could 

BY . hold out much longer, and that they 
N 8 mul 
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muſt of Courſe comply with his Demands, 
in a very ſhort J me. 

The City of Old Fez however, know- 
ing well the "Temper of Mule Abdellah, 
wou:d not condeſendat anyRate toacknow- 
ledge him for their Sovereign, till he had 
ſigned ſome particular Conditions of Peace 
between them. Muley Abdellab on the 
other Hand, would on no Account accept 
of their Homage ; for now he could, tor 
a Time at leaſt, do very well without them; 
therefore to let the whole Country be con- 
vinc'd of his Power, he ordered all ſuch 
as were his fincere Friends, and acknow- 
ledged him for their rightful Sovereign, to 
come with all the Forces they could poſſi- 
bly raiſe to the Caſtle of Deer Dabibab, 
or Bufcoran, where he intended to en- 
camp: And ſent for all Governors of 
Towns to bring him ſuch Sums of 
Money as were due to him, that by ſuch 

Demonſtrations of their Attachment to his 
Intereſt, he might be the more capable of 
forming a juſt Judgment of his loyal Sub- 
jects, and of ſuch Perſons, as he could with 
Safety and Pleaſure confide in. 

On the 575 of June the Emperor took 
the Field with the Blac Army, and a 
great Number of the Hianians, and ſeve- 
tal Parties from other Diſtricts of the 
County; and the ſame Day the Empe- 

| ror 
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tor, with his Army, encamped at Bufcoran, 
and was joined by no leſs than 20,000 
Beneceens, who had been the .only Ene- 
mies he had the greateſt Occaſion to fear, 
they being able to ſend ſo many fighting 
Men into the Field. The Emperor now 
ſent his Blacks and others to the South- 
ward, in order to reduce to Compliance 
a Set of People, that had not yet paid 
their Obedience ro him, who without any 
Scruple, comply'd to own him for their 
Sovereign, which proved a great Mortifi- 

cation to the City of O Fez, they being 
the principal People who uſed to ſupply 
them with all Kind of Proviſions, and 
other Neceſſaries for the Support of the 
Town, Soon after Larach, Arzelah, Laf- 
Heal, and the neighbouring Parts came to 
him with Preſents, who procur'd their 
ſeveral Pardons. This likewiſe gave the 
People of Sallee Aſſurauce to face the Empe- 
ror, in order to ſue for Pardon from x 4 
but before they accompliſlid their Deſign, 
ſome of the Benececns, on the Borders of 
Sallze, took the Governor as he was Hunt- 
ing, and brought him Priſoner to the 
Emperor. The Emperor at this Junc- 
ture being willing the whole Country 
ſhould once more acknowledge him, not 
only gave him his Pardon, which was 
more than he could expect, but gave him 
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likewiſe a Horſe, and ſent him to Salle, 
giving him Caution at the fame Time, not 
fo rebel againſt him who had now the 
Power over his Life, and to ſend him ſuch 
Money as was his due ; he likewiſe ſent 
a Pardon for the whole Town, as well as 
himſelf; at which he took his Leave of the 
Emperor in a very joyful Manner, to 
find that he had eſcaped the Fury of the 
Emperor's juſt Reſentment. 

We muſt once more beg the Reader's 
Indulgence for introducing a particular In- 
cident here, which happened while we 


were at Deer Debibab Caſtle, and which 


is tod material, we im agine, to be altoge- | 


therarhitted. 

The Emperor thinking proper to have 
four of his Chriſtian Slaves to attend him, 
each of them to take Care of a Horſe, 
Alexander Scot was one of the four, who 


was continued in that Poſt for about four 


Months. It was cuſtomary for them to 
be upon Duty every Night alternatively, 
with his other Guards. The faid Scot 
was ſo unfortunate one Night in particu- 
lar, as to have the Geld Breaſt-plate of the 
Horſe under his Care ſtolen by one of the 
Moors in waiting, whilſt he was faſt aſleep, 
with the Horſes Bridle in his Hand; and 


even after he was awake, he was altogether

inſenſible of. the fatal Misfortune that had 
attended him. 
All of them, having got their Horſes in 
due Order, led them up to the Back- ſide 
of the Emperor's Tent, about a Muſket- 
ſhot Diſtance from it, where they waited 
for the Emperor's waking, in order to pals, 
before him in Review, being cuſtomary. 
tor them ſo to Go every Morning and 
Evening. | 
This Cuſtom is punctually obſery'd, with: 
no other View, than that he may make 
is Choice of ſuch Horſe as pleaſes his; 
Fancy beſt for his preſent Uſe. Scot how 
ver, was fi:ting careleſsly on the Ground: 
vith one of his Brother Slaves, refreſh- 
ng himſelf with a Cruſt of Bread, and 
ot miff Ing in the leaſt his Horſe's Breaſt- 
late ; all on a ſudden one of the Gover- 
ors or Alcaides, who was a Mahometa:, 
ut uſed to look after the Horſes, came up 
d him, and gave him a ſmart Stroke on 
is Back, with this unexpected Salute, 
5 have loſt your Horfe's Breaſt-plate, Sir 
bz what is become of it? 
Poor Scot at his fo ſaying look'd at his 
ue; and miſting the Breatt-plate, ſtood 
it were Thunder-ſtruct ; and after a ſe- 
Fus Reflection or two on the dreadful. 

laſter that had attended him, ran with 
ars in his Eyes to a Dutch Captive, who 


7 had 
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had been in the Country near - 16 Years, for 
Advice to know how he ſhould behave un- 
der his foreſeen Calamity. What ſhall! 
do, ſaid be? One of the damn'd Infidel 
NMoors has ſtolen my Horſe's Breaſt- plate. 
The Dutch Captive, however, ran away 
trom him without making any Anlwer, 
or giving him any Advice in his deplora- 
ble Cate. 

Scot not knowing what to do, and ter- 
rified almoſt to Death, return'd back to hi 
Horſe, when the Moors went away with 
their Horſes, and left him all alone; but 
before they went, they told him, with a 
Sneer, that when the Emperor wak'd, and 
view'd the Horſes, he mult atk the Emp: 
ror for a new Breaſt-plate, and he wou b 
either give him one, or a Re//es, that „g 
a Muſket-Ball through his Body, 

The Emperor ſoon after this came out 
and view'd the Horſes; each Horſe having 
four Moors, anda Chriſtian Slave to attend 1 
bim: But the Horſe under the Care oi - 
Scot, which was now with them, havin! P. 
no Breaſt-plate, he had no Moors to attend 
him; whereupon the poor Slave fl 
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proſtrate on the Ground, and cry'd out it ay;

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The Emperor, ſeeing him in fuch a

This Order of the Emperor's terrified ſuch 
ot us as were preſent, and we took cur laſt 
Farewel of him, expecting never to have ſeen

was no ſooner in the Emperor's Preſence, 
than he aſked him, I Here was you when 
your Horſe had his Breaſt-Plate tazen of? 
But he making only ſome very poor and 
frivolous Excuſes, the Emperor, with a 
ſtern Countenance, called for his Muſket, 
and levelling it at his Head, ſaid, Villain, 
tell me no Lies, After that, he called for 
his Spear, and made an Offer to run it 
through his Body three Times ſucceſſively; 
but however, wounded him only (lightly, 
With the Fright, Scc fell down flat on the 
Ground; and when he was order'd to be 
taken up, he could not ftand upon his 
Legs. 

The Emperor, imagining he had terri- 
fied him ſufficiently for his Neglect, or- 
der'd him to be dragg'd out of his Pre- 
ſence, but forgave him as it was is fit 
Fault. 

Tho' he eſcap'd thus favourably out 0 
the Emperor's Hands, yet as ſoon as he 
was diſmis'd, and had got out of the 
Caſtle Gate, the Mcoriſb Soldiers treated 
him with all the Marks of Ignomimy and 
Contempt imaginable; one gave him 2 
ſevere Stroke on the Shoulder; anotlit! 

kicks 
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kick'd him on his Poſteriors, and a third 
ſpat in his Face; others again threw Stones 
and Dirt at him; and at the ſame "Time 
charg'd the Emperor with acting partially, 
in forgiving a Chriſtian a Fault, of which 
had a hundred Moors been found guilty, 
they would every Soul of them fell a Vic= #5 
tim to his Reſentment. . 

The next Day, the Emperor ſent for 
Scot again, and took his Horſe from him, 
and gave him to another Chriſtian Slave to 
look after. 5 

Three Days afterwards, being the Feſtiz #® 
val call'd Ramdan, (a Faſt all Day, but a 
Feaſt all Night * when the Emperor 
ſleeps away moſt Part of the Time of 
Faſting, the Guards divert themſelves from 
Eleven to Four in the Afternoon at what 
Diverſion they think proper; and as one 
of the Guards, and a Mior who had 
ſtolen theBreaſt-plate, were diverting them 
ſelves, with ſome others, at Foot-ball; the 
Moor kicking, with aLeather Bag faſten'd 
to his Back, one End of the Strap, to which 
the Breaſt-plate was faſtened, hung out and 
diſcover'd him. | 
When thcy retarn'd-to the Caſtle, one 
of the Moors endeavour'd to ſecure him; 
S and 
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and Scot hearing that the Thief was de- 
tected, flew at him like a Lyon, and fo 
did ſome of the Moors themſelves. The 
Engliſh Captives inſiſted on carring him di- 
ectly before the Emperor, when the Moors 
uſed their utmoſt Endeavours to perſuade 
them to the contrary, but to no Purpoſe. 

When he was brought before the Em- 
peror, he aſk'd him, what was the Reaſon 
Why be ſtole the Breaſt- plate off the Horſe 
that ⁊cus in the Chriſtian Captive's Keeping? 
At which, being confounded, and conſci- 
ous of his Guilt, he made a very trifling 
Reply. Whereupon the Emperor order'd 
him to be ſtript, and aſk'd one of his At- 
tendants, if he had a Knife about him, and 
whether it was ſharp or not, who made 
anſwer, that he had one, and that it was 
as ſharp as could be deſired. 

But the Emperor, not finding it anſwer 
his Expectations, told him with a Frown, 
that he had a gicat Inclination to cut his 
Throat with it, as he intended to do by 
the Priſoner ; but the Fellow being one of 
his Alcaids, or Grooms, and fom<thing of 


a Favourite, he luckily eſcap'd. 


The Emperor then ordered fix of his At- 
tendants to lay him flat on his Back upon 
the Ground; When they had ſo done, two 
were order'd to ſtand on his Legs, two on 
the Pit of his Stomach, one upon his Head, 

and 
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and the laſt on his Breaſt, After this the 
Emperor gave his own Knife from his Side 
to one of his Guards, and ordered him im- 
mediately to cut his Throat with it, which 
was accordingly done. 

As ſoon as the Fellow was thus ſacrificed 
to his Reſentment, he order'd his Body to 
be dragg'd away by the Hsels to the Caſtle 
Gate. When the Moors had done this 
Office, a Mule dragg'd him to Fez, (which 
was about two Miles diſtant from the 
Caſtle) where his Body was expoſed to pub- 
lick View in the Market-place, about a 
Week or ten Days; and then the Emperor 
having fent him his Forgiveneſs, they had 
Liberty to bury him, but not before. 

We ſhall now proceed to the Hardſhips 
we were obliged to bear at the Caſtle of 
Doer Dabibab. 

The Emperor's leaving us at Work at 
the Caſtle Dover Dabibab proved a very ſe- 


vere Mortification to us, who were now 


under the ſole Management of thoſe who 


were glad of ſuch an Opportunity to re- 


venge themſelves, on Account of the Death 
of our late Goal-keeper, They now for 
the leaſt Fault, would beat us to ſuch a 
Degree, that we were Black and Blue; 
and carried the Marks of their Spleen and 


Malice for a conſiderable Time after a- 


bout us; yet we never ſwerv'd from our 


lormer Reſolutions ; telling them, that it 
1 i would 
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would not be long before Muley Abdellah 
would Return, and then we ſhould have 
the Pleaſure to acquaint his Majeſty of the 
ill Treatment that we had met with from 
them. We moreover reminded them of 
our late Goal-keeper, who was put to Death 
for the very ſame Fault which they were 
now guilty of; but ſuch Intimations nor 
any other Perſuaſions could not appeaſe 
their Wrath againſt us. Their Spleen was 
now rajs'd to ſo high a Pitch, that they 
would pick out ſomething or other to make 
Faults where there were none, and would 
tell ſome Story to the Alcaide of the 
Town, without any Shadow of Truth ; on 
which, by his Order, we were put in Irons 
of Nights, after we had been hard at work 


e 
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Opportunity to revenge the Death of our 
Goal-keeper on Mr. Nelſon, (without the 
leaſt Occaſion, only on the bare Remem- 
brance of his being the Perſon who made 
the Complaint againſt him to the Emperor) 
by having him forc'd on the Ground, with 
his Face downward, and then two Moors, 
with large Sticks, to baſtinadoe him till he 
was near expiring; and indeed we had little 
Expectation of his Recovery for ſome 
Time after. | 

Juſt at this Juncture a Man came from 
the Emperor's Camp to the Caſtle, and in- 
form'd our inhuman Overſeers, that Muley 


Abaallab 


all Day; and once in particular he took an 
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Abdallah propoſed forthwith to remove 
from Bufcoran ; and it was generally con- 
iectured, that he would return to Fez. This 
gave us freſh Spirits, and enabled us to bear 
up a little longer under the barbarous In- 
ſults of our cruel and hard-hearted Over- 
ſeers; and we had then the Pleaſure with- 
out any Terror upon us, to let them know, 
that fince the Emperor was, coming, we 
ſhould have an Opportunity of acquainting 
him with their inhuman Deportment to- 


wards us, and that we did not doubt but 


that he would ſoon redreſs our Wrongs. 
This put them to a ſtand to know how, 
and by what Means they ſhould prevail on 
us to forget and forgive them, and think 
no more of making any Complaints againſt 
them to the Emperor. 

In order therefore to ſooth and pacify us, 
we were left to work in a Manner juſt as 
we pleaſed ourſelves; for ſometimes we ſaw 
nobody to obſtru& us, or ſo much as even 
to give us Inſtructions how to proceed. In 
ſhort, they would have ſuffer'd us to have 
paſs'd whole Days in Idleneſs, rather than 


we ſhould have made any Remonſtrances to 


the Emperor, in Regard to the Hardſhips 
which we Lad labour'd und-r, thro” their ill 
Treatment, during his Ablence, 

At laſt, however, vis. On the 20th of 
Fuly, 1748, we compleated the Caitic Doer 
| | Dabivab, 
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Dabibak, the Foundation whereof was laid 
on the 20th of February, 1740-7; as be. 
ſore- mentioned in Page 115. It will not 
be impreper, I think, to acquaint our Rea- 
ders here with the Dimenſions of this Caſ- 
tle. The outer Walls were about 260 Yards 


ſquare, or 1040 Yards in Circumference; 


four Feet thick, and twenty-four Feet high 
in moſt Parts, but in ſome upwards of 
Thirty, and incloſe five Acres and a Quar. 
ter of Ground, or thereabouts, 

Having thus given our Readers a juſt Ac- 
count of the Work we had done fince we 
came to Fez, they muſt doubtleſs allow, 
that we had not ſpent our Time in Idle- 
neſs. 

Notwithſtanding we were obliged every 
Day to undergo the Fatigues of our Taſks, 
be the Weather what it would, hot or cold, 
wet or dry; yet the pleaſing Thoughts of 
our Releaſe ſtill kept up our Spirits, and 
wonld not ſuffer us in the leaſt to fink un- 
der the Weight of our Oppreſſion. No 
ſooner had we compleated the tedious Jobb 
of building the Caſtle, but we were again 
tet to work, to fill a very large Pit with 
Dirt, that had been dug for Materials to 
mix amongſt others, with which we built 
the Caſtle. 

The Report of the Empcror's Return to 
Fez, proved, to our no {mall — 
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falſe and groundleſs, for inſtead of coming 

there, he paid a Viſit to Maquinegꝝ; and in 
2 ſhort Time after he had been in that City, 
News arrived from Tangier that Muley 
Muſtudy was a clole Priſoner there; and 
the Inhabitants finding that no Advantage 
could be gained over 22 Abdallah, ſent 
to him in the moſt ſubmiſſive Manner, 
and aſſured him, that they were now 
convinced of their fatal Error in being the 
Ringleaders, or the firſt of the Country that 
nad induced Mulcy Muſtudy to rebel againſt 
kim ; and that they hoped, as he had been 
o clement and merciful as to pardon the 
others, who had repented of their Diſſoy- 
alty, he would be equally indulgent to 
them ; and thatas an undeniable Teſtimony 
of their ſincere - Contrition, and of their 
earneſt Deſire to put an End to the Rebel- 
lion at once, they would deliver up Mzu/ey. 
Muſtudy, a Prifonce, into his Hands, to be 
diſpoſed of in ſuch Manner as he thought 
moſt convenient. 

Though this News, in all Probabilty was 
highly -grecable to the Eraperor, yet he 
did not in the leaſt ſeem pleated at the Im- 
priſonment of his Brother, and ſent them 
an Anſwer to this Effect. That it was im- 
Polſible for Hin to put any Triiſt or Confidence 
in thoſo, wwho but a little while face had ac- 
knxoledged Muley Muſtudy for their Sove- 
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reign; and when they found they could not 
Polſibly gain their Ends, they were fo baj: 
and perfidious, as to plunge into Deſtruction 
the very Man whom they had entreated to be 
their Emperor; and being now very well 
aſſured that they muſt comply, he would nit 
at any Rate pardon them till be had ample 
Satisfattion, 

The News of Muley Muftuay's being un. 
der Confinement in Tangier, induc'd the In- 
habitants of Old Fez to acknowledge Mule 
Abaallah, for which Purpoie they entreated 
Muley Tibe to go to the Emperor and ule 
his Intereſt to procure their Pardon, This 
Muley Tibe is look'd upon as the greateſt 
Saint in all that Country, and is worſhippd 
there as a petty God amongſt them. The 
Occaſion of his thus becoming the Objed 
of univerſal Veneration was this: An Alciade 
of Maquinez formerly had diſobliged tie 
Emperor, by ſpe. king diſreſpectfully of hi 
Government; and to ſecure his Life, had fled 
to Muley Tibe for Shelter and Protection. 
Muley Azdallah being inform'd where he 
vas, purſu'd him, and demanded the De- 
linquent of the Saint. Muley Tibe being 
willing (as he had always hetherto donc) 
to keep up his Dignity, and the venerable 
Characters which he univerſally bore, told 
the Emperor he could not poflibly comply 
with his Demand, and wondered how ſuch 
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Thought could ever enter into his Heads 
who ought rather to countenance, than diſ- 
courage what Gop and the Holy Prophct 
Ma bomet had ordain'd ſhould be in his Pow- 


er. This ſuperſtitious Diſcourſe of Mulcy 


Tibe's could not in the leaſt appeaſe the 
Rage and Reſentment of Muley Abdallab, 
who again demanded the Alcaide to be pro- 
refuſed him; 
whereupon, Muley Abdallah order'd that he 
ſhould be brought before him by Compul- 
ſion, and ſent ſome of his Guards to fetch 
him accordingly, Tho' his Soldiers indeed 


comply'd with the Emperor's Commands, 


yet 'tis reported that they were actually 
afraid, and obeyed his Orders with the 
utmoſt Reluctance, the Saint having been, 


as before hinted, ador'd, as it were, all 


over the Country, The Alcaide, however, 
being brought before him, the Emperor 
told Muley Tibe, that he would convince 
him, that he himſelf was the greater Saint 
of the two; for now, faid he, 'tis in my 
Power to take away this Rebel's Life, and 
not in your's to protect him; and ordered 
his Head to be ſevered from his Body that 
very Inſtant before Muley Tibe's Face; at 
tae ſame Time he obliged the Saint to pay 
him a conſiderable Sum of Money for his 
Diſobedience, and threatned him with 
immediate Death for the next Offence. 
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The Saint, however, {till very ambitious 
of preſei ving his venerable Character, told 
the Emperor very formally, that he was no 
Ways concern'd,*fince he was well aſſured, 
that it would not leſſen that Power which 
the Holy Prophet had conferr'd upon him, 
and that it would not be long before the 
Emperor himſelf would be ſenſible of the 
Raſhneſs of his Proceedings, and of the 
publick Indignity which he had offer'd to 
One, who was under the Inſpiration of the 
Holy Prophet. 

Juſt at this critical Conjuncture, a vio- 
tent Shock of an Earthquake was univerſal] 
felt, which ſo ſurpriſed the Emperor, that 
he return'd him the Money iuſtantly which 
he had extorted from him, and implor'd 
him to intercede with the Prophet for their 
Deliverance from the impending Danger, 
and ever aſter own'd him as a Saint of the 
firſt Order, 

According to the Requeſt of the Heads, 
or principal Magiſtrates of the City of Old 
Fez, Muliy Tibe went to the Emperor, and 
by his powerful Mediation procured a Par- 
don tor them; whereupon they opened 
their Gates, and fired their Guns Day and 
Night for three Days ſucceſſively, and 
flock'd from Old Fez to New Tex, and 
hardly a Word conld be heard from them, 
but Long Life to Miley Abdallah eur Sultan, 
and 
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and other the like publick Demonſtrations 
of Joy for their general Indemnity. 
Ile City of Old Fez being now no long- 
er at Variance with the Emperor, all Man- 
ner of Trade flouriſh'd; it being the greateſt 


Commerce, We ourſelves were now in 
greater Hopes of a ſpeedy Redemption than 
ever we had been before; for now the 
whole Country, acknowiedging Muley Ab- 
dallah for their Sovereign, gave our Am- 
baſſador Encouragement to proceed in his 
Negociations with the Emperor. 

{ Soon after the City of Oli Fez had thus 
| ſubmitted to the Emperor, we receiv'd a 
| Letter from his Excellency, wherein he 
| inform'd us, that as the Country was now 


e | as ſpeedy as poſhbble in procuring our Dil- 
charge ; and that nothing in his Power 
ſhould be wanting to reſtore us once more

4 | to that Happineſs we had ſo long been 
d wiſhing for, and from thole Hardſhips and 
ve : atigues which we had ſo long labour'd un- 
d or, 

d October 31}, 1748, We received a Let- 
d ter from Mr. Petticrew, in which he ac- 
d quainted us, that the Emperor had granted 
D, his Royal Licence for our coming to the 
, Alcaide of Tetuan; which ſaid Letter was 


dreught us by the People who came to 
U 2 tzich 


Place in all theſe Dominions for Trade and 


in Peace with the Emperor, hu would be 
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fetch us down thither, and that he was in 
Hopeshe ſhould, have the Pleaſure of ſecing 
us there very ſhortly ; and for that Purpoſe 
Mad given Orders that we ſhould be ſup- 
ply'd with a * T'/labee and Bambouches, 
or Shoes, and ſome Mules to eaſe us upon 
the Road. ; 

It cannot be imagined how over-joy'd 
we were at the Receipt of this Letter; be- 
ing at the ſame Time at Work in the 
Caſtle, there was ſomething very particu— 
lar in the Look of every one of us; ſuch 
chearful Alterations, intermix'd with Tears 
of Joy, that, for ſome Time after, we 
knew not how to behave ourſelves, and 
our old Black Overſeer now looked on us 
as grim as Lucifer on ſeeing us ſo over-joy'd; 
and wanted to know the Contents of the 
Letter, which on our informing him, that 
it was to let us know we were all to be ſent 
to Tetuan in a few Days to meet our Am- 
baſſador there, he ſaid he could not put any 
Belief in it; but as God would have it, it 
proved true; and in about ſeven Days, after a 
Guard from the Governor of Tetuan came 
for us, and conducted us thither in fix 
Days, which was upwards of 160 En- 
gliſb Miles. 

When 
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When we return'd home that Night we 
had receiv'd this Letter, we were compli- 
| mented by all the reſt of the Cöriſtian 
Captives of different Nations, on the 
Happineſs we were now likely to be Par- 
takers of; but there drop'd from their 
Cheek's Abundance of Tears, and they 
look'd more dejected at this Juncture, than 
they had ever done before, on Account that 
they had no View of ever taſting a Mo- 
ment's Freedom during their ſeveral Lives.“ 

The next Morning a Courier was diſ- 
patched to Maguinez, with a Letter to the 
Emperor; the Purport of which was to 


inform him, that the Alcaide of Tetwan's 


People was arrived at Fez, in order to take 
Charge of the Egli Captives, and con- 
duct them down to Tetuan to be deliver'd 
to their Ambaſſador there. 

This Courier was detain'd five Days at at 
Maguinez, which occaſioned a great deat 
of Uneaſineſs amongſt us, when at our 
Work, which continued to the laſt Day; 
every Perſon we could fee, we imagined 
to be the Courier, or ſome Perſon thar 
might be coming to ns, with the News we 
were waiting 5 for. However, 
on the 1270 of November, about three 


o'Clock 
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Captives, unleſs when he is drove to the lat Exiremity by 
Poverty; and then very rarely. 
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O'Clock in the Afternoon, the Courier arti- 
ved; when the Alcaide and the Chiefs of the 
1 People that came from Tetuan to guard us 
thither, came to the Caſtle to us, and in- 
form'd us, that the Emperor had ſent Or- 
f ders for us to ſet out on our Journey for 
15 Tetuan To-morrow Morning. Then with 
4 great Sincerity (indeed) we cried, Long Lie 
to Muley Abdaliab, and heartily thank'd the 
Alcaide, and the reſt, for the joyful News 
they had brought us. 

About four o'Clock this Afternoon, we 
had Orders to leave off Work, when our 
old Black Overſeer paſs'd the foilowing 
Compliment upon us, viz. That as he now 
bad no more to do with us, we might go 
Home; and it will not be long before you are 
in your own Country; ang if ever you ſhould. 
catch. me there, I ſhall not expect any better 
U/age from you, than you have had from me; 
and then ſent us out of the Caſtle, and 
jock'd the Gates, and follow'd us Home, 
However, as Aftairs ſtood, we car'd not 
to make him any Reply to his Compli- 
ment; for if we had, it might have been 
juch as he would not have liked, and per- 
haps, in ſeme Meaſure, been ſome Diſadvan- 
tage to us, 

When we came Home, we were in- 
form'd, that it was the Emperor's Order to 
the Governor, that four of our youngeſt

People ſhould be ſtopp'd, and ſent to him 


at Maguinez, and there to remain in his 
Poſſeſſion, till the Ambaſſador ſhould come 
10 him, and pay him his Demands, and 
then it was his Intent to make the Am- 
K baſſador a Preſent of the four Chriſtians, 
in Return of the Preſent the Ambaſſador 
bad brought with him from his Britannick 
Majeſty. According to the Emperor's 
Order four were choſe out from us, and 
taken to the Alcaide's Houſe, vi. Thomas 
Stanton, Thomas Beale, Emanuel Rocheſter, 
and Edward Fitzgerald, who were not 
ſuffered to ſee us afterwards, only one of 
Jour People was admitted to carry them 
ſome Things they had left behind with us. 
This, to be ſure, n.uſt be a great Shock to 


land not knowing, if ever, when they ſhould 
be relieved from their Slavery. > 


However, the next Morning, we did 


not ſet out on our Journey, as was ordered 


by the Emperor, on Account that our 
Proviſions were not ready for our Journey, 
there being no Place on the Road to ſupply 


us, we being therefore obliged to carry a ſuf- 


ficient Quantity to ſerve us, till we ſhould 
reach our Journey's End; but early the. 
Morning after, being the 1475 of Novem- 
ber, 1748, we were all with great Extacy, 
pleaſed to hear our Overſeer come.into the 
Priſon, 
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Priſon, and told us to depart from thence; 
which needed not a ſecond Command; for 
before the Words were well ſpoken by 
him, we were in Readineſs, All the 
Ciriftians of difterent Nations wiſhed us a 
good Journey to Tetron, and ſafe out of 
the Hands of the Barbarians, When 
we left them, they ſeem'd very diſconſolate 
about their own hard Fate; but aſtured 
us, that they would, as long as any of 
them had Exiſtence, remember us, and 
ſpeak of us to all unſortunate People, that 
ſhould hereafter become their Miſerable 
Companions, how ſerviceable we had been 
to them; and they accompanied us almoſt 
to the Town Gates, where we all ſhook 
Hands, and parted from them, and left 
them there to ſpin out the reſt of their 
Days in their miſerable Slavery. 

At our Departure from Fez, the Alcaide 
accompanied us about two Miles Diſtance 
from the Tovn, when he deliver'd us into 
the Carc of the Guard that came from 
Tetuan to conduct us thither, and after the 
Alcaide and our Guard had taken their 
Leave of one another, we proceeded on 
our Journey; but at about the Diſtance of 
200 Yards, we ſtop'd, and took our Leaves 
of the Alcaide, by Deſire of our Guard, in 
the following Manner, v/z, by crying aloud, 


Lone 
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Long Life to Scede Broker *, and gave big 


three Huzza's, and then ſet forward again 
on our Journey. 

This Journey was made- with all the 
Mirth imaginable, each one lampooning tae 
other upon all Occaſions, To add to the 
Pleaſure of our Journey, we had the fineſt 
Weather that we could. poſſibly deſire, but 
nothing very material happen' de *till we ar- 
rived within 16 Miles of Tetuan, where 
we were met by another Guard, who 
brought with them Horſes and Mules for 
each of us to ride on, that we might not 
make it late before we got into Town the 
next Day, This Evening, about two 
Hours before it was dark, we came to a 
pleaſant Meadow, where we lay that 
Night; and the Evenings proving ſome- | 
what cool, we made it our Employ to 

forage for Wood (of which we found 
Plenty) to make Fires with, as we had 4 
done every Night before. Our Fires were 
as large as thoſe that are made on Rejoy- 
cing-Nights at St. James's, or elſew here, 

‚ of which we always had three, and placed, 

| them in a T riangular Form, 2nd flepr'1 in 

the Center of th m. 

Early the next Morning, being Not den- 
ber the 20th, 1748, we ſet out, al! m unt 
ed, and about 12 O'Clock we had the, 
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mounted om Mules, and others on Foot, the 
Women 1iding a Rraddle as the Emperor $ 
Ladies do, when on their March from 
one Place to another, 

7 Juſt as we were entring the firſt Gate of 
the Town, we were met by Mr. Petticrew, 
Vice Conſul, and two or three other En- 
ghſh Merchants, who reſided there, to 
whom, as we paſs d by, we paid our Obe- 
| dience ; and when we were within the 
| Gate, we were met by Hedge Mahomet 
Jomim, Alcaide of Tetuan, and other Heads 
of the Town, with a Guard of two 
Is Hundred Soldiers; and as we paſs'd by him, 
according to Cuſtom, we cry'd Lila Cama 
We. Seede, that is, Long Life to thee cur Maſter. 

Multitudes of the Inhabitants crouded to 

ſee us pals along, when ſome would call us 

& Unbclievers, others Dogs without Souls, Cc. 
But our Guard (as often as they could take

the Tomb of Mahomet, and they are honoured by all 
or ſuch their Religeous Journey. 
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Pleaſure of ſeeing Tetuan at about two 
Miles Diſtance; when, as we came nearer, 
we were met by a great Number of the 
Inhabitants, eſpzcially Women; ſome 
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ſuch Occaſions. We were now put into 
a Pliſon, provided tor our Reception, where 
Mr. Petticrew came and gave us ſome 
Mutton, which he had got ſtew'd for us, 
as likewiſe ſome Bread, and to each Man 
a Cup full of Wine. 

Mr. Petticrew, about Four o'Clock, came 
again into the Priſon i in which we were ap- 
pointed to be, and wiſh'd us Joy of our fate 
Arrival at Tetuan, and delired to know 
how we had been treated on our Journey 
from Fez, thither ; and faid that now he 
hoped it would not be long before he ſhould 
ſee his Excellency in Tetuan, and that as 
toon as he was arrived he did not in the 
leaſt queſtion but our Redemption would be 
compleated in a vety ſhort Time after; for 
all which comtortable Diſcourſe we re- 
rurn'd him our fircere Thanks, and defired 
he would be fo good as to order us a daily 
Allowance to ſubſiſt on, which he imme- 
diately comply'd with, and allow'd us two 
Blankeens and a halt per Day, being as he 
ſaid equal to Six-pence, h. ch was allow'd 
to all Prifoneis of War, We often thought, 
'tis true, that our Caſe was ſomewhat hard, 
in not being allow'd the fame during gur 
Confinement and Slavery whilit at Bo- 
ran, Maquines and Fez, knowing that 
nothing neglectful on our Part had been the 
Qccation of our tedious, miſerable Captivi- 
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ty. Now, as Fortune had thought fit tha: 
we ſhouid offen more taſte of what we 
might call Plenty, each Man was for pur— 
chafing Victuals, Pots, and Wood, Cc. that 
he might immediately get ſomething to 
nov illi him v. ith; for although our Jour- 
ey proved very agreeable to us, yet we 
cannot ſay we were in any Reſpect over-fed; 
r ] believe, they were afraid; if we had 
cur Beiizs full, we ſhould not be able to 
march; however we now took Care that 
as vie receiv'd his Majeſty s daily Allows 
ance, to wanc nothing that it could purchaſe: 
Here e hid' Guards at the Door of our 
Hzbitation ; {>me to go any where that 
vie bad Occaſion for, either to buy our 
Proviſion, cr do any other Errand we ſre— 
quired ; and Ukrewite that if we had at any 
Times Mind ic walk about the Town they 
were obliged to go wita us. 

Soon atter' our Arrival at Tetuan, the 
Alcaide ſent to our Ambaſiador, to acquaint 
him hat row be had gat the Captives in his 
Poſſe tizon, he W. ould be glad if he would 
come hither, and bring their Redemption 
to a Concluſi n; fer it would oblige Mutey 
Abdallah tuch more than to make che Time 
long and edious. 

About the Middle of December his Ex- 
cellency tent each of us a Soldier's Coat and 
Breeches, a Pair of Shoes, Buckles, and 
Stockings, 
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Stockings, a Shirt and Cap, which was of 
great Service to us, we having been al- 
moſt naked for a long Time. The Sunday 
following, we all appeared in our Red 
Cloaths; and when dreſs'd, we began to 


think we made the beſt Shew in the whole 
Town. When we were ſometimes all 
| out together, the People would be croud- 
ing after us as much as at a Lord Mayor's 
show; nothing but Mirth was to be found 
amongſt us; for at that Time there was 
| 10 Obſtruction to hinder it, but our im- 
patient Expectations of the Arrival of our 


Ambaſſador; and our Deſire in that Par- 
ticular, was to our great Comfort at laſt 
accompliſh'd. 1 | 
Fan, 2, 1748-9. In. the Evening we 


| ipy'd a Sail ſtanding into the Bay, which 


orov'd the Brave Sherbeck, Capt. Haſwell, 
longing to Gibraltar; but this Evening 
ze could not learn what ſhe was, or what 
Account ſhe came upon; but early the 4d 
in the Morning we could. ſee from off the 
Top of Mr. Petticrew's Houſe with a Spy 
ing-Glaſs, a Union Flag at the Maſt Head, 
Which Mr. Petticrew ſaid was a Signal, 
the Ambaſſador was on Board her. Ac- 
cordingly Mr. Petticreww went, and in- 
formed the Alcaide thereof, and immediate- 
iy afterwards went down to the S-a-fide, 
and went aboard the Sherbeck, and m_ 

With 
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with the Ambaſſador till he came on 
Shore, which was the Day following. 

Fan, the 4th, about Two in the Morn. 
ing, the Wind coming to the Eaſtward, 
and blowing pretty freſh, ſo that the Sher. 
beck could not ride much longer at an 
Anchor, but muſt be obliged to weigh, 
and depart, the Ambaſſador not willing ty 
go back to Gibraltar, came on Shore ; 
which News was not long before it reach'd 
the Town, and we immediately gave three 
Huzza's, and upon a long Pole hoitted a 
Union Flag, on the Top of our Priton, 
which we. had made ready againſt the 
Time his Excellency ſhou:d land. 

Abou 7 o'Clock the Alcaide ſent down 
the beſt Horſe he had for the Ambaſſador 
to ride on to the Town; and about Eight 
ali the Chriſtian Merchants in the Town 
went down to accompany his Excellency 
thither ; and about Nine the Alcaide fol- 
lowed them with the Soldiers belonging 
to the Town, firing with Powder all the 
Way they went ; and about Eleven of 
the Clock, they all ſet out from the 
Place where his Excellency landed, in as 
grand a Manner as poſſible. By this Time 
the Town. Walls were lined with the Peo- 
ple to fee his Excellency's Entry into Je- 
tuan, when all the Time they. were com- 
ing forward, the Moors kept continually 

firing; 
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firing; and when his Excellency entered 
: Gates of the Town, the Cannon- in the 
2 Caſtle and Town were fired, and ] believe 
| every one that had a Muſket found a Uſe 
for it that Day; and the People in general 
| cemed full of Joy at his Excellency's En- 
I into Tetuan; nor did they leave off 
| ring in one Part of the Town or other 
till 'twas almoſt dark. As for our Parts, 
t is almoſt impoſſible to expreſs the ma- 
y loud Acclamations of our Joy; our 
uzza's were repeated one after the other 
s faſt as poſſible. Our Colours were fly- 
g twenty Foot above the Roof of our 
mon ; and eyery Thing elſe in ſhort that 
e could do, was done, to expreſs our 
y on this happy Occaſion. 

Jan. the 5th, we wrote ſome few Lines 
his Excellency, to congratulate him on 
Landing in Barbary, and in Behalf of 
ſelves ; "defiring that his Excellency 
puld take into his Conſideration, to get 


ns another Place to live in; for that the 
Ir on we were then in, vol too ſmall 
WF fuch a Number of People; beſides, it 
a s s ſo old, and ſo much out of Repair, 


t we daily expected it would fall on

Some ſhort Time paſt away without any 
particular Steps taken towards our Re- 
demption ; when the Alcaide thinking it 
long, (fearing leſt the Emperor ſhould ima. 
gine that he, in ſome Meaſure or other, had 
been negligent in proceeding in his Ne. 
gotiation) defired his Excellency ſeven 
Times to bring to a Concluſion the Re. 
. demption of us Captives ; whereupor 
74 they had ſome Conferences on that Head 
i but could not agree, which created us n 
{mall Uneaſineſs; for we were inform'dh 
the Moors, that in Caſe the Ambaſlady 
ſhould not give the Alcaide that Satisfac 
tion which he expected, and that ſpeedi 
too, we ſhould be put into the Mortins 
or Dungeon ; of which we ſhall giye a pa 
ticular Account in another, and more prope 
Place. 3 
Though the Apprehenſion of bein 
lock'd in ſo ſhocking a Place, ſtruck 
with a Kind of Panick, and greatly e 
heartened us; yet we could not tell hi 
to help it; we thought, however, that !

theſe Hopes, we bore the bad News 
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as much Patience as poſſihle, and livd tn 
Expectation of a happier Turn to our 
wayward Fortune ;., but no Negotiation 
going forward in regard to our Releaſe, we

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Sollicoffre, Eſq; was in ſiſted on, whereof the

« for the laſt Slaves redeemed, he muſt 
* diſpute with Muley Abdellah, 'foI would

When they came to his Excellency, 
they informed him what'the Alcaide had 
faid to them.

Time to indulge them and us in our uſual 
Liberty, 

They return'd to the Alcaide, and tins | 
liver'd--his Excellency's Compliments and 
Meſſage, and ſignified to him, that his Ex- 
cellency was in ſome Doubt whether after 
he had got the Money in his Poſſeſſion he 
would let us embark or not, To which 
he anſwer'd ; Let the Ambaſſador. ſend 
* fot the Money; and When I am ſatisfi- 
ed that it is on Board the Veſſel, you and 

Jour Brethren ſhall embark ; and when 

+ you are on Board, I ſhall expect the: 
Money, but not before. So now you 
may return to your Ambaſſador, and 
inform him what I have faid to you 3 
and morever to aſſure him, that in caſs 
IJ can oblige him in any other Reſpe&s; 
{ I will, and that you ſhall have the ſame 
Liberty now to walk about the Town 
vith a Guard as you had before. 

Now with hab Hearts full of Joy at 
this happy Turn of Fortune, to thinlt 
they had eſcaped being put in the Dun- 
geon, they return'd to the Ambaſſador, and 
acquainted him with what the Alcaide had 
aid to them, in regard to the Manner of 
the Payment of the Money. for our Re- 
leaſe, with aybich: Bis Exeellency : ſeethd 
fo bb pleated) eee ug 
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them and us our uſual Liberty. After 
this they return'd to our Priſon, and ac- 
quainted us with what had paſs'd, the 
former Part of which ſurpriz d us very 
much; for as the Proverb is, A burnt Chill 
dreads the Fire, ſo we were greatly a. 
fraid of being launch'd into more Suffer- 
ings; but the latter Part of the Paſſage 
between the Ambaſſador, the Alcade, and 
them, gave us all great Satisfaction. 
. There bejng at this Time a Veſſel in the 
Bay belonging! to Gibraltar, and ready 
to ſail, put us the more in Spirits on ac- 
count that the Ambaſſador had ſaid he 
would ſend for. the Money by the fir 
Veſſel that ſhould go from Tetuan to Gi- 
braltar. Aceordingly, when the Veſſel 
ſail'd, we all wiſh'd her a pleaſant Gale, 
and quick Paſſage ; but after ſhe had been 
gone about two Days we began again to 
think of her.'Return, as for certain any 
body would have done, eſpecially. at, this 
critical Juncture, as the leaſt Delay might 
again plunge us into almoſt as bad Circum- 

nces as ever we had yet undergone ; 
but however the Wind continuing Eaſter- 
ly, the Alcaide had not any Reaſon to be 
uneaſy, for he well knew with that Wind 
no Ship could come from Gibraltar to 
Tetuan. At length the. Wind coming t9 
to the Weſt, we were in great Ex Nea 
N that 
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that our Releaſe would ſpeedily be com- 
pleated; and according to our Deſire, a 


Veſſel arrived from Gibraltar, and the 
Commander came to the Town, but we

could not get any poſſitive Account from 
him whether the Money for our Redemp- 
tion was come or not, any father than he 
told us we need not doubt but that we 
ſhould be in a very ſhort Time at Gibral- 
tar. This Account was of no real Satiſ- 
faction to us; for this Night all of us that 
were out, were drove into our Priſons. 
The Moors, who were our Guards, be- 
gan to uſe us in a very indifferent Manner 
to what they had before done; the Reaſon 
of which was ſoon comprehended, know- 
ing that they dare not uſe us ill, except 


it was the Alcaide's poſitive Orders; 3 and 


we could not in the leaſt find wherein the 
Alcaide could have had any  Occafion to 
treat us worſe than he had done before, 
only on Account, that the Money was 
not come, according to Promiſe, for our 
Redemption. However, the Alcaide being 
willing to let us underſtand why we were 
now more cloſe confined than uſual, ſent 
for the ſix People that were with him be- 
fore, at the Time that the Ambaſ⸗ 
ador. agreed to ſend for the Money, 
and ordered them to ſit down by Nw 
| L n 
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and ſent again for the Interpreter, wo 
poke to them in the following Terms: 

« You all know very well, that Your 
« Ambaſlador promiſed the Money ſhould 
« be payed for your: Redemption ſome | 
« Time ago; but it could ww, mus : 
on Account of the Wind being contfary 
te far Veſſels to come from Gibraltar; 
« but now the Wind has ſhifted, and ther 
* is a Veſſel come, but the Moneyj is not, 
< ] am quite ſurpriſed your Ambaſſador 
* ſhould play with me in this Manner; 
ce therefore do you go to him and inform 
* him, I ſhall wait till To: morrow for x 
* poſitive Anſwer from him, to know if 
* he intends to pay the Money or! not, 
* that you may go to your Country, or be 
* ſent back to Muley Abdallah in Irons, for 
© I cannot delay any more Time without 
the Emperor's expreſs. Orders.” . 

Our People begg'd he would. have 4 
little more Patience, and doubted not but 
that the Ambaſſador would ſoon have the 
Money there for him, and bring every 
Thing to a Concluſion, in ſuch a Manner 
that would n n 

Well then, aid he, go to-your Ambal 
fador, and inform him, thas I will wait 
* another Veſſel arrives, to ſee if he will 
bu: occaſion the Money to be broyght ; 

I would not have i it faid, that I ami " ut 

ea 
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leaſt a Foe to him, or any of you, and 
lo- morrow you (hall have your Liberty, 
as uſual, again; for which they return'd 
him their Thanks, and went to his Ex- 
cellency, and acquainted him with what 
the Alcaide had ſaid to them: He told 
them not to be cut of Heart, on Account 
of the Money not being come: * For,” 
ſaid he, © I now give you my Promile, it 
*© ſhall not be long before you ſhall be ſet 
at Liberty.” Then after paying their 
Reſpects to his Excellency, they return'd 
to our ee and inform'd us all of 
what had paſs'd between the Alcaide and 
them, and hat the Ambaſſidor had ſaid, 

in regard to it, but all the People ſeem'd 
very uneaſy about their being thus dilap- 
pointed, and the only Thing they had 
now to comfort them was, their not be- 
ing confined in the Manner they appre- 
hended they ſhould, 

The Veſſel that was in the Bay ſet fail, 
and ſoon after another Veſſel arrived, but 
brought no Money : After that two others 
arrived at different Times; and their not 
bringing any m with them, made us 
all very melencholy, expecting, in a ſhort 
Time, to be put in the Dungeon; but theſe 
Veils fail'd again for Gibraltar, without 
the Alcaide's raking any Notice to us about 
his former Diicourle, which put us into 
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freſh Hopes, that Affairs went better on 
our Side than we 1magined, and we again 
endeavoured to ſettle our Thoughts, and 
wait with Patience, fill ſomething of a 
Change happened, either for better or 
worſe. 

March the 14th, 1748-9, in the Even- 
ing arriv'd the Brave Sherbeck, Capt. Ha. 
well, from whom we were in great Ex- 
pectations of News to our Advantage; but 
could not be any ways inform'd that Night, 
on Account that the Captain did not come 
to the Town till the next Morning. 

March the 15th, about Ten o Clock 
Capt. Hafwell came to Town, and went 
to the Ambaſlador, where ſome of our 
People got an Opportunity to ſpeak to 
him, but could not be fatisfy'd how Af- 


1 ſtood; however, about Two Clock 


in the Afternoon the Alcaide {ent for us 
all, in a great Hurry, which put us to a 
Stand, to know what might be the Occa- 
ſion of his ſending for us; for whenever 
he had before ſent for us, 'twas an ill 
Omen, of ſomething or other that was 
very diſagreeable to us. 

When we were all come before him, 
he ordered us to ſtand in a Line, which 
we accordingly doing, he came to us, and 


pick'd out 25 from amongtt us: Then he 


call'd for Phel;x Conway, and ordered him 
| to 
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to tell us, that the 25 pick'd out, were to 
embark To-morrow, and the reſt were to 
ſtay ſome little Time longer ; for there 
was not Money enough come to pay for 
the Redemption of any more, and the 
Redemption of the Reſt was expected in 
10 cr 12 Days Time when they ſhould all 
20; and then ſent thoſe that were choſen 
to embark the next Day, to a Houſe by 
themſelves, and thoſe that were to ſtay, 
to a Priſon by themſelves: Then we that 
were ordered to embark returned the Al- 
caide our ſincere Thanks, and went to 
our Houſe with our Hearts full of Joy. 

March the 16th, about Eleven o'Clock 
in the Morning, his Excellency ſent for us, 
the twenty-five following, viz. Edward 
Hutchings, William Earl, John Linguiſt, 
Thomas Jones, a Black, Kinſbe Betten, Ar- 
thur Price, fohn Haynes, Thomas Pearce, 
William Hudſon, fohn Trot, Thomas Laws- 

fon, Thomas Bell, John Gibſon, George 
Eqager, Jobn Croak, Ephraim Moore, Tames 
Mell, John Buckland, James Pridbam, 
N Richard Gougb, James Bartie, Alexander 
Hamilton, Thomas Belſon, Felix Connauay, 
Timothy Sullivan, who were to embark, and 
gave us all ſeparate Certificates, wiſhing us 
ſafe to England; and about 12 o'Clock we 
were, by the Alcaide's Order, ſent with- 
out the Town Walls, at which Place we 
2 2 were 
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were met by Mr. Petticrew, Capt. Ha, 
well, and the Alcaide, where twelve 
Mules were provided for us, to help us for- 
ward on the Road, there having been a 
great deal of Rain, which occaſicned the 
Roads to be very bad. 

We were not far out of the Town be— 
fore it began to rain very hard, on which 
the Alcaide told Mr. Petticrew, that as the 
Weather was likely to prove ſo bad, it 
would not be improper for us to ſtay till 
the next Day; but the Reaſon that he 
had for delaying the Time was, he had 
agreed for us 25 to embark, without the 
Knowledge of the Emperor, and the Dread 
of the Emperor's Diſpleaſure being per- 
ceived in the Alcaide's Countenance, by 
Mr. Petticrew and Capt. Haſwell, Capt. 
Hafwell told the Alcade, That the Showers 
came from off the Mountains only in Squalls, 
and would not laſt ton, or, if they did, he 
boped, he did not imagine, that we, at this 
Juncture, would delay a Moment, on Account 
of the Weather. Notwithſtanding what 
Capt. Haſwe!! had faid, the Alcaide ſeem'd 
vet very uncaſy ; upon which Mr, Petti- 
crew defired to know, if it was his Inten- 
tion we ſhould embark, or not; Fr, ſaid 
he, / you are any ways tender, and ima- 
wine the Weather will be of any Prejudice to 
their Healths, ſend them back at once to their 
Priſon, 
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Priſon, for it is as bad, or worſe, for toven; 
to ſtand here in the Rain, than to proceed, 
in order to embars; but I imagine you d 
not core to part wilh them; and if you ao not, 
«hen de you imagine to get the Money into 
your Hands? Do you think that the Gover - 
nor of Gibraltar will ſend the Money & fecond 
Time? No! he will not; nor will he, for 
the future, ever take your Word en any Ate 
count whatever; and when the Merchants 
F Gibraltar come to underſtand vou are not 
a Man of your Word, they awill not think 
themſelves ſafe to carry on the leaſt Cam- 
merce with this Town, 

The Alcaide, on hearing this, and be- 
ing conſcious if he got the ill Will of the 
Merchants at G:bra/tar, twould be of great 
Prejudice to the Town, ordered we ſhould 
depart, which was joyfully obey'd by us; 
ſme mounted the Mules, others ran on 
Foot ; and, indeed, thoſe on Foot kept 
a-head of the Mules all the Way to * Max. 
teen, When we came to Mas teen „ the 
Captain, and two AMcprs who were or— 
dered by the Alcaide to receive the Money, 

went on Board, in order to bring it on 
Shore, and when'the Money was in the 
Boar, 
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* Marteene, the Place where all Goods are Ex- 
ported and Imported to and for the Town of Tetwan, 
and is about ſeven oHiles Diſtance: 
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Boat, the Moors were to hoiſt and ſtrike 
the Enfign three Times, at which Time 
we were to put off, in order to embark, 
and the Boat with the Money was to come 
on Shore. 

Accordingly about Three o' Clock, two 
Boats being got ready for us, the above- 
mentioned Signal was hoiſted ; when we 
all, ina Moment, jump'd into the Boats, 
and with all the Joy imaginable once more 
had the Pleaſure of taſting that Freedom, 
which we had ſo long wiſh'd for. 

Being now embark'd, we congratulated 
each other on the Occaſion, and returned 
our unfeign'd Thanks to the Almighty 
God, who, of his great Goodneſs, had 
freed us from the Intults of theſe merci- 
leſs Barbarians. 

We arrived the next Day at Gibraltar, 
which was the twentieth, where we con- 
tinued till the 27th; on which Day | 
being all on Board his Majeſty's Ship the ; 
Crown, we failed from thence, and on the 1 
11th of May, 1749, arrived in Portſmouth 
Harbour, where we left that Crown, which 
crown'd us with Liberty, and brought us 
once more to our native Land. 

From Portſmouth we came to London, 
and in a Petition to his Majeſty we {et 
forth the Nature of our paſt Sufferings, 


&c, when his Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed 
f to 
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to order his Royal Bounty of 5/, each; 
and his late Royal Highneſs the Prince of 
Wales ordered co /. to be divided amongſt 
as, which was accordingiy done. 

Having now accompanied the twenty- 
five before-mentioned from their Captivity 
to England, we ſhall now return to the 
twenty-ſeven of our Fellow-Sufferers, who 
were not redeemed till the 8/þ of December, 
1750, 

On the 19th of March, 1748-9, when 
the Brave Sberbeck ſailed from Tetuan Bay 
to Gibraltar, all of us were willing to ſee 
them ſail, though our Hearts were ſorrow- 
ful at their Departure, not that we any 
way envied their Happineſs, but were in 
the utmoſt Concern, fearing that we ſhould 
not enjoy our Liberty ſo ſoon as was repre- 
{ſented to us by the Alcaide ; however the 
Brave Sherbeck, being under Sail, we wiſh'd 
them ſafe to England, and ſtood upon the 
Hill, gazing on the Veſſel till ſhe was out 
of Sight, when we left the Bill, and re- 
turned to our Priſon, where we condoled 
our hapleſs Fate, and how unfortunate it 
was for us, that the Sum for the Redemp- 

tion of us all was not ſent at that Time. 
waile the Road was open for all our Free- 
doms ; but then again ſome new Sparks 
of Hope would appear, and enliven our 
drooping Spirits, ſaying to one another, 
as 
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45 how there is twenty-five gone, ſurely 
we ſhall not be ſuffered to remain here, 
ind be tent back to Fez, which we ima— 
vined mult prove the dreadful Conſequence 
ct Delays. 

About twenty Days after our fortunate 
twenty-five Companions were gone from 
us, his Excellency was informed that there 
was a Ship ſtanding into the Bay; on 
which he went upon the Roof of the 
Houle, and with a Glaſs, knew her to be 
the Nightingale, and then his Excellency 
wiſhed thole of our People, who were 
with him Joy: For, ſaid he, 7s his Ma- 
_zefty's Ship the Nightingale, aud has brought 
the Money for your Redemptions ; which his 
Excellency well knew, having received 
Letters from Gibraltar, which had in— 
torm'd him, that ſhe had been diſpatched 
to Cadiz for the Money. Thoſe who were 
then with his Excellency ſoon acquainted 
the reſt, which cauſed a univerſal Joy 
amongſt us. 

That fame Evening his Excelleny ſent 
Mr. Petticrew to the Alcaide, to inform 
him, that the Ship arcived in the Bay had 
brought the Remainder of the Money for 
the Redemption of the Captives, 

We were, at this Time inſpired with 
new Life, and the Looks of Free-Men 
appeared in each Countenance ; but to our 

no 
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no ſmall Mortification, when Mr. Petti- 
crew returned, he acquainted his Excel- 
lency, that the Alcaide had received new 
Inſtructions from the Emperor, not to 
part with one of the Engliſh Captives till 
ſuch Time he had received from the Eng- 
liſh Ambaſſador the former Redemption- 
Money remaining due; and alſo that 
which they ſaid was paid to the Baſhaw * 
Hamet. Next Day the Ambaſſador had a 
Conference with the Alcaide, at which 
Time his Excellency acquainted the Al- 
caide, that the Money paid to Baſhaw 
Hamet was by Force ; for that when the 
late John Leonard · Sollicaſfre, Eſq; came 
from the Emperor, and brought with him 
the Britiſhß Captives to Tetuan, Baſhaw Ha- 
met, then Governor of the Town, before he 
would ſuffer the Captives to embark, in- 
ſiſted on Bills for the Payment of the Mo- 
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* The Sum that remained due was 4, 399 J. Is. 
which the Ambaſſador had agreed to pay, as well as 
350 Mexico Dollars, equal to an Engli/h — 
as Redemption -· Money for each Man. The other 
Sum that had been paid to Baſhaw Hamet was 8,201 /. 
which the Ambaſſador refus' d to pay, having no In- 
ſtructions ſo to do. 

The Reaſon why it was again demanded was this, 
ſoon after Baſhaw Hamet had got Poſſeſſion of the 
Money from Mr. Solliceffre, he rebelled againſt his 
Maſter Mulæy Abdallah, and applied the Money to 
ſupport his own Dignity. 
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ney agreed on, between the Emperor and 
Mr. Sollicoffre, for their Redemption; and 
Mr. Sollicaſtre doubtleſs imagined, that 
when Baſhaw Hamet had received the Mo- 
ney, he would forthwith have remitted 
it to his Majeſty, as it was his Duty fo to 
have done; but as he had not remitted 
it, it was proper that the Baſhaw's Family 
38 ſhould be anſwerable for- it, and not to be 
| is again demanded, and inſiſted on a ſecond 

| Time, from his Britannick Majeſty : His 
Excellency, for three Days ſucceſſively, did 
all that was in his Power with the Alcaide 
to forward our Redemption, but all to no 
Purpoſe. : 

His Excellency, in theſe Emergencies, 
knew not what to do, more than to offer 
the Payment of 4, 399 J. 15. and the Head- 
Money, upon Condition, that we were em- 
bark d on Board the Nightingale; which 
the Alcaide refus'd to accept of, on Account 
that his Inſtructions from the Emperor, 
were to inſiſt on the 8,201 J. which was 
paid to Baſhaw Hamer, and the 4,399 “ 
15. remaining due, and Head - Money 
for our Releaſe, 

The Alcaide, finding he could not bring 
his Excellency to agree to theſe Terms, 
told him, he would put us into the Morti- 
more, and in a ſhort Time ſend us back to 
the Emperor in Irons, and oblige him to 
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go along with us; and not only that, but 
would ſend his Row-Boats and Gallies out 
to make Repriſals of any Engliſh Ships 
they could meet with; which conſequent- 
ly, if he had done, muſt have encreaſed 
the Number of Captives, and brought a 
vaſt Expence upon the Government. 

Upon this, our Ambaflador deſir'd the 
Captain of the Nightingale to let Mr. Ste- 
dens, his firſt Lieutenant, go to England 
to carry Diſpatches from him to the Mini- 
ſtry, for Inſtructions how to proceed 


in this critical Affair, which was readily 


comply'd with, and Mr. Stevens left Tetuan 
the 28th of April, 1749. During the Time 
Mr. Stevens was going to England and back, 
which took up two Months we had the 
ſame Liberty of walking about the Town 
in the Day-time with a Guard as before. 
Mr. Stevens being returned, we were 
in Hopes of being ſoon at Liberty; but 
to our no ſmall Mortification, we found 
he had not ſucceeded according to our Ex- 
pectations. | 
The Alcaide, finding Mr. Stevens was 
returned, and no Money likely to be paid, 
ſent for the Ambaſiador, and again made 
a Demand of the Emperor's Money due, 
not only of the 4,399. 1 5. but alſo of the 
8, 201 l. which had been paid to Baſhaw 
Haimnet, and alſo the Head-Money ; when 
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his Excellency told him, as before, that he 
could not in the leaſt exceed the Inſtruc- 
tions he had from his Maſter, the King of 
Great- Britain; and therefore he could 
not comply with his Demands, 

His Excellency, in theſe Perplexities 
could in no wiſe perſuade the Alcaide from 
{ending us back to Fez, unleſs his Excel- 
lency would fign an Acknowledgement 
that their accurs'd, mercenary Demands 
were juſtly due to them ; and likewite that 
his Excellency would give an Obligation 
for the Payment of the Whole in two 
Month's Time. His Excellency, in Confi- 
deration of the Expence it would bring 
on the Government, and the Danger of 
increaſing the Number of Captives, if their 
Row-Boats and Gallies ſhould take any of 
our Merchant Ships, complied with their 
unjuſt Requeſt ; for if he had not, he muſt 
have been under the univerſal Slander of 
the Merchants, who would unanimouſly 
have blamed him for not preventing their 
Row. Boats and Gallies from taking their 
Ships while he was on the Spot. 

The two Months being expired, and to 
our great Mortification, no Money come, 
the Alcaide refuſed to take the 4,399 /. 15. 
and Head-Money for our Releaſe, which 
was offer d him; and thinking to forward 
the Payment of the whole Money de- 

ELL > manded 
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Imanded, ſtopp'd Commerce with Gibra!- 
ar, and put us in the Mortimore, and abu- 
ſed the Ambaſſador ſhamefully, and again 
threatened us with ſending us back to Fe 
in Irons, which we greatly fear'd. 
After we had been in the Mortimore 
three Weeks, Commodore Kepple came 
Wnto the Bay with his Squadron, when his 
Excellency informed the Commodore how 
Affairs ſtood with him and us, and laying 
before him the dreadful Conſequences of 
pur being ſent back again into Slavery, 
Frhich muſt inevitably happen, if the Al- 
| aide was not appeas'd, as well as the Dan- 
ger that might happen, by taking our 
ö erchant Ships, which would enthral others 
nto that miſerable Slavery we were now 
} ſecond Time under Apprehenſions of 
Peing ſent to. 
Upon which, Commodore Kepple pro- 
iſed the payment of the 4,399/. 15. RO 
the Alcaide then agreed to take, and 
ented himſelf to wait for the Reit, "il 
uch Time as Anſwers were come from 
England. This Promiſe of Payment re- 
eas'd us from the Mortimore, and reſtor'd 
sto our uſual Liberty; but, to our gra: 
lisfortune, Commodore Kefple did rot pay 
he Money according to Promie ; upon 
vhich, the Alcaide put us into the orti- 
zore a ſecond Time, and confin'd the Am- 
baſſador 
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baſſador to his Chamber, where two Black lo 
Guards, or Ruffianous Fellows, were put 
as Centuries at his Chamber Door, ani Ml 5, 
had Orders not to ſuffer any CHriſtian, ot & 
eto (though their Buſineſs miglit be ever if th

to Fez; which would not only greatly enhance b 
the Expence of the Crown, diſgrace his Ms te 
jeſty*s Preſent, by Confiſcation, and his Am 
baſſador, by a Denial of Audience, but rende fi 
him, and his Attendants, no leſs miſerable that . 
thoſe he came to redeem. The Ambaſſzdo 


anſwer'd, That he could not engage din 
{ 
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chat Manner for the Payment of ſuch Sums iu 


ſo ſhort a Time; but did directly hire a Po- 
lacre to carry over Letters to the Governor of 
Gibraltar, intreating him to ſend the former 
Sum due, of 4, 3991. 15. which was in his Poſ- 
ſeſſion. The Governor ſent back a Letter to 
the Ambaſſador, and a ſharp one to the Al- 
caide, but no Money; whereupon the Ambaſ- 
ſador's Houſe was immediately inveſted with 
a Party of Soldiers, who firſt violently dragg'd 
away his Secretary, Mr. Charles Sturgis, tear- 
ing off his Cloaths, and tumbled him into a 
diſmal deep Dungeon under Ground, called 
the Mortimore, where he lay buried, without 


Light of Sun or Moon, for above three 


Weeks; which was not only ſo dark, but ſo 
chilly that it might, but for the ſignal Favour of 
Providence, have loſt him the Uſe of his Limbs, 
or Life itſelf. Afterwards twenty-ſeven of the 
Engliſh Slaves were taken, in the like Manner, 


out of their Priſon, and with a Portugueze, 


who was one of the Ambaſſador's Servants, 
nurried into the ſaid moſt dreadful Interment ; 
and the Ambaſſador himſelf had Irons brought 
into his Houſe, wherewith he had been ſurely 
fetter d, but for the Oppoſition made againſt it 


by the Engliſb Merchants; yet they had de- 


graded him, and taken off his Allowance. 
After three and twenty Days, one of the Guards 
brought Word to the Alcaide, that the Secre- 
tary was very ill, and his Life in Danger; 
whereupon he appointed him to be led up be- 
fore him; and when he underſtood how ſted- 
faſtly willing the young Man was to ſuffer tor, 
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broke open before he ſaw it, and interpreted

or with his Maſter, the Barbarian relented, and 
gave him Liberty to return home again: There 
was not a Moor, or a Jew, ſuffered to approach 
the Ambaſſador ; not ſo much as the Few who 
was wont to ſhave him.

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to the Alcaide, by an Enghſh Renegade or 
Apoſtate. Two Negroe Porters, who were 

lanted at the Ambaſſador's Street-Door, had 
the Keys of all his Rooms, above and below; 
and two ruſfianly Soldiers were conſtantly poſt- 
ed, to watch and fleep every Night at his 
Chamber-Door ; nor could his Secretary go any 
where Abroad without a Guard. The Alcaide, 
finding no Money arrive from Gibraltar, by 
the Time limitted, and that the Governor had 
paid no Regard to his Proteſt againſt the Am- 
baſſador, gave him to underſtand, that he had 
compelled ſeveral of the Eugliſʒ Merchants to 
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Part of the King's Preſents, deſigned for the 
Emperor, to fulfil his Engagements with him; 
and the Remainder thereof was expected every 
Moment to be alſo carried away. The Engl 
Merchants were frighted from the Coaſt at 


theſe Severitics, *till, at laſt, that they might 
be induced to return and trade again as uſual, 


the Alcaide ordered the Captives to be releaſed 
out of the Mortimore, and remitted again to 
their Priſon. On the 28th of OFober arrived 
there the Brave Sherbeck, Capt. Haſwell, with

of our cloſe Confinement, we were obliged 
fo truſt the Mor; with; of which theſe 
mercinary Villains always cheated us of one 
half, at ſometimes all. Proviſions, at 


the ſame Time, was very dear, on Ac- 


Count of a Famine and Plague, that was 
at that Time raging all over the Country, 
which made our Caſe more deplorable than 
it had ever been during our Captivity. 

When his Excellency was confined to 
his Chamber, the Alcaide, willing to let 
his Excellency underftand how barbarous 
he could treat him, ſent Irons to be put 
on him ; which Cruelty had actually been 
put in Execution, had 1 A not heen for the 
Merchants that reſided' there, 'who' being 
ſhock'd to ſee ſuch Barbarity endeavoured 
to be put in Force againſt the Gentleman, 
that repreſented ſo great a Monarch, as 
the King of Great- Britain, went to 
the Alcaide, and deſired him to defiſt 
for a while in his Reſolutions, and 'give 
His Excellency ſome little Time longer to 
bring his Affairs to a Concluſion. 

By this the Reader may eaſily form a 
A perfect Idea of the Crueſties we had im- 


poſed on us during our Confinement in 


the Mortimore, where we were continual- 
ly inſulted by the Moors, they throwing 
down upon us dead Dogs and Cats, Stones, 
c. and thought themſelves at no * 
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| = fo happy, as when they were exerciſing 

their ſcandalous Inſolences upon us. 

: During our Confinement in the Marti- 
more, the Emperor ſent the Calliph or Al- 

; caide of Tetuan's Repreſentative . at bis 


Court, to demand the Money that was 
paid for the Redemption of the 35 that 
were ſo fortunate as to be redeemed the 
16th of Mach 1748-9, and the 4,399 /. 
which the Alcaide had wrote to the Empe- 
ror, that he was poſſeſſed of, ſo ſure, had 
be made himſelf of extorting the ſame by 
putting in Force his ill Treatment, and 
E curſed Stratagems, and other Deyices. But 
he found himſelf quite miſtaken; and by 


E purſuing his unjuſt Purpoſes, knew not at 
E laſt which Way to turn himſelt. 
: General Bland, then Governor of G. 
raltar, ſtopping ſome of the Mooriſbꝰ Mer-

The Commerce being again opened be. 
tween Gibraltar, and the Town of Tetuan, 
according (to an Apreement made between 
General Bland, Governor of Gibraltar, and 
the Alcaide, we were once more releaſed 
from our nauſeous damp Cell, and put in- 
to our old Priſon ; and in a few Days af- 
ter we were taken out early in the Morn- 
„ And conducted to a Place without the 
7 wi Walls, where a Galley * was build- 
for the UG of the Moors, and ſet to 
V ork on her, where vre continued all that 
Day, and at Night were reconducted to 
our Priſon; and ſo continued, being taken 
out 'in the Morning tt work all Day, and 
Exrtied' back to our Priſon of Nights, till 
the Alcaide was murdered by the ſors, of 
Which we ſhall make mention hereafter.

work'd a-long Side of the Galley, with 
thoſe who had it, and died thereof, | 
Mr. Petticrew returned to Gibraltar 
from England in November 1750, with full 
Power to pay the Emperor all his De- 
mands and to releaſe us, which News oc- 
caſioned, a univerſal Joy amongſt us, to 
think that our long miſerable, cruel Slavery 
was near a Period, and that we were once 
more to enjoy that valuable Bleſſing of Li- 
berty. 5 Y 4157 
Soon after Mr. Petticrew arrived at Gi- 
braltar ; he came in his Majeſty Ship Sea 
Horſe into the Bay of Tetuan, to acquaint 
the Alcaide, that he had Orders with him 
from the King of Great- Britain, to tieat 
for the Redemption of the Captives, and 
conclude the Treaty of Peace between the 
two Powers, upon which the Alcaide in- 
vited 
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vited hint to come on Shore, which he ac- 
cordingly did; and after Mr, Pe#t:crew had 
had ſome Conference with his Excellency 
the Ambaſſor and the Alcaide, he return- 
ed again to Gibraltar, and acquainted the 
Governor, that the Alcaide and they had 
come to a Concluſion, and he was now 


come to fetch the Money that was agreed 


on between him and the Alcaide. 

During Mr, Petticrew's Stay at Grbral. 
tar, the Heads of Tetuan, having had ſome 
Quarrels with the Alcaide, they employ'd 
a Sett of Ruffins of Moors treacterouſly 


to put him to Death, which was accord» 


ingly put in Execution | in the OY 
Manner : 

As the Alcaide was at Prayers in one of 
the Moſques, or Churches, and kneeling at 
his Devotion, one of the Perſons cmplyy 4 
ſtood behind him, and ſtabb'd him 1612 
Neck; when the Alcaide making a ſuduen 
Reſiſtance, ſome other Ruthns I ned the 
firſt, and ſtabb'd him in ſeveral . of 
the Body, ot which Wounds. bene * 
died. 

This unexpected Piece of Cruclty occa- 
ſioned the whole Town to be in Confu- 
ſion, for ſuch a ſacriligious Piece of Barba- 
rity was never heard of, their Moſques be- 
ing a ſure Sanctuary for the worſt Crime

that can be committed. f 
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The Death of the Alcaide proved ſome 
Detriment to us, becauſe Mr. Petticras 
would not land again till ſuch Time the 
new Alcaide had 'Orders from the Empe- 
ror to receive him, which unhappy Affait 
deter d us a Month longer. 

The People of the Town having choſen 
one Lucbus, Governor or Alcaide, he ac- 
cordingly ſent a Preſent to the. Emperor, 
who, on the Receipt of the Preſent, con- 
firmed their Choice; and immediately. ſent 
full Inſtructions to Luchus, now the Al- 
caide, to treat with the Ex gliſh Ambaſſador, 
in, regard to the Captives on the 
Terms as he had given Orders to the late 
Alcaide : Whereupon he ſent a Copy of 
his Orders from the Emperor, to the Go- 


vernor of Gibraltar, and Mr. Petticregw, 


who on the 7th of December, 1750, came 
into the Bay of Tetuan on Board his Ma- 
jeſty's Ship Sea Horſe, and ſent a Meſſage 
to the Alcaide, to inform him that he in- 
tended to come on Shore the next Day; 
upon which we were, to our inexpreſſible 
Joy, ordered down to the Water-ſide for 
our Embarkation. 
Accordingly the next Day about fix 
O Clock in the Evening. Mr, Petticrea 
came on Shore, when he paid his _ 
pliments to the Ambaſſador. and the Al- 
caide, and immediately after that Ceremony 
the 
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the Alcaide gave an Order for us to get into 
the Boats that were to carry us on Board the 
Sea Horſe ;, upon which we ran into the Water 
as high as. our Waiſts, each thinking himſelf 
happy that firſt got into the Boats ; and when 
we put off, we gave to the Ambaſſador, Mr, 
Petiicrew, and the Gentlemen that accompa- 
nied him, three Huzza's, which they returned 
in the like Manner, and then we returned them 
another; and about half an Hour after, we 
were embark*d on Board the Sea Horſe; and 
the ſame Evening the Wind coming to the 
Eaſt, we failed, and on the  gth came to an 
Anchor in Gibraltar Bay; and in a few Days af- 
ter we took the beſt Opportunities that of- 
fer'd, and came home to our Native Coun- 

Having now concluded our Account of the 
Hardſhips and Sufferings we went thro? during 
our long Captivity in Barbary, we think it will 
not be diſagreeable to give ſome Particulars of 
the Country; or alſo of the People and Cuſtoms 


ot that Kingdom. | 


This Country is very pleaſant and fertile; 
the Plains in many Places abounding in Corn 
and Cattle, and the Hills and Mountains yield- 
ing plenty of Olives. It is indeed a thouſand 
Pities that the Government of this Country 
ſhould be ſuch as diſcourages Induſtry and Im- 
provement; for it is a delicious Climate, abound- 
ing in all Things both for Uſe and Pleaſure, even 
beyond Imagination, Nature in a great Meaſure 
fupplying their Idleneſs and want of Induſtry. 
They follow the Cuſtoms of the Spaniards in 


tilling the Ground, which produces great

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1 Quantities of Wheat, Barley, Peaſe, Beans, 
29 Hemp and Flax; Oats they have none; and 
= they reap three Times between May and Septem- 
Der. If the Government would but countenance 
$ Induſtry, or at leaſt allow every one the peace- 
ful Enjoyment of the Fruits of his Labour, the 
| Land would be capable of producing one hun- 
dred Times the Conſume of the Country ; for 
we have heard the judicious People ſay, that 
the hundredth Part is not tilled, and the Rea- 
ſon why ſo great a Part lies waſte and unculti- 
vated, is not ſo much for want of a ſufficient

Cc Chief,

The Arab, are moving Villages, being a large parcel 
of the People herding together, and moving their Hymers 
or Houſes from one Place to another as ſoon as the Land 
on which they are ſettled will not produce any more Corn. 
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Chick, whom they have the Liberty of chuſing 
out of their o-] I ribes; the Em peror gathering 
the Tribute from them by a Perſon whom he 
tends from Court, and makes an Alcaide for 
that Purpoſe. Theſe Arabs are for the moſt Part 
very tawney, live naſtily with their Cattle and 
Poultry, and their young Children run about 
naked ; they have Abundance of fine black Cat- 
tle, which I take to be the Chief of their Sub- 
ftance. 

Notwithſtanding the unſettled Way of Life, 
and ſeeming Poverty of thefe People, a good 
Revenue is drawn from them, there being rec- 
koned to dwell, only in the Plains of Fez, 
300,000 of them paying Garam, that is the 
tenth Part of all they have, to which they are 
liable as ſoon as they come to be fifteen Years 
of Age: This is the Tax commanded by their 
Law; but the Alcaides are lo far from being ſa- 
tisfy' d with it, that they omit no Manner of In- 
juſtice and Rapine, to fleece the People of all 
they can. 

The City of Tetuan, called by the Romans, 
Tetuanum, gives Name to a large Province, 
and is the Seat of a Baſhaw : It is ſituated at 
the Opening of the Streights into the Mediterra- 
zean, on the Riſing of a Rocky Hill, between $ 
two high Mountains, about ſix Miles from the Z 
Sea, having a Caſtle built higher on the Hill, ſo 
that it has the full Command over the Town, In 
the Valley runs a little River, which is navi- 
gable for ſmall Veſſels, as far as Marteene ( a 
Place about two Miles from the Bay) where 
they load and unload their Goods, 
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Along the Coaſt are Beacons, on which they 
make Fires, to give Notice when any Attempt 
is made to land. 
The Houſes of Tetian are very good, but” 
the Streets exceeding narrow, and hardly any 
Windows to be ſeen, but little Holes to look 
out at, the Light coming in at the Inſide of the 
Houſes, where there's a ſquare Court-yard, 
open at Top, with Pillars ſupporting Galleries, 
and wooden Balluſtrades painted round the Inſide 
of the Houſe, almoſt like ſome of our Inns. In 
the Middle of theCourt-yard there's a Fountain, 
if the Houſe belongs to a Perſon of any Con- 


fideration: The Rooms are built long and 


narrow, and are generaily four on a Floor, an- 
{wering to the Galleries, from whence opens in- 
to each Room a large folding Door, by which 
all the Light that they have is let in. The 
Houſes for the poor People are but one Story 
nigh, for the better Sort two Stories; and the 
Baſhaw's, and ſome few others belonging to par- 
ticular Men, are three; they are flat at Top, fo 
that in many Places they can walk a great Way 
upon them; but thoſe belonging to Chriſtian 

Merchants have Battlements, to keep them 
within the Bounds of their own Houſes ; for 
the Mcorih Women live in the upper Appart- 
ments, and often viſit one another from the 
Tops of their Houſes : When the Women viſir 

one another, they leave their Slippers at the Door 
of the Room, to give Notice that a Stranger is 
there; during which Time the Men refrain from 
going into their Wives or Daughters, they be- 
ing very punctual in obſerving the Cuſtoms re- 
:3ting to the Women. 
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The Women of this Country, when they go 
Abroad, are attired almoſt like the Men, their 
outward Garment being an Alhague, with 
which they cover their Heads, bringing it down 
over their Foreheads cloſe to their Eyes, and 
underneath tie a Piece of white Cloth, to hide 
the lower Part of their Face; the Alhagues 
cover all Parts but their Legs, which generally 
are naked, when they are at Home, or viſit 
from the Tops of their Houſes ; only ſome of 
the better Sort have their Drawers ſo long, that 
they reach to their Feet, hanging in great looſe 
Folds about their Legs; their Shoes are the 
fame as the Mens: Within Doors they appear 
in their Hair, having only a fingle Binder about 
their Foreheads ; their Hair is pleated in two 
large Pleats, that hang down behind at full 


Length : They wear a Veſt which is open from 


the Boſom to the Waiſt, to ſhew their Smocks 
that are embroidered ; they faſten large Pieces 
of Muſlin to the Sleeves of their Veſts, which 
hang down very low, in the Nature of Ruffles; 
their Drawers are longer than the Mens, reach- 
ing generally to the Calf of their Eegs; over 
their Drawers they wear a ſhort Petticoat; they 
put Bracelets upon their Legs and Arms, and 
large Ear-rings in their Ears. 

They have very fine Eyes, and ſome of them 
beautiful Skins, which we ſometimes had an 
Opportunity of ſeeing ; for tho* a Man may 
live a Year in Tetuan, and not ſee the Face of 
a Mooriſh Woman in the Streets; yet when we 
have met them in the Ficlds, and ſaw them on 
the Houſe-tops, if none of the Moors were in 
Sight, they would unveil, laugh, and give 

— | themſelves 
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themſelves a little looſe, 'till the Appearance 
of one obliged them to hide their Faces again. 

The Cuſtom of not letting their Women be 
ſeen, prevails to ſuch a Degree, that when a 
Man wants a Wife, either his Mother, or ſome 
of his Female Relations muſt go a Courting 
for him; when the Bargain is made, which is 
done before the Cady or Juſtice, the Bride is 
to keep within for eight Days, her Friends 
coming to rejoice with her every Day, and a 
Talb or Prieſt alſo viſiting her, and diſcourſing 
on that Holy State; they pin ie Baiket with 
a religious Hymn appointed tor that Purpoſe. 
The Huſband with his Friends repeats the ſame 
Ceremonies, for five Days before Conſum- 
mation, in a Houſe which he has, or muſt take 
to bring his Wite to. The laſt Day the Bride 
is put into a Cage, covered with a fine white 
Linnen Cloth, and carried on Mens Shoulders 
to the Houſe of her intended Huiband ; her 
Friends, Relations, and Muſick going before: 
Her Brother, (if ſhe has one) leads her into I 
the Houſe, where a Room is appointed for her * 
and the Women; the Man remains ulſo in his 
Room with his Friends. When the Evening 
approaches, they are let looſe by the Com- 
pany, and the Bridegroom goes to his Wife's 
Apartment, where .:c finds her alone, fitting 
on a Cuſhion of Velver, or ſuch fine Things 
as they can borro's, (if they have them not of 
their own); underneath which there's a Silk 
Quilt: Before lier ſtumus a little Table, about 
a Foot high, with two Wax Candles upon it; 
upon her Head the has a black Silk Scarf, tied 
in a Knot, the Ends hanging on the Ground 
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behind her; her Shift is made with large Sleeves 
like the Mens, and long enough to hang be— 
hind her like a Train; her Veſt is of Silk, or 
Velvet, buttoned cloſe to her Hands, and 
reaches to the Middle of her Leg, adorned 
with Lace at the Hands, and all over the Bret; 
ſhe has the ſame Linnen Drawers deſcribed in 
the Womens Dreſs, and Collars oi Pearl or 
fine Stones, and (if {he can get tt m) of Lyons 
or Eagles Claws tipp'd with Silver, H her Ears 
ſhe has great Rings of Gold or Silver, an the 
lame about her Wriſts and Ankl.s, ſometimes 
ſet with Stones ; her Slippers have thick Soles 
made of Cork, covered with gilt Leather, and 
edged with the fame, which is a Mark of 
Greatneſs among them, the Emperor and ſome 
few more wearing them. 

Thus bedecked, the Bride ſits behind the 
'Table mentioned before, with two Wax- Candles 
upon it, holding her Hands up the Height of 
her Face, with the Palms turned towards her, 
about a Foot Diſtance from each other, and as 
much from her Face, upon which ſhe is to 
look, and not on her Huſband, who 1s to ſeize 
her when he comes into the Room, and lift 
her upon the uſual Bed-place, which is about 
four Foot high, and there he ſtrips her, ſhe 
not lending him the leaſt Aſſiſtance z nor is to 
ſpeak for three Days ; he is to make what 
Haſte he can, that he may dcliver her Drawers 
to two black Women, who keep the Door, 
and are to carry them to the reſt of the good 
Women ; and if ſuch Signs appear on them 
as are expected, the Muſick plays; but if he 
doth not ſend out the Drawers, the Muſick muſt 


. 
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not play ; and it behoves him to ſtir himſelf 
about this Matter ; for, beſides the Hazard of 
his Reputation, the Company will meet every 
Day till the Drawers come: It the proper 
Marks appear, the Drawers are ſent to all their 
Relations in Triumph, (as is ſtill practiſed in 
ſome Parts of Spain); but if he finds her to be 
no Maid, he {trips her of her Gaiety, and 
turns her out of Doors the next Moment. The 
Bridegroom is obliged to ſtay at Home for ſeven 
Days, and the Bride a whole Year, who A kept 
ever after ſo cloſe from the reſt of Mankind, 
that not even her Father or Brother can have 
the Privilege of a Viſit, unleſs her Huſband 
1s preſent. 

Adultery is puniſhed with Death ; and if a 
Chriſtian or a Jew is found to have to do with 
a Mooriſh Woman, they mult either turn to the 
Mahometan Religion, or be burnt. 

Any Man may divorce his Wife (if ſne was 
not given him by the Emperor) when he pleaſes, 
giving what he agreed (before the Cady) to lay: 
out upon her, and Keeping the Children he has 
by her: The Form is only delivering her a 
Letter that he has done with her, and ſhe may 
ſeek a new Huſband. Thoſe who deſire to in- 
dulge in having many Wives, marry the hand- 
ſome Daughters of poor Men, by which they 
avoid the Inconveniency of drawing on them- 
ſelves the Illkwill of powerful Relations, in 
Caſe of Divorce, and get rid of them at a 
{mall Expence. 

They, as well as all other Mahometans, are 
allowed to marry four Wives, and to have as 
many Women more as they can keep, all of 
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them ſtriving who ſhall beſt pleaſe their Lord 
and Maſter, that he ſhould beſtow his Favours 
on them; for they are kept in great Subjection, 
and think themſelves happy if they can pleaſe 
their Huſbands by waiting on them. They are 
not ſuffered to go to Church, left the Devotion 
of the Men ſhould be interrupted by their Pre- 
ſence, but have a fet Form of Prayers and 
Ceremonies to be performed at Home. 

When any of the Moors have a mind to en- 
tertain their Neighbours, the Women go to the 
Top of the Houſe, and continue there *rill the 
Gueſts are gone. They never uſe the left Hand 
in eating, for that waits wholly on their neceſſa- 
ry Occaſions : They fill their Bellies without 
ſpeaking to one-another ; and after Meals drink 
Water, their Religion forbidding them Wine, 
and all other intoxicating Liquors, except Cy- 
der; nevertheleſs, moſt of them will get Drunk 
with ſtrong Liquor of any Kind, if they can 
come at it. Their chief Deſſert is Butter-milk, 
of which they are Lovers, that when they 
would ſpeak of the extraordinary Sweetnels 
of any Thing, they compare it to Butrer-milk ; 
and a black Pitcher of it is generally brought in, 
with a wooden Ladle, which is preſented to the 
moſt conſiderable Perſon, and from him pſles 
round the Company ſeveral Times. 

- Their Bread is extraordinary good and cheap, 
eſpecially that of the Flower ot Fez, renowned 
for its Whiteneſs too: It is baked in Cakes 
near a Foot in Diameter, and an Inch and an 
half thick; it is to be had every Day hot (for 
ſo they like it) and the Baker pays himſelf in 
Kind according to the Quantity ;-- ſometimes it 
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comes to an Half, or 2 Qvatter of a Loaf for 
baking, and theſe Pieces ate ſold in the Matter; 
but poor People eat Bread made of, Com 
which is called the Third Crop; it is a Minute 
of ſeveral coarſe black Grains, that reſemble 
Seeds more than Corn, and is very black and 
bad, but — 1 With this their Fowls are fed. 
T he Cit Maquinez: ſtands: about twelve 
Leagues 1 of Fez, and was of ſtall 
Note before the Emperor | choſe to butid- his 
Palace there, according to Les; having à very 
ſerene and clear Air, which made the late. Ean+ 
peror rather make it his Place of Reſidencethan 
Fez, and now is in a moreflonriſhing Condition 
than ever, being the Metropolis of a large Em- 
pire, to which the Baſhaws and Alcaides reſort 
with the Tributes and Preſents, every two 8 
three Years, according to the Em 
Pleaſure. In the Middle of the City —

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Street. It is not ſo large as Tetuan, but very 
populous; and the Inhabitants more civilized 
than in any other Part of the Country, their 
Trade- being almoſt wholly with the Engliſh. 

The Town formerly was in Poſſeſſion of the 
Engliſh, but not anſwering the Purpoſe of 
keeping, was' given up, after demoliſhing the 
Fortifications and Mole. 

The City of Old Fez is the Capital, tho“ Ma 
guinez claims that Title; and tho? the laſt men- 


tioned Place is the Reſidence of the Emperor, 


Old Fez exceeds it in Trade. 
As to New Fe, it is only a ſmall Town, but 
has ſeveral Caſtles. and. Fortifications ; and at 
which Place, the Emperor having a Palace, he 
ſometimes relid es 
Wie were told a pleaſant Story of the Em- 
peror s Father, concerning a Difference which 
happened between Memaran and Ben Halter, 
beth Jews and Miniſters to him. Memaran be- 
ing, tormerly Chief Favourite, had the fole 
Command of the Jews ; but ſeeing Ben Hatter 
boldly p uſh - himlelf forwards, and fearing a 
Rival in ro Emperor's Favour, he endeavoured 
to deſtroy him, and offered the Emperor ſo ma- 
ny Quintals of Silver for his Head: Upon 
which he ſent for Ben Hattar, and telling him, 
That a Sum of Money was bid for his Head : He 
reſolutely anſwered, That he toeuld give twice 
as much fer the Perſon s who offered it: Then 
the Emperor bringing them together, took the 
Money trom both, and told them, They were 
a" couple of Fools, and bid: them be Friends : 
Which made Ben Hatter deſire Memaran's 
Daughter in Marriage; who being r* to 
19027 : . : Him, 
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kim they governed the om of thoſe Damimons 
with abſolute Authority. 2 . BY 
And this inhuman CSN ef g giving Money ; 
for the Deſtruction of one another, an alſo buy 
ing a Man to have him intirely at his Diſpoſal, 
is practiſed all over this Empire, both among the 
Moors and Jets; whereby the Enjoyment .of 
Life or Fortune, is not only precarious, but a 
Man is liable, in an Inſtant, to falF into the 
extremeſt Degree of Miſery, at the Bleafure of 
any one who (prompted either by Covetoufneſs 
or Malice) will be at the Expence of buying 
another, and run theRiſque of being 8 
out of the Effects of the Perſon he buys; 


vhich Caſe they go to the Baſhaw, Alcaide, or 


Governor of a Province, and bargain with him' 
(for ſo much Money) to have the Perſon they 
have a Mind to; upon Receipt of which, the 
Baſhaw will deliver the Wretch into the Hands. 
of the Buyer, to do what he pleaſes with him. 
So that the bought Man is ſrequently tortured 
in the cruelleſt Manner, to make him diſcover 
what Money he has. For an Inſtance of which 
barbarous Cuſtom, we here inſert Part of a 
Letter from Mr. Hatfield, an Engliſo err 
reſiding at Tetuan.

Emperor's Knowledge, and having defiled bim- 
ſelf with Chriſtian Women, and "often been in 
Liquor; he was alſo accuſed of being an Un- 
believer, and one of thoſe who had invited the

They muſt;never truſt either Maert, or Fews, 
with their Goods, under three or four ſufficient 
Sureties, becauſe they are very apt co er 
and when that is done, they have nothing left 
to pay, having no real Eſtates, , beſides their 
Houſes, and ſome Gardens of very ſmall Valye:
